MR. VOORHEES’S CASTIGATION EN- 
JOYED BY HIS OWN PARTY. 

@ SPEECH BY THE INDIANA SENATOR, AND 
A REPLY BY MR. HARRISON—MR. VOOR- 
HEES UTTERLY USED UP AND LAUGHED 
AT-—THE PRESENT CONDITION OF THE 
INTERNAL REVENUE BILL, 

Wasuineron, July 20.—It is not often 
that a political speech made by a Republican 
at the expense of a Democratis enjoyed by the 
Democrats as thoroughly as itis by the Re- 
publicans. This was the. case, however, to- 
day, inthe Senate, when the close knit and 
and virile Ben Harrison addressed himself to 
the easy task of dressing down the loose-joint- 
pd Dan Voorhees, who has been kicking his 
heels indiscriminately at his own and the Re- 
publican Party on several recent occa- 
tions, With great facility of expres- 
sion, Mr. Voorhees ‘ does not combine 
the ability to argue. In the Senate 
he repeats the sort of speech which he has 
found acceptable to the sort of men in Indiana, 
with whom he has passed himself off, strangely 
snough, for a statesman. One may hear 
& great deal of very cheap talk in the Senate, 
but of all the cheap talkers the ‘tall syca- 
more” is by common consent the cheapest. 
To-day, after it had been decided to go on 
with the Internal Revenue Tax bill, Mr. Voor- 
hees got the floor and pfoceeded, with a free 
nse of adjectives, to denounce the measure 
end its originators. Having ridiculed it gen- 
erally, he particularly attacked the provision 
to repeal the tax on bank capital and deposits, 
and made some uncalled for and pointed per- 
sonal allusions, the meaning of which no Sen- 
ator on the floor could mistake, 

Mr. Harrison had been watching for an op- 
portunity to cross swords with Mr. Voorhees, 
and he interrupted him to ask if a reference 
made to Mr. Sherman was made with the 
recollection of the fact that Mr. Beck had in- 
troduced a bill embodying precisely the same 
proposition. Mr. Harrison’s questions both- 
Bred Mr. Voorhees, who objected to 
Giscussing more than one bill at a_ time, 
and was desirous of evading a debate. 
As Mr. Harrison persisted, Mr. Voorhees 
lost his temper and shouted: ‘No, Mr. Pregi- 
dent! No, Mr. President, my colleague,’ re- 
peating the words with great nervousness, 
many times did Mr. Voorhees speak of ‘*my 
colleague”’ in an apologetic way that Mr. Har- 
rison sat down, declaring: ‘* These frequent 
references to ‘mv colleague’ are disgusting.” 
The ‘‘tall sycamore” was swayed by the dis- 
turbing questions of his colleague, and when 
he went on he turned his attention to 
the proposition to repeal the stamp 
tax on perfumery and cosmetics, with 
many sneers and cheap and stale jokes. 
He endeavored to heap the measure with ridi- 
cule and lav the bill, which to hinyseemed so 
absurd, at the door of Mr. Sherman. In this 
effort he fell into another trap. His coarse 
references to Mr. Sherman evoked no laughter,

as they were not witty enough to excuse their 
vulgarity. 

When Mr. Voorhees sat down, Mr. Harrison, 
who had come over to the Democratic side 
Bnd was sitting in the front row next to Mr. 
Morgan, rose to reply. With great calmness 
he expressed his regret at finding that Mr. 
Voorhees was getting himself into relations of 
antagonism with the Democratic Party and 
damaging his chances for success as a Presi- 
dential candidate. If the country should ever 
50 far forget itself as to electa Democratic 
President, he fancied that Mr. Voorhees might 
have hada chance of success. He very vig- 
orously held him up to the Democratsin a 
despicable light for having, in his attack on 
the Republicans, applied all the opprobrium 
knnd contempt he could get into his address upon 
the heads of some of the most praminent 
Democrats. With admirable skill he compared 
the Democracy of Mr. Voorhees with that of 
ex-Senator McDonald, whose recent free-trade 


utterances he quoted as a contrast to the | 


heretical declarations of Mr. Voorhees. Mr. 
Voorhees perceptibly winced when Mr. Har-

rison, striding toward him, declared that in | 


his protectionist coquetting he did not truly 
represent the Democratic Party in Indiana. 
While McDonald was insisting that the next 
Democratic platform must declare fora tariff 
for revenue only, his colleague was asserting 
that that motto was a political blunder which 
rost the Democrats the State of Indiana. To 
Mr. Voorhees’s distress he then showed that 
Mr. Beck bad not only been the author of a 
bill to repeal the tax on bank 
and capital, but that the bill, now so offensive 
to Mr. Voorhees, had received Democratic 
support. He also showed that in the last Con- 
gress, when the Democrats were in a majority 
gud he was a member himself, Mr. Carlisle, an 


a bill repealing the duty on perfumery, cos- 
metics, and patent medicines, and that it had 
been passed by the Democratic House. Mr. 
Harrison was helped out a great deal in mak- 
ing his points by Mr. Bayard, Mr. Morgan, 
and other Democrats, who were evidently en- 
joying the walloping to which Mr. Voor- 

ees was being subjected. “It was 
passed,” he said, ‘*the Senator’s political 
associates tell me, and it removed $2,896,000 in 
taxes. Where was my colleague then? Why 
vas not his halcyon and vociferous voice raised 
then against the proposition?’ Addressing 
himself for a few moments to the merits of the 
bill, he said that the best reason for removing 
the stamp tax was that it would rid the people 
of the last of an odious war system. 

Mr. Voorhees would have been glad to have 
been allowed to sit still and listen, but Mr. 
Harrison forced him to his feet by demanding 
to know whether he was really in favor of re- 
ducing taxation. Trembling with excitement, 
Mr. Voorhees made a general admission in the 
affirmative. Mr. Harrison then asked him to 
present a proposition which he regarded better 
than that offered by the committee. Mr. 
Voorhees protested that he could not be 
expected to formulate a theory of taxation in 
pB moment. ‘But I did not suppose,” an- 
swered Mr. Harrison quickly, ‘‘that after all 
these years of experience in both houses of 
Congress, where he has been constantly 
brought face to face with these propositions, 
his mind was absolutely a blank on this 
subject.”” This was too much forthe ‘‘tall 
pycamore.”’ He lost his temper completely 
and with it lost his head. ‘‘ Did the Senator 
pver stand before the people of Indiana on a 

opular issue?’ he hissed out with a sneer, 

Vith a stride forward, a stamp of his foot, 
and shake of his outstretched arm, Mr. Har- 
rison retorted in his piercing voice: ‘ Yes, I 
did. I stood for the flag when treason raised 
its head in this country, and when it foundsym- 
athizers in the Democratic Party in Indiana.” 
his was a squelcher for Voorhees, and he sat 
down to keep his seat until Mr. Harrison had 
finished. 1t was cruel in the Democrats to 
= pleased, and it was disorderly for the gal- 
eries to applaud, but the Democrats looked 
leased nevertheless, and the galleries disre- 
arded the rules of the Senate. 

Late in the afternoon, after Mr. Jones, Mr. 
Morgan, and Mr. Call had made speeches, a 
vote was taken on Mr. George’s proposition to 
strike out the clause taking the tax off bank 
deposits and capital, and it was rejected—15 to 
41. Mr. Saulsbury’s amendment to make de- 

its taxable, but to remove the tax from 
capital, was also rejected. The committee 
amendment removing the bank tax, amended 
to include Mr. Beck’s reduction of the tobacco 
tax to 12 cents, was then adopted. Before ad- 
ourning Mr. Morrill gave notice that he would 
Ccaow ask the Senate to sit until the bill 
was disposed of.

THE GOVERNMENT APPEAL 


ASKING FOR THE ADMISSION OF 
WALSH’S THSTIMONY. 

MR. MERRICK’S STRONG ARGUMENT IN FAVOR 
OF HIS POSITION—THE GREAT VALUE OF 
THE OFFERED TESTIMONY—A DECIGION 
TO BE GIVEN TO-DAY, 

Wasuineron, July 20.—The entire day 
in the star route trial was devoted to argu- 
ment upon the question of the admissibility of 
Mr. Walsh’s testimony, and the court will 
give a decision to-morrow morning. The most 
prominent feature of the proceedings was Mr. 
Merrick’s admirable and eloquent argument 
for the Government, an argument worthy of 
his high reputation as a lawyer and an orator. 
A brief review of the condition of the case 
from a legal stand-point may be useful, as 
showing the present situation and the nature 
of the question at issue. 

The counsel for the Government having 
reached a point in their case where they 
deemed it expedient to bring forward for final 
argument and decision the question of the ad- 
inissibility of the declaration of one of the con- 
spirators, not made in the course of the con- 
spiracy, but admitting that the person making 
the declarations had done certain acts 
which involved him in the criminality of 
the charge, put Mr. Walsh on _ the 
stand and submitted a written proposi- 
tion of the evidence which they proposed 
to establish by him. This question of admissi- 
bility of declarations had been suspended at 
the time when, in the beginning of the trial, 
the court had excluded, for the time, Rerdell’s 
declarations to Mr. Mac Veigh. The Govern- 
ment’s written propositicn has been pub- 
lished, and it contained the statements made 
by Brady to Walsh. When the court ruled, at 


the beginning of the triaJ, that it would not 
allow Mr. Mac Veigh to testify as to RKerdell’s 
declarations, Judge Wylie stated, as the 
ground for the exclusion of tbe evidence, that 
the declarations of no one individual ceuld 
be given in evidence to affect another, unless 
authorized to be made by that other person; 
that as there was no proof whatever before 
the court of a conspiracy, Rerdell’s confession 
could affect himself only; and that as there 
could not be a censpiracy unless two persons 
at least were nthe in it, Rerdell’s confession 
could not be admitted, even as against himself, 
until some independent proof had been offered 
showing that one or more persons besides him- 
sel’ were engaged in some conspiracy. 

When Mr. Ker, of counsel for the Govern- 
ment, opened the argument yesterday, and 
had advanced a little way in the development | 
of his proposition, the court interrupted him 
and said it was unnecessary to argue the facts 
already in evidence for the purpose of show- 


; | ing that these established the existence of a 
pacify the Democrats in the Black Belt the | 


conspiracy, for in his opinion the evidence 
bearing in that direction was entirely suf- 
ficient to go to the jury, and would have | 
to be submitted to them for their 
determination. Therefore the argument 
should proceed on the basis that the testimony 
of Walsh was competent if it depended alone 
upon the previous submission of proof of a 
conspiracy. Counsel for the Government then 
announced that the testimony offered was testi- 
mony intended to affect Brady alone, the per-

Judge, that they entirely agreed with him 
the confession ot a person charged 
as a co-conspirator in an indictment for con- 
spiracy was never evidence against his 
co-conspirators unless made during the pro- 
gress of the conspiracy and witnin the limita- 
tions of the objects of the conspiracy, and that 
their proposition was that after proof had 
been offered of the existence of a con 
spiracy, sufficient to require the court 
to submit the question to a_ jury, | 
ths confessions or admissions of any one | 
of the persons indicted, in relation to the acts | 
done by him during the progress of-the con- | 
spiracy and referring to its objects, were ad- | 
missible as against the person making those | 
confessions, no matter when they had been 
made or whether they had been made at the | 
time of an act done in aid of the conspiracy 
or at ony subsequent time, or even when made 
as a narration of what had before occurred, 

Mr. Merrick closely adhered in his argument 
to the prepositions above set forth, stating 
that while he admitted that the testimony 
offered would not, under the rules of evidence, 
be competent as against Grady’s co-conspira- 
tors, yet as the court had announced that a 
conspiracy had been proved, or, what was the 
same thing for the purposes of the argument, 
that the Judge had found that there was suffi- 
scient evidence of a conspiracy to go to the 
jury, the admissions or confessions of any one 
of the persons indicted as to any criminal 
act done by him which would connect him 
with the conspiracy was competent as against | 
the person making the admission. If it appar- 
ently affected the other persons, or any one of 
them, the court should limit the application of 
it to the person alone who made the admission 
or confession, and instruct the jury not to 
regard it when considering the criminality of 
his associates. He also announced that, al- 
though the Government had made the offer 
of proof general in its terms and without 
the specification of any particular object, so 
that if the evidence should be admissible for 
any purpose at all, the court could not exclude 
it, yet the Government’s real purpose was to 
show Brady’s motive for making the orders 
for expedition which were already in 
evidence, upon the 19 routes, and to show that 
he admitted that the petitions were re- 
garded hy him as a sham and 
had served only as an excuse 
for the outrageous and fraudulent exercise of 
his official power. He defied counsel for the 
defense to produce any authorities showing 
that the admissions or confessioas of a co- 
conspirator, when offered against himself 
alone, had ever been excluded after other 
proof of the existence of the conspiracy sufli- 
cient to be submitted to the jury had been 
put in. 

It appeared to the spectator that Mr. Mer- 
rick labored under the disadvantage of fre- 
queat interruptions by the Judge, who seeme1 
to be inciined to offer opposition to his argu- 
ment from time to time as it proceeded. As 
Mr. Merrick attempted to bind the Judge to 
his decision made when the Rerbell confession 
was rejected, the Judge said’ he had not in- 
tended to commit himself at that time to 
any agreement to let in such evidence, 
even after proof of a conspiracy was in. 
After his argument had continued for about 
three-quarters of an hour, it became evident 
that he would not succeed by relying upon 
what he had quoted from the court’s previous 
rulings. Asserting again and again tbe princi- 
ples of law upon which he had based his argu- 
ment, he at last declared that there was noth- 
ing peculiar about the crime of conspiracy, 
not even when it reached the anointed heads of 
officers of the Government. Seeming to as- 
sume that the court had indicated an intention 
to depart from established rules, he asked if 
the connection of Government officers with 
this case was to sanctity any such departure. 
A few minutes later he made an appeal to the 
court. ‘‘I know,” he said, ‘‘that your Honor 
will not warp the principles of law to serve 
the defendants in this case.’’ This touched 
Judge Wylie, who said that the reference was 
regarded by him as anything but compli- 
mentary ; it was an insult rather than a com- 
pliment to exhort a Judge not to be warped. 

Mr. Merrick disclaimed any intention to re- 
flect upon the Judge’s motives, and it was 
agreed that the remarks should be stricken 
from the record. He afterward made a very 
effective presentation of the Walsh testimony 
as bearing upon Bradv’s motives. Counsel for 
the defense had said, during the introduc- 
tion of the route evidence, that nothing 
had appeared to show that Brady’s motive bad 
been a corrupt ene, and the Judge, he added 
had declared that no one should be convicted 
in his court until proved guilty. Now ho 
offered evidence as to motive, evidence which 
went home to Brady. Mr. McSweeny had 
told the jury that it was absurd to 
hold that Brady levied toll on the 10,000 
star routes in the ccuntry. \r. Merrick as- 
asserted that the work of expedition had been 
almost entirely done on only 93 routes,and 
Boone had sworn that not one of bis 1,100 had 
been expedited. The 19 in the indictment had 
been raised from $41.000 to nearly $500.000

He 
was amply fortified by authorities and diligent 
study, and his appeals to the court were direct 
and very forcible. It was plain when he 
closed that, whatever might be the result, he 
had, as he said, done his duty.

TWO MEN BURIED BY A FALLING MINE ROOF 


-—-AN EXPLOSION OF FIRE-DAMP. 


ScRANTON, Penn., July 20.—One of the most 
startling mine accidents of the season occurred 
here to-day at the central shaft of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna, and Western Company, where a fall 
of coal occurred, instantly killing a miner named 
William Johnson and burying his assistant, James 
B. Hickey, beneath a mags of rock and coal that 
crowded the chamber, The workmen in other por- 
tions of the mine, on ascertaining what had hap- 
pened, hastened to the scene, and when they saw 


the big black bolders piled high over each 
other thought miner and laborer must have 
been crushed to death, but ~~ soon heard 
the feeble voice of Hickey calling for help, and 
speedily applied themselves to the task of extri- 
eating him. About the first thing Hickey said was 
that his comrade had been killed by the fall. Picks 
and shovels were speedily brought into reauisition, 
and a gang of 80 men began the work of removing 
the rocks and coal by which Hickey was buried. It 
was a perilous task, as the shaky roof over head 
continued to rumble in that threatening way which 
the miners understand so well, and whivh generally 
indicates that a fall of coal is about to occur. 
The coal was wedged so tightly together by the 
force of the fall that it was avery difficult matter 
to remove it. As soon as one piece was taken away 
another slid into its place, and the slightest shock 
added to the suffering of the imprisoned laborer. 
Onee or twice, on hearing the rumbling of the 
threatening roof, weap warned the workmen 
away and told them to leave him to his fate or 
they would all be overwhelmed, but they stood 
by him for two hours and a half, atthe end of 
which time tney had made an opening large 
enough to remove him. He was bleeding profuse- 
ly from several wounds, his hip was dislocated, 
and he complained of painsin the back. He told 
his friends that he was going to die, and begged 
them to send fora priest. Great excitement pre- 
vailed, not only among the workmen in the mine, 
but among the crowd of men, women, and children 
who congregated at the mouth of theshaft. When 
Hickey was carried out he was met at the entrance 
to the mine by Father Whelan, who administered 
the last sacrament, after which the wounded man 
was removed to the hospital, where he died at 11 
o'clock to-night. Hickey was a prominent member 
of the Labor Reform Party and in 1829 ran for 
State Senator on that ticket, but was defeated by 
Dr. Seamans, the Republican candidate. 

At the central mine, almost simultaneously with 
this accident, two men were seriously injured in 
another chamber by an explosion of tire-damp, and 
Lewis MeKay was killed by afall of coal in the 
Sebley Colliery, making it a day of disasters in 
this district. 


HAZLETON, Penn., July 20.—James Cannon,

FINE HARVESTS IN PROSPECT.

A LARGE CORN CROP PROMISED IN NEBRASKA 
AND INDIANA. 

Cricaco, July 20,—A Tribune special from 
Lincoln, Neb., says: ‘* The harvest of oats, rye, and 
barley is now in progress all over the State. The 
yield ofall small grain is mueh greater than last 
year. The oat crop is particularly fine, and the 
rye and barley cannot be beaten anywhere. It is 
thought that there will be a yield of a quar- 
ter more per acre in all grain than last 
year. There is some difference of opinion in 
regard to corn. Miscellaneous reports received 
from various sources lead to the belief that the 
There is a very large acre- 
age, at least a fourth larger than that of any previ- 
ous year. The only fear-of many farmers is that 
late corn will be caught by early frosts. Much of 
the corn is backward, although healthy and grow- 
ing finely. With favorable weather from now on 
and no damaging frosts inthe early Fall, there is 
almost certain to bea magnificent corn erop in 
Nebraska this year.”’ 

Perv, Ind., July 20.—The farmers are still 
busy with their machines cutting and thrashing 
the wheat. One noteworthy fact in connection 
with the harvest this year isthe absence of suit- 
able hands. Several farmers have been positively 
obliged to purchase self-binding machines in order 
to gather in their crops. The yield will be a mag- 
nificent one, and the quality of the wheat being 
now delivered is said to be good. Now that most 
of the wheat has been gathered in the farmers are 
busy with their corn, which will yleld a fair crop. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, July 20.—The Canadian 
Pacitic Railway officials state that there are 200,000 
acres of land under cultivation in Manitoba, aad 
that the crops look splendid.

ing firm, would arrive. Although provided under 
the provisions of the Riddleberger act, that fund- 
ing thereunder should begin July 1, that work 
has not yet commenced, So many delays have 
occurred that the prospects for its operation be- 
ginning are by no means encouraging. Senator 
Mahone and other leaders on that side have, it 1s 
understood, always opposed the contract for en- 
graving these bonds being awarded tothe Ken- 
dalls. Their preference seems to have been for the 
American Company, of the same City. The sub- 
committee appointed by the Governors of the 
New-York Stoek Exchange to report whether these 
bonds would be admitted on the Exchange report- 
ed, it is understood, in favorof admitting them, 
hy the bonds have not been accepted by the Sink- 
ng Fund Commissioners.

STRENGTH INCREASING 
THROUGH BRITISH DELAY. 
FEARS OF AN ATTACK UPON ALEXANDRIA 

—THE WATER SUPPLY CUT OFF—THE 

PORTE CONSENTS TO ENTER THE CON- 

FERENCE—LOOKING AFTER THE SAFETY 

OF THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Lonpon, July 20.—While the English 
ferces are doing little or nothing, Arabi Pasha, 
according to the dispatches received from 
Alexandria and elsewhere, is making the most 
of the delay in strengthening his position and 
seeking to make alliances with his neighbors, 
It is reported that the Porte has sent him im- 
perative orders not to make a movement, but 
this will prebably have little effect. He 
has the moral support of prayers offered in 
the Calcutta Mosques for his success. It is as- 


certained that his army is becoming larger, 
and that he is fast regaining his influence, be- 
cause of the delay of the British troops. He 
is calling in all the Bedouins in the neighbor- 
hood of Ramleh. His present position is very 
strong, as was shown by the reconnoisance 
made to-day by Gen. Alison, who, with sev- 
eral officers, went within three miles of it. 

%-That Arabi feels that he is stronger is shown 
by movements on the offensive. His outposts 
are approaching Alexandria, and some of his 
scouts have been seen at Ramleh, seven miles 
from the city. There are grave fears of an 
early attack, which may occur at any moment 
and without any warning. This approach 
creates much excitement, as Admiral Seymour 
is not well prepared for any vigorous attacks. 
Arabi has sent emissaries to Tripoli, Tunis, and 
Syria to preach a holy war and to remind the 
people of El Mehdi’s rapid approach north- 
ward, At the same time he lays stress on the 
barren advantage secured by the British 
through the occupation of Alexandria, and 
exhorts them to combined efforts toward the 
extermination of all Christian powers on their 
soil. He has struck a blow at the city by 
diverting the Mahmoudieh Canal, which sup- 
plies Alexandria with water, but it is believed 
that the greater part of the cisterns in the 
town have been recently filled. The English 
were preparing af noon on Wednesday to 
dam the canal, in order to prevent the 
water running off if Arabi stopped the 
supply, but he has evidently been be- 
forehand with them. He has_ also 
extended his operations toward Suez. A dis- 
patch from that place states that the telegraph 
has been cut near Kafr-el-Dwar, and there is 
no communication between Ras-el-Tin and 
Suez. The Governor of Suez receives all his 
instructions from Abrabi Pasha in the capaci- 
ty of Minister of War. The Governor’s posi- 
tion is consequently one of great difficulty, 

Deserters sav Arabi Pasha is not entrenched 
and has no entrenching tools. Arabi having 
erected fortifications just opposite Aboukir 
Bay and upon the Mahmonudieh fresh-water 
canal, placed a dam in the cane! below his 
position close to the fertificatiens and cut the 
canal banks above the dam, so“us to send 
water all along the front of his position. This 
shews that Arabi Pasha hus made a great mis- 
take, as by damming the canal where he has he 
secures plenty of water for Alexandria for 
some time. In that city. the English have set 
to work to fill the reservoirs here, so as to 
save all the water possible; but plenty will re- 
inain in the canal for present purposes, Ara- 
bi’s line extends from Lake Mareotis to Abou- 
kir. Having got some tools, he is now making 
works, 

Omar Pasha Lufti, Governor of Alexandria, 
has returned to Alexandria from Cairo by 
way of Port Said. He has made the 
following report to the Khédive: “On 
the way to Cairo I saw Europeans 
being massacred and their houses pillaged at 
Dawanhour, Tdntah, and Mibhalla, where the 
Alexandria rabble bad arrived. They cut off 
the hands of Berberins because they served 
Christians. Arabi Pasha had called a meet- 
ing at Cairo of all the Pashas, Ulemas, and 
Notables, and asked them whether it was right 
to obey the Khédive, seeing he had sold Egypt 
to the English, ordered the military bake- 
houses to make 1,500 loaves daily for 
the British without providing for his own 
troops, and sent telegrams in their name, The 
Minister of the Interior presided at the meeting. 
Mahmoud Pasha Baroudi practically directed 
the discussions, Sheik Hassan recommended the 
declaration of a holy war, but, at the instance 
of the Coptic patriarch, moderation pre- 
vailed. The meeting appointed a commit- 
tee to go to Alexandria in order to 
verify the accusations against the Khédive. 
It was arranged that a committee of seven 
should start on July 18, going from Cairo to 
Ismailia, Threa Mudirs, who were missed from 
their posts, are imprisoned in Cairo for obey- 
ing the Khédive. A council of war was held 
daily, Mahmoud Baroudi presiding. 

In Alexandria there is no chance of a re- 
sumption of business for at least three months. 
The city is not yet freed eatirely from the dis- 
orderly elements which came in after the 
bombardment. A dispatch says: ‘ There 
will be public executions to-day or to-morrow. 
All the culprits have been convicted of mur- 
dering Europeans under circumstances of ex- 
ceptional barbarity during the bombardment 
of the city. The murderers will probably be 
shot by Egyptian troops. It is quite possible 
that such executions will continue for some 
time, as every day brings to light similar 
cases.” Everything is at a standstill. Nothing 
is doing and nothing is known. The Roman 
wells cannot be cleaned and filled in less than 
a fortnight. The fleet can condense sufficient 
water for the crews and troops, but not for 
the jpopulace, who must go afloat or retire 
to the villages. There is water sufficient 
to last 10 days. Admiral Seymour has 
issued a proclamation declaring that by 
sunset on Sunday all pillaged property and 
unclaimed goods may be brought to Lord 
Charles Beresford, at the arsenal, and that 
anvbody bringing such things by that time will 
not be criminally treated, but that anybody 
who has goods of this nature and does not 
bring them in will, if found out, be visited b 
the patrol, the property seized, and the pil- 
ferer punished. This proclamation is intend- 
ed to meet the cases of numerous Arabs who 
have hidden plunder in their houses. Some 
have already brought in what they haa. 

Meanwhile the war preparations here are 
going ahead rapidly. A hurriedly convened 
meeting of the Cabinet was held at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. It is stated that the meeting 
was cailed to consider a telegram from Lord 
Dufferin, Ambassador at Constantinople, and 
arrangements for military operations, A con- 
ference is also being held at the War Office 
between the Right Hon. Hugh Chil- 
ders, Secretary of War, and Sir Gar- 
net Wolseley, the Quartermaster-General. 
The “imes and Standard state that Col. 
Brackenbury resigned the Directorship of the 
Irish Criminal Investigation Department in 
order to offer his services in the campaign in 
Egypt. Several regiments of Irish militia 
have volunteered for service, and the War Of- 
fice is considering the question of utilizing 
them for garrison duty at Malta and 
Gibraltar. Six ee trains laden with horses 
have arrived at Woolwich, and pressing orders 
have been received for several millions of 
cartridges. A Bombay correspondent says: 
‘*The ship-owners of Caleutta have been in- 
vited to offer tenders for the transportation to 
Egypt of 5,000 men and 600 mules. Lord 
Northbrook, First Lord of the Admiralty, has 
expressed his sense of the excellent services of 
the gun-boat Condor and her commander, 
Lord Charles Beresford, at Alexandria, 
which, he added, would’ be noted 
to receive some special recognition. In the 
House of Commons to-day Mr. Gladstone gave 
notice that he would on Monday ask for a vote 
of credit for strengthening the forces in 
Egypt. Hesaid he would state the amount 
desired on Saturday, and announced that if 
the vote of credit were agreed to he would ask 
the House to proceed with a Tax bill to meet 
the increased expenditure in connection with 
the dispatch of reinforcements to Egypt. At 
the request of Mr. Gladstone a number of 
questions relative to Egyptian affairs were 
withdrawn. 

A dispatch trom Constantinople to Reuter’s 
Telegraph Company says the Porte has replied 
to the identical note of the powcrs regarding 
the dispatch of Turkish troops to Egypt. The 
Porte proposed the assembling of a fresh con- 
ference. The text of the reply is as follows: 

“It the Porte has not hitherto decided on its 
own initiative to“send troops to Egypt, it is 
because it was convinced that vigorous meas- 
ures were avoidable. Observing with satis- 
faction that the powers have formally and 
repeatedly recorded their defaranra te the

incontestible and unquestioned rights and sov- 
ereignty of the Sultan, the undersigned, by the 
Sultan’s order, informs the Ambassadors that 
the Porte consents to participate in the confer- 
nce. Sar.” 

The conference will meet to-day to discuss 
the reply tothis communication, It is thought 
probable that a fresh invitation to join the 
conference will now be addressed to the Porte. 
The Ambassadors, in view of the extreme im- 
ee of the point as to whether or not the 

orte shall be again invited to joint the confer- 
ence, have telegraphed to their respective 
Governments asking speedy instructions. 

The conference met yesterday, chiefly to 
consider temporary measures for the security 
of the Suez Canal. The idea which found 
most favor was that the protection of the 
canal be entrusted to England and France, in 
conjusction with a third power. No de- 
cision, however, was taken, owing to 
the want of instructions from the 
respective Governments of the conferees. 
It is stated that the Spanish Ambassador has 
informed his colleagues that Spain intended to 
station three gun-boats at each end of the Suez 
Canal in order to escort the Spanish Manila 
mail steamers through the canal, and that she 
willalso send four ironclads to Alexandria. 
The Suez Canal and Port Said are considered 
most insecure. There is onlya small gun-boat 
in the cana), and there are 12,000 Europeans 
in Port Said, with 7,000 Araba. Several hun- 
dred soldiers with field guns under Mahmoud 
Samy are at Fort Quemiel, six miles off. The 
town is literally at the mercy of the soldiers 
and people. Two British corvettes have gone 
to Port Said. 

A correspondent at Alexandria telegraphs 
that he understands that M. de Lesseps has in- 
formed Admiral Seymour that the passage of 
men-of-war through the Suez Canal constituted 
a breach of its neutrality. 

In the Heuse of Commons to-day Mr. Glad- 
stone confirmed the report that the Sultan had 


agreed to enter the conference, but he stated. 


that the Porte had not vee as to the send- 
ing of Turkish troops to Egypt. Sir Charles 
Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, stated that 
the Government had declared to the confer- 
ence that they reserved the right with France 
of taking steps to preserve the Suez Canal. 
The English and French Ambassadors at Con- 
stantinople had informed the conference that 
they thought it desirable that any action in 
regard to the canal should receive the sanction 
of Europe. France and England, therefore, 
= that powers be designated who shall 

e charged, in case of need, with the protec- 
tion of the canal. In order te save time the 
powers designated should be authorized to de- 
cide on the mode of action, which should be 
exercised in every case on the principle of the 
protocole de désintéressement. 

The Times, in a leading article, expresses the 
belief that the Opposition in Parliament siil 
move a vote of censure for the dilatory action 
of the Government after the massacres at Al- 
exandria in June and for its want of foresight 
and preparation when the bombardment of 
that city had been decided upon. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 20.—The tank-vessel 
Supply has been ordered here from Port Said. 
She will be able to furnish sufficient water for 
the troops, Respectable inhabitants complain 
that English soldiers have robbed and pillaged 
their houses. 

Over 100 of Arabi’s soldiers deserted on 
Wednesday and came here. The meeting of 
Sheiks Ulemas and Notables at Cairo was held 
in consequence of the receipt of the Khédive’s 
letter dismissing Arabi. 

The railway authorities report that all is 
ready for the advance of troops. 

At 7:30 this evening the water was still flow- 
ing in the fresh water canal, but the exit from 
the canal into the sea is being blocked by a 
party of marines so that the water below the 
point whereat Arabi has cut it will be re- 
tained. 

Lonpon, July 21.—The Daily Telegranh 
states that Lieut.-Gen. Sir Garnet Wolsley 
will command the expedition to Egypt, which 
will consist of 20,000 of all arms. Another 
battalion of marines has been ordered to pre- 
pare at once for service in Egypt. 

The Daily News. believes that the Porte’s 
answer to the invitation to send troops is re- 
garded by the Goverment as equivalent toa 
refusal, and that a force will be sent to Egypt 


without delay.

Jenkinson, one of Earl Spencer’s private sec- 
retaries, is mentioned. 


THE FRENCH CRISIS OVER. 
Panis, July 20.—In the Chamber to-day 
several Deputies declared that the votes yes- 
terday were in no way aimed against the Cab- 
inet. M. Ferry stated that President Grévy 


had refused to accept the resignations of the 
Ministers. Some Radical members endeavored 
to reopen the discussion on the question of the 
Central Mairie. The Chamber finally passed, 
by a vote of 276 to 105, an order of the day 
implying confidence in the Government, and 
leaving aside the question of the Mairie, The 
crisis is therefore ended. 

Lonpon, July 20.—A Paris dispatch to the 
Times says: ‘'M. Goblet, Minister of the In- 
terior, has tendered his resignation, which will 
be accepted. This wili probabiy end the Min- 
isterial crisis.”

CotumsBts, Ohio, July 20.—The day for 
the Democratic State Convention opened 
bright and cool—one well calculated to bring 
about a more harmonious feeling among the 
disturbing elements within the breasts of the 
old Moss-backs and the clique of 
young Democrats backed by the Cincin« 
nati Enquirer. In many cases the 
lively Democrats were up all night 
laboring hard for their cause. Money wag 
freely bet that the ghost of Bookwalter would 
be powerful enough to intimidate the old ling 
Democrats, and that the youngsters would re- 
peat the history of a year ago and 
sweep away all the opposition to their 
complete control of the party machin, 
ery and the distribution of a liberal 
campaign fund. In the delegate meeting, thid 
morning, by hard work they were successful 
in defeating Mr. John G. Thompson’s aspirax< 
tions to become a member of the State Central 
Committee, and it was given out by the ad, 
mirers of the late Mr. John Bookwalter that 
Mr. Pendleton would be the next gentieman:te 
bow to the will of an outraged constituency. + 

The convention convened at 11 A. M., and 
was called to order by John G. Thompson/ 
Chairman of tne State Central Committee. A’ 
temporary organization was announced, with 
the Hon.4ohn Follett,of Cincinnati, Chairman, 
who delivered a long address, which was an 
arraignment of the Republican Party 
on its record in the Nation and State, and, 
outlining the policy for the Democratic 
Party in coming campaign. The usuak 
committees, which were selected at the 
meetings of the Congressional delega< 
tions in the morning, were announced.’ 
The following is the State Central Committee = 
First District, Jeremiah Mulroy ; Second, John 
Brady ; Third, Charles Vallandigham ; Fourth, 
Charles Negby; Fifth, K. T. Lindsay;

McGregor; Nineteenth, E. E. Nash; Twen- 
tieth, John J. Hall; Twenty-first, J. H. Far- 
ley. The big contest was on the selection of 
this committee, the fight being made against 
John G. Thompson im the various dis- 
tricts, He was defeated for member 
from his own _ district, while his 
opponent, J. H. Farley, of Cleveland, was 
selected as member from the Twenty-first. 
Thompson claims that he has two-thirds of the 
Central Committee, and that he will be selected 
for the Chairmanship of the Executive Com- 
mittee. : 

After the preliminary organization had been 
effected the committee met to select a perma. 
nent President, but despite the almost mali- 
cious attack that had been made upon him, 
Senator Pendleton was chosen to pre 
side over the convention. When the conven- 
tion had assembled this afternoon and the 
report of the committee had been submitted, 
the name of Mr. Pendleton was greeted with 
rounds of applause. It was at once ap- 
parent to the wise ones that the storm 
that had been so terrific during the past 
few days had spent its force, and 
that the power of the Young Democracy was 
at an end, so far as the work of the convention 
was concerned. When Mr. Pendleton was es- 
corted to the stage he met with a perfect 
ovation, the attacks upon him having 
apparently created a warm sympathy 
in his behalf. Mr. Pendleton thanked 
the convention for the unexpected 
honor, stating that he would make no speech, 
as he had promised to do so at the ratification 
meeting during the evening. The nominating 
of candidates then commenced, and the process 
was a most tedious one, it being after 
6 o’clock before the work of the convention 
was concluded. The Hon. John W. Oakey, 
the present incumbent, was nominated for 
Supreme Judge by acclamation. The ticket 
was completed by the nomination of J. W. 
Newman, of Portsmouth, for Secretary of 
State on the third ballot, and Henrv Weible, 
of Van Wert County, for member of the 
Board of Public Works. The following plat- 
form was adopted, and the convention ad- 
journed: . 

The Democratic Party in convention assembl 
reaftirm the great principles which are the founda- 
tion of free government. among which are equal 
rights to all. special privileges to none, protection 
of the weak agsinst the encroachments of the 
strong, equal taxation, free speech, a free press, 
free schools, and, first of all, afree and incorupti- 
bie ballot. 

Resolved, I. That we favor honest reform in th¢ 
civil service, and denounce the extortiun of money 
from office-holders to corrupt the ballot and con- 
trol elections as the most threatening, as it is the 
most insidious, danger that besets a free Govern: 
ment, and the shameless resort to such methods by 
the party in power to carry its ends evidences utter 
abandonment of principle for place and spoils ° 
under “boss” rule. We denounce the reck+ 
less extravagance and profligacy of the Re- 
publican Party in the appropriation of thd 
public treasury, which should be applied to 
extinguishing the national debt; and we believe 
the time has come, when, by an honest and 
economical administration of the Government, ths 
burden of war taxes, which the people have so 
long borne, and which in the end fail upon the 
laborer, may and ought to be reduced; but we de- 
nounce the attempt of the Republiean Congress to 
reduce the taxes on those articles which alone wilh 
inure to the benefit of the rich. 

II. That we favor a tariff levied to meet actual 
needs, and so adjusted in its details with the 
view to equality in the public burdens, so as to en- 
courage productive industries ana afford !abor just 
compensation without creating monopolies. 

Ill. That stability ia the value of money is:a pri- 
mary requisite to industrial and commercial pros 
= This can only be seeured by maintaining 

th gold and silver as money, as provided by the 
Constitutien, and subjecting the issue and regula: 
tion of paper money to establish principles which 
will prevent fluctuations in the value of the cur- 
rency. ; 

Tv hat the growth of monopolies is such as to 
seriously threaten the rights of individuals and the 

ublic welfare, and ought to be provided against 

y proper legislation. F 

V. That the Democratic Party has ever main- 
tained, and still steadfastly adheres to.'the doctrine 
of the largest liberty consistent with the public 
welfare, and is epposed to legislation merely sump- 


ary. 
Vv. That it is incumbent upon our Government 
to protect its citizens, native-born and naturalized, 
at home and abroad, and we demand searching 
inquiry into the alleged outrages committed against, 
eltizxens of the United States in foreign countries. 
It might be well to state that beth 
candidates which the Hnquirer-Bookwaiter 
faction had hoped to force upon the Democra- 
cy were defeated, and the Moss-back, or John 
G. Thompson’s favorite candidates, were 
nominated, The humiliation of the 
Young Democracy, after having appar- 
ently gained control of affairs, is 
beyond all expression, though a strong effort 
was made to keep up their courage. To-night 
an effort was made to postpone the meeting of 
the State Committee, it having leaked out that 
Thompson had the indorsement of a majority of 
its members for the Chairmanship of the = 
ecutive Committee and the management of 
the campaign. This movement at one time 
poe to prove: successful, but at a later 
our the entire State Committee was gotten 
together and Mr. Thompson was elected as the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee. 
This last act completes the overthrow and 
humiliation of the friends of Bookwalter. 
It is predicted by some that the Young De- 
mocracy will sulk and play off, as did the 
Moss-backs last year, w Bookwalter was 
their candidate before the 
The ticket nominated to~xlay is by far the 
best that a Democratic convention has pre- 
sented for years.

MR. PENDLETON’S SPEECH. 

My FeLiow-Citizens: Jam sure that any of you 
who have ever been in the opera-house for’ 
several hours at a time will appreciate that 
when a man has.done this he is not exact- 
ly in the best condition in which to 


address so large an assombly as this. I congratu- 
late the Democratic Party of Ohio upon the 
work they have done to-day. It is a good 
work—good in thelr nominations of candi- 
dates, cood in their deciaration of principles, 
~e in the enthusiasm and spirit with which they 
ave commenced this canvass inthis State. It is 
the presaxe of success, it Is the beginning, the fore- 
runner of thatday for whfoh cho Democratic Parvy 
have longed and wished and prayed, when this great 
old Commonwealth of ours shit! be committed In 
itself and shall commit its great powers to 
the Democractic Party. { stail detain you 

ut a very few momenta. There are a 
great number of gentlemen here to speak to 
you to-night who will speak intelligently and ac- 
ceptably. My mission will be soon cver. The party 
has planted itself right unon the great ques- 
tion that interests the people of Ohio to-day; 
it bas planted itself upon the great national 
doctrine that to the United States belongs the con- 
trolling and dominating influence in all 
the ‘questions that concern all the re- 
publies upon this hemisphere; it has planted 
itself right upon that other great doctrine that 
citizens of the United States, whether native born 
or naturalized, shall receive all the pow: 
ers of protection that fifty millions of 
American citizens can give them; it has 
planted itself richt upon the doctrine that 
an honest reform of the civil service is the true 
foctrine upon which republican government 
tan be administered and __iive. It has 

lanted itself right upon this question that 
o-day agitates the people of Ohio. I mean 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors, and it has de- 
Clared that while it is in favor of its taxation and 
jts regulation, it is in favor also of main- 
taining the old standard of the Democratio 
Party, of opposition to ali laws that are 
merely sumptuary and meddlesome with our 
meighbors. {Applause.] These are the doctrines 
that are embraced in the platform that has been 
‘adonted to-day. 

Now listen tome forthe 10 minutes and I will 
not detain you longer. Eighteen months ago 
this Administration came into power; it came 
with a vaunt and a_ boast; it came the 
successor of Hayes’s Administration in the 
Republican line, but it told us, it told you, it told 
the Republicans that it was to be an improve- 
ment upon that administration; tt was to do 
that which had{# not been done in the last 
85 years of Republican administration in the coun- 
try, boasting itself over and beyond that which the 
Republican Party had assumed that they had done. 
What is it to-day? What do we see now? We 
Bee a sister republic in this hemisphere, having 
gone through with the agents of war, to-day be- 
ing despoiled of its posessions and wiped out 
from the list of the nations of the earth; 
our Republican Government to-day beaten out and 
wiped out by another republic of South America, 
and the United States, powerful - republic, 
strong, with no troubles at home, with no troubles 
abroad, sitting supinely by and seeing one repub- 
lican Government destroyed upon the face of 
the earth by another republican Govern- 
ment under the influence and impulses of 
British power, British commerce, British 
enterprise, sritish gold, |[applause.] and 
we do not raise a hand, As I said, we fifty 
willions of Republicans stand supinely' by 
and do not raise our voice, don’t exert 
our moral power, don’t exert the influence 
that belongs to us without’going to the point of 
War to see that republic despoiled of its 
possessions, despoiled of its influence, de- 
spoiled of its very existence. Why, gen- 
tleman, what are we considering to-day— 
interoceanic canals, interoceanic railroads, trade 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and vice 
versa from the Pacific to the Atlantic, 
for an intercourse and line of commani- 
cation is as certain to be established as 
you sit here, the legitimate successor of that 
great trade from the Orient more than 2,000 
years ago that brought the riches of the 
Queen of Sheba to David in_ his capital in 
the East; a line of intercommunication that 
is to be made as eertainly as that line of 
Suez Canal that brought from Eastern 
India, Eastern England I might call it, 
the riches of that country to its home in the 
West, and which England to-day is defending 
at this very hour with all her maritime power 
to prevent its being closed: and here are 
we to-day in the face of this condition of affairs, in 
the face of the Inevitable construction of these 
inter-oceanic railroads and canals, here 
we are sitting supinely by, not asking 
the good-will of our neighbors in these 
South American States. but ready to see one of 
them despoil all the influenee which power on the 
other side of the Atlantic has been able to 
bring to bear. Now, gentlemen, I am in 
favor of doing this thing. Iam in favor of so es- 
tablishing the influence of this Republican Govern- 
ment of the United States, its moral power, so that 
‘we shall be the elder sister of all the republics 
upon this continent, and, when they become in- 
volved in war,that we shall exert our protecting 
influence upon them, so that, without letting 
the forelgn nations of the world interfere 
with the affairs of this eontinent, we shall be able 
to establish peace based upona basis that means 
our kind and gentle and affectionate interest 
amongthem. [Applause.]

To-day 300 of your 
are languishing in 
Britain suspected. but 
neither accused nor tried, And when the 
American citizen is lodged in a dungeon 
and neither tried nor furnished with accusations 
against him, he is permitted to receive from 
the head of the Foreign Department of 
aftairs in England this declaration: “ He 
fs there because we _ suspect him, and 
we will give you no reason, no reason except 
what you .can see upon the warrant of com- 
mitment.”” And at this hour there’ are 
men in prison in Great’ Britain suspected 
not accused, not indicted, not tried. And when 
our Administration ask them why, they say 
it is nore of your business, There is tne 
order of commitment. And this Minister 
who is fitter to be a British subject than an Amer!- 
can Minister, is permitted not only to receive that 
insolvent message, but to say in his communication 
to the State Department that he thinks these 
American citizens are treated about rignt, for as 
far as he has observed they have been very 
thriftless and good for nothing people 
any how. ({Laughter.} What more, gentle- 
Hundreds of American - citizens to-day 
in Russia are driven from their homes, forbidden 
to pursue their business, roguired to give up their 
possessions and retire out of that country. Amerl- 
can citizens your peers and mine, American 
citizens over whom the flag and «g1s of the United 
States floats forftheir protection, or ought to, are 
driven out of that country in which they 
have made their homes, and why, why? Because 
they choose to worship the Almighty God accord- 
Ing to that creed which was delivered in the 
olden time amid the lightnings of Sinal. Go 
here to our sister republic immediately 
upon our soutbern border, there are men thrown 
into prison, they are put into dungeons, 
they are outraged in every possible way, 
your fellow-citizens and mine. And why? 
Simply because they have not known 
the necessity, or knowing it did not attribute the 
importance and need of registering with some petty 
alcalda the fact that they were under the protec- 
tion of the United States. It is the foreign policy 
of this Administration. It is the ground upon 
svhich they ask your suffrages. This is the way 
they improve upon all the Republican Admin- 
istrations that have receded them. And 
“I tell you gentlemen—I tell it with sorrow, but it 
s trnue—that American citizenship has never 

en held so cheaply in the history 
of our Government since it became 
the known right to tog the citizens, as it is 
held to-day under this Republican , Administra- 
tion, and why, gentlemen? Mr. Monroe 60 
years ago formulated the doctrine that¢there 
should be no colonization upon this continent by 
the Government of the olden’ world, and that 
there shouid be no attempt without the inter- 
vention of the Unite States of those 
Governments to subject their rebellious provinces 
who had conquered their independence. It 
was ‘declared by Monroe, -it was de- 
clared. again and again by Thomas Jef- 
ferson, it was proclaimed by the clarion 
voice of -Henry’Clay, and if I could wish 
one thing to condemn the administration of 
this Republican Party in its foreign policy 
to-day, it would be that we might have one hour 
of Andrew Jackson, who refused to permit the 
pational honor to bo tampered with.

‘Post Offices, Custom-houses, Court-houses—all over 
the country where there is not a dollar collected by 
the Custom-house, where there is not a dollar 
collected by the Post Offices. It has never 
been done before, It has put more 
men into office, established more offices, 
given them higher pay than h been done 
in any 20 years’ before, an yet with 
all this, with this enormous expenditure, 
with this extravagance that surpasses anytning 
that has ever been known ia the history of the 
Government before, with here fers collected— 
think of it, $400,000,000 collected frum the peo- 
ple of*the United States, and  $15C,000,000 
surplus revenue beyond any possible expendi- 
ture of the Government for any _hon- 
est ‘and legitimate purpose—they utterly 
refused in a seven months’ session to 
make a single effort to reduce the taxation of 
the people.

A FIR# IN CHERRY-STREET.

The second extra day’s racing at Monmouth

ANOTHER CONTESTED ELECTION 
CASH FINISHED. 


A SHORT DISCUSSION OF THE CASE OF THE. 


FOURTH ALABAMA DISTRICT AND THE 
SEAT DECLARED VACANT—THE WORK OF 
THE COMMITTRE EXPLAINED. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—In the House to- 
day, Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, called up the resolu- 
tion oifered by him yesterday, reciting that it had 
been asserted by Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, that 
a mistake made by the tally clerk in footing upa 
roll call was a falsification of the record, and di- 
recting a special committee of three members to 
inquire into the matter. Mr. Blackburn haying 
denied that he made any charge, Mr. Caikins 
amended the resolution so as to make it conform 
with that statement. Aftersome debate the reso- 
lution was withdrawn. 

The House then resumed the consideration of the 
Alabama contested election case of Smith against 
Shelley. Mr. Ranney, of Massachusetts, presented 
the case forthe majority, reviewing the facts as 
shown by the testimony, asserting that there was 
not a fair and free election in the Fourth District 
of Alabama, and urging that, inasmuck: as the con- 
testant, who had been legally elected, had recently 
died, the seat should be declared vacant. The ease 
of the contestee was presented and argued by Mr. 


Beltzhoover, of Pennsylvania, who quoted from, 
the record to strengthen his assertion that the sit-° 


ting member was entitled to retain his seat. 
Mr. Curtin, of Pennsvivania, dwelt upon the ne- 
cessity of members determining election cases as 
Judges, not as legislators or as partisans, and ad- 
vocated the adoption of some system whereby an- 
other tribunal should be charged with the duty of 
deciding these cases. After a speech by Mr. Oates, 
of Alabama, in favor of the sitting member, the 
previous question was ‘ordered—yeas 145, nays 1— 
Mr. Hardenbergh. 

Mr, Calkins closed the debate in support of the ma- 
jority report, and reviewed the action of the Com- 
mittee on Elections of the present Congress, which 
he contended would challenge comparison with 
the action of any Committee on Elections during 
the last 25 years. The committee had been con- 
fronted at the beginving of the session py 22 con- 
tested election cases, of which 18 (including the 
pending one) had been disposed of. Of this num- 
ber six contestees had been ousted and five con- 
testants seated. Twelve cases had been reported 
in favor of the contestees, and all of these. with 
one exception, were Democrats. If the commit- 
tee had erred it had erred against its own party. 
The purpose of the committee was to give effect to 
the voice of the people as expressed by a majority. 
In conclusion, he made a strong appeal for a free 
ballot and a fair count throughout the country. 
Mr. Springer, of Illinois, interrupted him to inquire 
what the Republicans intended to do with all their 
corruption fund, and whether the Republican Cam- 
paign Committee would appropriate $1,000 to pay 
the fine imposed upon Gen. N. M. Curtis, one of the 
collectors. of the 2 per cent. assessment. Bat 
Mr. Calkins merely repiied by stating that the Cam- 
paign Committee knew how to take care of the 
2 per cent. assessment—a statement which Mr. 
Springer declined to controvert. Mr. Springer’s 
question was based upon a dispatch received by 
Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, from E. P. Wheeler, to 
the effect that the Circuit Court held the statute 
against political assessments’ constitutional and 
fined Curtis $1,000. The resolution declaring the 
seat vacant was then adopted—yeas 145, nays 1. 

Mr. Townsend, of Illinois, immediately moved 
to adjourn, but this motion, being opposed by the 

tepublicans, was voted down—yeas 58, nays 130. 
Mr. Reed, of Maine, called up the resolution re- 
ported by the Committee on Rules on March 8 for 
the amendment of the rules so asto provide that 
during the morning hour it shall bein order to 
consider such bills reported from? committees as 
the committee in charge shall direct. It also pro- 
vides forthe designation by a committee of the 
measure to be considered when thé House goes 
into Committee of the Whole. Mr. Reed so modi- 
fiedthe resolution as to provide for its going into 
effect on the first day of next session. Mr. Black- 
burn, of Kentucky. raised the question of consid- 
eration, and the Democrats refrained from voting, 
thus leaving the House without a quorum. The 
House then adjourned.

THE LOSS OF THE RODGERS. 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—The Naval: Court: 
of Inquiry, of which Commodore Thomas S. Phelps 
was President, appointed to investigate the cir-: 
cumstances attending the loss of the Rodgers, on 
Nov. 80 last, in St. Lawrence Bay, has. submitted a 
report to Secretary Chandler, The result of the 
investigation is given as follows: ‘‘After mature 
deliberation on the testimony recorded, we find 
thata fire broke out in the forehold of the late 
United States steamer Rodgers on the 20th of 
November, while the vessel was laying at anchor 
in St. Lawrence Bay, Siberia; that every effort pos- 
sible was promptly made by the officers and crew 
to extinguish the flames and save the ship; that 
when these failed and it was no longer safe for 
the people to remain on board, the vessel was, 
abandoned, the crew securing and landing all the 
provisions and other public stores it was possible 
to save; there isno evidence as to the origin of 
the fire, and we are unable to diseover how it oc- 
curred, though it probably had its origin in sponta- 
neous combustion of some material in the fore- 
hold. Had it occurred in the coals, the gas result- 
ing therefrom would have pervaded the ship and 
been patent to every one. In fitting this vessel for 
the Arctie all available space had to be utilized for 
stowage, and the forehold was fiiled to the hatch. 
There is no evidence of carelessness in stowage, 
and it is our opinion that the calamity could not 
have been foreseen by the commanding ofticer, 
We do not find that there should be any blame at- 
tached to any cne forthe unfortunate loss of the. 
Rodgers, but, on the contrary, all hands deserve 
praise for their untiring and continuous efforts to 
save the ship. In our opinion no further proceed- 
ings are necessary in the matter.”

ANGLO-AMERICAN FEAST 


HOW THE FOURTH WAS CELE- 
BRATED IN. LONDON. 

AN UNUSUAL GATEERING AT MR. HENRY F, 
GILLIG’8—-MR. HENRY IRVING 8 INTEN- 
TIONS—SBOCIAL AND ARTISTIC NEWS. 

Lonpox,. July 7.—It was a happy idea to 
{nvest a Fourth of July celebration with inter- 
national characteristics, to make it the pleasant 
meeting-ground of a social reunion among the 
leading resident Americans of London and 
their English friends. For the first time in the 
history of the two-countries Independence 

Day has been honored as an Anglo-American 

feast, and also for the first time there is now 

on-record a Fourth of July gathering without a 

speech. Over a thousand ladies and gentlemen 

met together under the flags of the two coun- 
tries at the hospitable invitation of Mr. Henry 

F. Gillig, and enjoyed the occasion as heartily as 

if they had been in the habit of enjoying each 

other’s society on many similar anniversaries. 

The scene of what the Daily News calls ‘this 

novel international festival” was the West- 

minster Palace Hotel, the entire house having 
for the occasion been secured by the host for 
the purposes of the reception. The invitations 
were issued in the following form: ‘ Mr. 

Henry F. Gillig requests the pleasure of your 

company at the Westminster Palace Hotel on 

the evening of Tuesday, the Fourth of July, 

1882. Reception and music at 8. Dancing at 11. 

Sir Edward J. Reed, member of Parliament, 

and Lady Reed, Air Julius Benedict and 

Lady Benedict, Gen. E. A. Merritt and Mrs, 

Merritt, Mr. J. H. Puleston, member of Par- 

liament, and Mrs. Puleston, Mr. Joseph Hat- 

ton, and Mrs. Hatton will kindly assist in the 
reception of guests.’? These ladies and gentle- 
men formed what may be called the Recep- 
tion Committee, lending useful assistance be- 
forehand in the selection of guests to be in- 
vited, and on the night in welcoming those 
who had accepted. Sir Edward and Lady 

Reed were unfortunateiy prevented from be- 

ing present, in the first place by some delay 

in Sir Edward’s return from the United States, 
and also, Lregret to add, on account of the 
illness of Lady Reed. The services of Mr. 

Wills, the eminent horticulturist and florist 

to her Majesty, were secured in the decoration 


of the rooms. He had converted the ordinary 
hotel apartmentsfinto magnificent salons 
wreathed with fiags and flowers. Thousands 
of roses were packed into exquisitely designed 
panels between the windows; floral combina- 
tions in the national colors of red, white, 
and blue met the eye at unexpected 
points; the roof of the great reception- 
room was gayly festooned; the flags of 
America and England were hoisted 
in artistic alliance; the floor was carefully 
carpeted for dancing.. Two magnificent pi- 
anos were provided for a miscellaneous con- 
cert, with which the evening was opened. The 
adjacent refreshment-room was superbly dec- 
orated. The coffee-room of the hotel was 
utilized for supper; here, also, Mr. Wills had 
brought to bear his taste and the resources of 
his great establishments. Here and there 
gigantic palms and American plants made 
shady corners and broke the lines of awkward 
angles. In the vestibule of the hotel were 
hung the flags of all the great powers of Europe, 
and the hall was occupied by the band of Her 
Majesty’s Grenadier Guards in their scarlet 
and gold uniforms. A great crowd of people 
assembled in the street outside to see the guests 
arrive, and their curiosity was stimulated and 
sustained long after Parliament had risen in 
the adjacent palace and morning had lighted 
up the gray towers of Westminster. The 
guests began to arrive as early as 8 o’clock, 
though the greater number of them crowded in 
betwen 9 and 10, The Reception Committee were 
busy until midnight, at which hour not the least 
interesting of the arrivals were announced, 
some of them artists who had been enter- 
taining the public in other places, others ladies 
and gentlemen who had been entertained— 
notably Mr. Henry Irving, Mme. Modjeska, 
the Duke of Sutherland, Viscount Folkestone, 
Mr. Forbes Robertson, Mr. J. L. Toole, Mr.

They are students of music at Dres- 
den, and have come to London for 
the season with their mother. One of the 
dresses described by the Queen was that of an 
old-gold-colored satin dress, trimmed with two 
fiouncés and with e short-waisted bodice made 
after the fashion of a Kate Greenaway de-

sign, a tawny-colored lily atthe throat and in 
the waist-band. Some other notable costumes 
were¥%a black satin merveilleux, much draped 
in tront, and with jet bugles flashing up from 
the folds here and there, with a pointed bod- 
ice laced behind, cut in a square in front and 
filled in with jetted lace, and a handsome 
white tulle and satin, the bodice of white satin, 
over a tulle-flounced front and plaited back. 
satin skirt, 
over which was a Madras muslin, embossed 
with plush roses, descending in a Watteau 
plait at the back. She wore a sleeveless bod- 
ice, with two bows, each with innumerable 
loops and ends placed on the shoulders so as 
fall over the arms, her gloves being tan mous- 
quetaire, caught in at the tops with pink satin 
ribbons. The wife of Mr. Broughton, the 
artist, wore a dress of dull yellow satin, em- 
broidered with red flowers, Lady Benedict’s 
dress was a charming contrast of white and 
black, and she wore a special Americo-Eng- 
lish decoration of crimson and gold, the badge 
of the Reception Committee, 

The miscellaneous concert, which was con- 
ducted in a pleasantly intermittent way dur- 
ing the whole time of the reception of guests, 
was kindly conducted by Sir Julius Benedict 
and Mr. Fred Cowen, several distinguished 
vocalists and instrumentalists lending their 
assistance. The Misses Huntington, who have 
appeared with great success in society durin 
the present season, were a valuable acquisi- 
tion to the artistic company. Mr. and Mrs. 
Furlong sang several ballads; Mme. Avaliani 
gave a couple of ballads; Miss Hope Glenn 
sang ‘** The Better Land,’’ accompanied by the 
composer, Mr. Cowen. Several glees and 
quartets were given, and Miss Harkness, a 
young American violinist, increased the repu- 
tation she has already won at professional 
and society houses during the last few 
weeks by her masterly rendering of 
a difficult fantasia. It was very 
interesting to notice the introductions to each 
other of distinguished people who met on this 
occasion for the first time representative men 
and women of America and England. The 
Dean of Westminster, for example, was 
greatly in rec rigg ox was also the Dnke of 
Sutherland ; his race talked pleasantly and 
with great interest to many Americans about 
their country and his experiences of it, and the 
Dean of Westminster Estened with gratified 
interest to many an American tribute in re- 
gard to Westminster Abbey and his accom- 
plished predecessor. Mr. Edwin Arnold, whose 
poems are far better known in the United 
States than in England, wore the Order of the 
Star of India. Heis married, as you know, 
to an American lady well known in Bos- 
ton. At one time he appeared to hold 
quite a levee of American § admirers, 
and he was full of enthusiasm in 
regard to the visit he hoped one day to 
make to the New World. Miss Braddon was 
also much in request, especially among Ameri- 
can ladies. There was a singularly happy de- 
sire evinced among the guests of both countries 
to know each other and to make international 
conversation. For some time this caused a 
little friction among the artists who had given 
their vocal and instrumental services. The 
buzz of conversation competed with the con- 
cert and frequently carried the day. No bet- 
ter illustration of the success of the evening 
could be mentioned than this; it was as if 
every body knew each other. It had been sug- 
gested by several persons that his Excellency 
the American Minister should be caljled upon 
to say a few words appropriate to the occasion. 
He smiled when this was proposed to him and 
said: ‘Don’t you think a great many words 
are being said just now appropriate to the 
occasion? It seems to me that the entertain- 
ment is altogether so successful, everybody so 
pleasantly occupied, that it would surely bea 
mistake to obtrude what is called public speak- 
ing upon such a gathering.” The Reception 
Committee quite agreed with the Minister, 
whereby the general flow of talk and chat 
went on uninterruptedly in every part of the 
crowded rooms, to be renewed again over 
supper, which was announced shortly before 
12. The, toilets’ of many of the ladies were 
very notable, and the beauty of the women 
was a general theme among the opposite sex. 
Natural flowers were almost universally worn 
by the belles of both countries, many of them 
carrying superb bouquets. Mme. Nilsson was 
dressed in deep mourning; she carried an ex- 
quisite bouquet of white exotic flowers. One 
of the vocal incidents of the night was the 
singing of the ‘* Red, White and blue,’’ in the 
chorus of which many of the company heart- 
ily joined, Mr. Furlong having added for the 
occasion the following extra lines: 

“* May we live on united forever, 

Ana both to our colors prove true. 
America and England forever! 
Three cheers for the red, white and blue.” 


Talking with Mr. Irving during the evening, 
he informed me that he has been seriously ad- 
vised, both by cable and letter, by friends in 
America that it will be unwise for him tomake 
the hasty visit which he proposed to himself in 
August next. Coupled with these have come 
to him many most kind, hospitable invitations, 
the acceptance of which would cover as many 
weeks as he has days at his disposal. He has 
taken his passage, and it was arranged that 
Mr. Russell, the editor of the Liverpool Daily 
Post, should accompany him. It 1s possible 
that the interposition of his American friends 
to postpone his visit until he can devote the 
six months which are entered ahead in the 
calendar of 1883 will set aside these arrange- 
ments. Mr. Edwin Booth was not present at 
the reception in consequence of the continued 
indisposition of his daughter. The Lord Mayor 
sent avery kindly message of regret; he had 
a reception at the Mansion House going on at 
the same time as the Fourth of July festival; 
he had been trying, he said, to get away for 
the purpose of honoring Mr. Giliig’s invita- 
tion, but at the last moment was prevented by 
the pressure of his own entertainment. Earl 
Grosvenor and several other distinguished 
persons sent similar messages. Many Ameri- 
can Consuls from the Provinces were present, 
and several came from the Continent. The 
entertainment is mentioned by many of the 
journals that have authority in the fashiona- 
ble world as one of the most brilliantly suc- 
cessful of the season. The Whitehall says ‘a 
thousand people thank Mr. Giliig for a charm- 
ing evening.” When one reflects upon the 
responsibility of making so large a number 
of people happy it is very evident that success 
is only obtained by the indefatigable geniality 
and good management of those who control 
the arrangements. From first to last there 
was not a hitch of any kind, and itis not im- 
probable that the absence of formal speech- 
making had something to do with the easy 
smoothness with which the evening passed 
away and the night merged into morning. 

Among the other social and general and 
artistic items of the week is the appearances of 
Ristori ‘tin English’? at Drury Lane Theatre, 
The great artist is seriously handicapped by 
an inefficient and untrained company. While 
her Lady Macbeth is an eminently intellectual 
and impressive performance, it has none of 
the ‘‘ great moments” which characterize both 
her Media and her Elizabeth. She speaks Eng- 
lish remarkably well. Her reception must 
have been coro gratifying to her, but 
there is littie probability of the engagement

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TWO PICKPOCKETS HELD. 
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INTRICATE POINTS ARISING FROM A LAR- 
CENY ON THE STEAMER JESSE HOYT. 

A commotion was caused on Wednesday 
night on board the steamer Jesse Hoyt, which 
plies between Sandy Hook and this City in connec- 
tion with the New-Jersey Southern Railroad, con- 
veying passengers to Long Braneh, by Dayid Scott, 
a fish-dealer in Fulton Market, living at No. 1,017 
Third-avenue, who denounced two yorng men as 
pickpockets and accused them of stealing his 
watch. The young men were placed un- 
der surveillance, and upon the arrival of 


the steamer at this City they were imme- 
diately given into oustody. The _ prisqners 
gave their names as Joseph Wilson, aged 22 years, 
and Willfam Berg, aged 21 years. They were ar- 
raigned in the ‘'ombs Police Court yesterday, when 
their counsel claimed that the offense, as alleged, 
had peen committed in limits outside the jurisdio- 
tion of the court. Justice Gardner accepted this 
plea as well grounded, and discharged the prison- 
ers. The Police officers having them in charge, 
however, decided to tako them before the United 
States Commissioner. In the meantime the pris- 
oners had left the court-room and were hastily 
making their way up Centrestreet. As soon 
as they saw the officers coming after them 
they took to their heels. and an exciting chase 
followed which resulted in the recapture of the 
prisoners. They were taken before United States 
Commissioner Lyman, who, after listening to the 
facts in the case, held that he had no ne in 
the matter, and recommended that they be held to 
await the action of the New-Jersey authorities, tt 
being contended that the larceny had been com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction of that State. Act- 
ing on this advice, the Police authorities caused 
the prisoners to be once more taken before Justice 
Gardner. In the meantime, however, Wilson 
and Berg had obtained an interview with 
the complainant, after which he showed 
an evident reluctance to further prosecute 
the case. It was stated that the prisoners had 
secured to him the return of his watch, and it was 
further hinted that he had received other consid- 
erations to induce him to drop the prosecution, 
When the prisoners were arraigned again in the 
Tombs Police Court he failed to put in an appear- 
ance. The prisoners’ counsel asked that his clients 
be discharged, onthe ground that there was no 
complainant present, and that the offonse had been 
committed outside of the jurisdiction of the court. 
Justice Gardner said that there was strong proof 
that a lareeny had been committed, and it was his 
duty to hold the thieves. If the complainant had 
received any consideration for not appearing to 
prosecute the case he had been guilty of compound- 
ingafelony. This was amatter which the court 
intended to inquire into. The court would issue a 
subpcena for the complainant's appearance, and if 
he failed to respond he would be arrested. In the 
meanwhile the prisoners would be remanded. The 
further examination of the case was adjourned 
until to-day. 
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IN FAVOR OF FREE CANALS. 

The Executive Committee of the Free Canal 
Union, representing the commercial organizations 
of this City, met yesterday in the rooms of the 
Chamber of Commerce and discussed a line of 
policy by which it is hoped that the voters of the 
State may be convinced that their best interests 
will be conserved by the adoption at the coming 
Fall election of the constitutional amendments 
establishing free canals. The members of the 
committee present were Franklin Edson, George 
Wilson, A. B. Miller, John Nesbit, E. R. Livermore, 
W. E. Cleary, and L. J. N. Stark. No plan of ao- 
action was adopted, but Mr. Wilson, with 
two others, was . appointed a sub-commitee 
to enter into correspondence with the commer- 
cial organizations and influential citizens through- 
out the State seeking their active co-operation for 
the promotion of the desired object. The Finance 
Committee of the union is to meet next Tuesday 
for conference with the Executive Committee, and 
at that time itis expected that a course of action 
will be definitely fixed upon. President Edson 
gave the union a motto—" Little talk and lots of 
work.”’ The State is to be thoroughly canvassed, 


; and in one or two of the large cities of the State {it 


is expected that ex-Goy. Horatio Seymour will ad- 
vocate the cause of free canals in a formal address, 
His opinions in the matter are also to be printed in 
pamphiet form and scattered broadcast through 
the State. 

FOG AND ICEBERGS ON THE BANKS. 

The State of Nebraska, of the State Liné of 
steam-ships, which arrived from Glasgow yester- 
day morning, met with dense fogs and icebergs on 
the Banks of Newfoundland, and was delayed 


some 80 hours in consequence. As soonas the 
vessel was near the Banks the weather became 
thick. The fog became denser as the steamer ad- 
vanced, and Capt. Braes was obliged to order the 
engines to be slowed down. In latitude 44° 82 and 
longitude 42° 13’ a large iceberg was seen through 
the mist. The steamer avoided this, and proceeded 
with the greatest caution, as the temperature of 
tne air indicated that there were other icebergs 
near at hand which were only hidden from view 
by the dense fog. In jatitude 44° 22’ and longitude 
48° 2’ another huge iceberg was passed. After this 
the fog lifted and the steamer resumed her usual 


rate of speed.

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THE CESNOLA COLLECTION 

AN INTELLIGENT ACCOUNT OF 

THE CONTROVERSY. 

THE ARTICLE IN THE AUGUST NUMBER OF 
THE CENTURY MAGAZINE—MR, SAY- 
AGE’S LETTER. 

The Century for August, which has just been 


issued, contains in its ‘‘ Topics of the Time,” a very 


thorough account of the controversy in regard to 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art and its Director. 
The whole ground has been carefully examined, 
and ali the testimony has been weighed. Com- 
mencing with the first charge against the integrity 
of the Cesnola collection, which appeared in the 
Art Amateur of August, 1881, the article con- 
cluded with a letter addressed to the edi- 
tor of the Century, by Mr. A. D. Savage, 
dated June 6, 1882. The editor states in the clear- 
est way the reasons which have induced him to 
make an investigation in regard to the Cypriote 
antiquities. Last Autumn, fora series of articles 
to illustrate a history; of antique sculpture to be 
used inthe Century, permission was asked to pho- 
tograph certain objects in the Cesnola collection. 


After the photographs had been taken, the art de- 
artment of the magazine received a letier from 
ry. A. D. Savage, then no longer connected with 

the institution, saying that four of these objects 
contained five restorations, more or less serious. 
The author of the articles for the Century, who was 
in Europe studying the collections in the British and 
Berlin Museums, when informed of the Savage let- 
ler, expressed no surprise, Mrs. Mitchell wrote: 
‘When in New-York [ attempted to gain some 
information as to some of the pieces, where they 
came from, temple, tomb, how they stood, &c.? 
all questions of vital importance. * * * It was 
alwaysin vain. * * * I felt unhappy myself in 
studying the stainless condition, s0 monotonous in 
its whiteness, for objects wmch had lain centuries 
under the earth, * * * I hope that Cesnola 
will be made to feel the great wrong he has done 
science and the American people in thus imposing 
upon them patched-up restorations of homeless 
figures.”’ 

In his letter to the editor, Mr. Savage explains 
fully the reasons which prompted him to resign his 
position in the Museum, The most important por- 
tions of this letter are as follows; 

New-York, June 6, 1882, 

To the Editor of the Century Magazine: 

Sir: You ask my opinion of the rumor that Gen. Di 
Cesnola has contradicted himself in stating the places 
where he found a number of his antiquities, now 
ascribing a statue or a vase to one spot, now to anoth- 
er. Before l left the Museum I hada pn dae to suspect 
this to be the case, but, instead of recollections of my 
own, Lrefer you for examples to publications author- 
ized by Gen. Di Cesnola, premising that in Handbooks 
Nos, 2and Sof the er ys useum, on the pot- 
teries and sculptures of the Cesnola Collection, wher- 
everthe place in which an object was found, or—to 
to use @ convenient word already borrowed by Ger- 
man archeologists from the Italians and French--its 
ag rs is stated, I received the information from 

jen. Cesnola in person, noting down In the pres- 
ence of the objects his answers to my questions. 

Handbooks Nos. 2 and 3 were written by me, except 

the preface of Handbook No. 2, (* Oesnola Potteries,” 

pp. o-6,) which was written by one of the Trustees, 
joth handbooks were read and ——— by Gen. Dt 

Cespola before they were sent to the printer. 

Mr. Savage then goes on to explain how in his 
“Cyprus,” page 94, Mr. Di Cesnola describes six 
terra cotta statuettes said to have been found by 
him in one grave, forming a procession. In Hand- 
book No, 2, published three and a half years later, 
the six figures have swollen tonine. ‘*That the 
additional figures were not members of the pro- 
cession at theStime when the book ‘Cyprus’ was 
written, is made plain by the way in which the de- 
scription excludes, by implication, all others than 
those;mentioned. So also in Doell’s illustrated 
catalogue of the first Cesnola Colleotion (published 
1873,) in which the procession is engraved, only six 
figures appear, the same as those described four 
years later in the ‘Cyprus.’ This series of terra- 
cottas was arranged in Its present order by Gen. Di 
Cesnola himself in my presence.”’ 

Having studied all the publications emanating 
from Mr. Di Cesnola, Mr. Savage continues: “I 
tind that this portion of Gen. Di Cesnola’s archmo- 
logical labors isin shocking confusion. This ex- 
amination of several publications authorized by 
him shows that it would be aservice to students 
of ancient art to place before them the many and 
striking proofs of the following thesis: Gen. Di 
Cesnola's statements of the places where he found 
his antiquities are full of contradictions; must be 
used only after careful comparison with one anoth- 
er; the results thus painfully sifted out will always 
be uncertain, where there are fno statements of 
other explorers to confirm them.” 

Astothe most important point, so frequently 
advanced by the friends of Mr. Di Cesnola, that it 
was at his instigation Mr. Savage examined 
the collection in order to discover any restora- 
tions, Mr. Savage proved this to be utterly at 
variance with the facts. He says: 

“This assertion I pronounce false, and de- 
clare that never did Gen. Di Cesnola direct me to 
look for restorations, but that the search I made 
was solely of my own motion, and because I wished 
to find ont whether Gen. Di Cesnola had spoken the 
truth in publicly declaring that he knew of only 
two restorations in the sculptures. In the last 
week of September, 1881, while I was making my 
own search without orders from any one, during 
Gen. Di Cesnola’s absence in Europe, I discovered 
for the first time that Gen. Di Cesnola had already 
made a search, and had removed restorations from 
a number of the sculptures. This search was not 
mado before the sculptures were exhibited to the 
public, as a consequence of taking possession of 
the permanent home of the collection, In 1879, but 
inthe Autumn ‘of 1880, after Mr. Feuardent had 
published his charges of concealed restorations, 
and after Gen. D! Cesnola, then out of town, 
had telegraphed to deny i!n the newspa- 
pers the ‘‘slanderous assaults"—so he called 
them. This removal of certain § restorations 
by Gen. Di Cesnola was kept secret from me. 
So far from ordering me to make any search for 
restorations, Gen. Di Cesnola reproved me for so 
doing by expressing surprise that I should have 
thought myself entitled to divert to such re- 
searches my time, which belonged to the Museum. 
Gen. D! Cesnola reported to the Trustees the resto- 
rationg discovered by me only after I had resigned 
my position of first assistant and afterI had lett 
the Musenm, because, 80 I have reason for believ- 
ing, he found that [ intended to lay the matter be- 
fore them myself. Until lately I had hoped never 
to publish the history of my resignation. My rela- 
tions with Gen. Di Cesnola had been so friendly 
that it was most painful to go and tell him that I 
wished no longer to be his assistant. It was this 
feeling which caused me, in writing to Tne Times 
last March, to confine myself to correcting my mis- 
taken declaration and to suppress everything but 
the restorations. So, also. my letter to Tum Times 
of April 17 would not have been written had not 
the Vailand + apress been authorized to say that 
the two janitors had been dismissed for neglect of 
duty, when I knew well that these two excellent, 
honest, faithful servants of the Museum had been 
turned off solely because they had told me of the 
restorations in answer to my questions.” 

Time and time again the story was industriously 
circulated that the photograph obtained by Mr. 
Feuardent from the Corcoran Gallery, which ex- 
posed the true history of the figure, with and with- 
out the patera, was a forgery, intended by Mr. 
Feuardent ‘to deceive.’"’ Mr, Savage writes: 

‘‘In the early controversy Gen, Di Cesnola had 
accused Mr. Feuardent of forging a photograph 
brought in evidence against him. Some months 
later, in August of last year, I made a discovery 
which led me to believe that in making this charge 
he knew he was not speaking the truth. I there- 
upon resigned my office in the Museum, but was 
persuaded by the Trustee in whose hands I had 
piaced my resignation to stay until the return of 
Gen. Di Cesnola from Europe, in order to give him 
an opportunity to explain the matter. This first 
discovery led to my discovery of the restorations, 
When he returned to the Museum, and we discussed 
the cause of my resignation, he declared by two 
things he held sacred, on his word of honor and be- 
fore God, that when he made those declarations 
about Mr. Feuardent’s card No. 1, he did not know 
he was mistaken. I replied that I would let that 
matter drop and base my resignation on something 
I had found out since Angust, something which I 
knew of my own knowledge and not merely on the 
testimony of others—concealed restorations. Upon 
this he assured me positively that all had been 
done without his knowledge and against his orders, 
most of them during his second absence in Cyprus 
(1873-7)—some, as it now seemed, after his return 
to New-York. I will remark here that Gen. Di 
Cesnola was in error as to the dates of the restora- 
tions. Some were done in Cyprus, while he was 
still owner of the collection (before 1873;) others in 
New-York, inthe Fourteenth-street building, un- 
der his supervision, and before his return to 
Cyprus; the rest, after he came back to New-York, 
in the collection’s permanent home in the Central 
Park building, during his Directorship, in 1879.” 

It is quite certain that Mr. Savage endeavored in 
every way to have the fact of the restorations pub- 
lished at once. He laid the matter before a lead- 
ing member of the board of officers, and was led 
to hope that the Trustees would publish the resto- 
rations in their forthcoming report, ‘* When this 
report appeared I found that the restorations had 
been concealed a second time, and was thus com- 
pelled to publish them myself.” What con- 
clusion does the editor of the Century come to 
in regard to the Director and the "Board of 
Trustees? ‘* That he (Di Cesnola) was just the man 
to extract this antique loot from the Sultan's do- 
mains; he did it by methods ot which u full and 
naive account is furnished in nis own work on ‘ Cy- 
pros.” But those who read that book carefully 
will, we think, conclude with us that while Gen. Di 
Cesnola was undoubtedly the man to get the col- 
lection, he was not the man to take care of it; and 
that, least of all, has he the scholarly equipment, 
strict consclentiousness, accuracy, and artistic 
taste necessary for Director of a great art museum, 
He has treated his statues like a dragoon, or, rather, 
let us say, like a martinet; he has brushed, touched, 
and patched them up to make a good appearance 
on parade—probably without at first fully realizing 
the harm he was doing. But, most melancholy of 
all, after doing it he has denied it, and even after 
the fullest private and public exposure, he has been 
sustained in his denials by gentlemen whose in- 
dorsement should be the amplest guarantee for the 
scrupulous fidelity of the official whom they pub- 
licly sustain and honor.” 

As to the moral consideration which thls whole 
topic evokes this statement is made: 

‘This subject has a moral as well as an artistic 
side, and wlth such gentlemen as constitute the 
Board of ‘Trustees of the Metropolitan Museum 
the moral consideration will, we are sure, not be 
regarded as the least important. If it is true (as 
we belloye it to be) that the conduct of the Direc- 
tor, in connection with the Museum, has not been 
eush as should meet with the hearty and complete 
indorsement of these gentlemen, then they should, 
of course.make haste to withdraw that indorsement. 
For the spectacle of an unworthy servant upheld by 
a large part of the solid wealth and morality of the 
community, while a conscientious scholar, like Di 
Cesnola's first assistant, and the two other faith- 

the Museum, 


ful servants of are dishonored for do- 
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ing their simple duty—such a spectaclo cannot be 
considered edifying or wholesome. We confeas that 
we love fair play, and that the good name of a 
worthy though obscure individual seems to us as 
well worth protecting in a Christian community as 
that of any more famous and fortunate citizen.” 
Tho Century repeats what Tux Truzgs has eo fre- 
quently advanced as tothe value of the Cypriote 
collection. 

“The worth of the Cesnola Collection is by no 
means confined to the stathary and pottery~the 
ewelry, geris, and glass are ef considerable value, 
ut among the stone paces there are hardly more 
than a dozen or two objects of beauty; alarge part 
of the stone collection consists of amorphous and 
hideous objects of archaic cr provincial workman- 
ship, which can teach this generation nothing in 
the way of art. It is mainly as a record that the 
collection is valuable. As a record, the more highly 
we appreciate it, the more unique we declare it io 
be, the more de@ply must we deplore any suspi- 
sion thrown upon its complete authenticity. But 
there is a special reason why such a suspicion is 
damaging. The Trustees themselves will, per- 
haps, not deny that we have too much of Cypriote 
handiwork in the Metropolitan Museum, and that 
the soonera portion of it is sold to or exchanged 
with othermureums the more room will there be 
for the display of other sorely needed and still 
more valuable examples of the world’sart. Of 
course, it may be less easy to dispose of antiquities 
pe ag have been brought under any sort of suspi- 
cion.”’ 

As to Mr. Di Cesnola’s fitness for the position of 
Direetor of a museum, putting aside, of course, the 
honesty or truthfulness of the man, which is ex- 
ceedingly doubtful, after the present disclosures, 
the Century says: ‘‘In his pone responsible and 
entirely novel position, a position for which his 
whole career had completely unfitted him, on the 
resthetio side, it is not strange that he should have 
proved a failure.” 

To the Committee of Inquiry the Directors and 
officers of the Musenm who have sedulously shut 
their eyes against the evidence in the case; who 
have upheld through thick and thin Mr. Di Ces- 
nola; who have asperged the character of an honest 
man, Mr. Feuardent; who have sat quietly by 
when Mr. Savage was dismissed; who have per- 
mitted two excellent and trustworthy employes to 
be turned ont, the Century says: 

“Through his (Di Cesnola’s) conduct, and the 
conduct of those who have generously. though 
mistakenly, thought it necessary to make his cause 
one with that of the iastitution, the Museum has 
been brought into conspicuous and lamenta- 
ble disrepute. The recent spectacle of a 
Museum finding it necessary to endeavor to 
regain public confidence by inviting and permitting 
editors, stone-cutters, and sculptors to gather 
around two of its costly antiquities and to scratch, 
scrape, hack at, and chisel these unlucky objects, 
in orderto have it proved that they are genuine 
ome ae ee and not fraudulent patch-works ‘of 
unrelated parts—such a spectacle never was seen 
before by men or angels. We donot know how it 
could ever hayé been made necessary had the Mu- 
seum’s affairs been managed with perfect frank- 
ness.”’

ENGLAND'S FIGHTING STRENGTH. 
PR EES 
WEAKNESS OF GREAT BRITAIN AS A 
MILITARY POWER. 

In estimating England’s weakness as a mili- 
tary power we have drawn attention to the fact, 
remarks the United Service Gazette, that the sum 
total of forces at her command to operate abroad 
would on emergency be about 16,500 men, which 
number might be increased by calling out the re- 
serve. That a power like England, with a military 
force on paper of 563,818 of every service and of 
all arms, should show such an insignificant muster 
isnot to be wondered at if the composite and 
heterogeneous elements making up her army be 
considered. The Militia, yeomanry, and the vol- 
unteers are not to be taken into account, as, prac- 
tically, the event of their services being requisi- 


tioned depends on danger of invasion or the decla- 
ration of a European war. We have to consider 
solely the quota of our regular forces, which 
number 189,000, and out of this gross total about 
one-half the force is required for India and 
our colonies. Thus, reducing the equation to 
its simplest terms, we are left to deal with 95,000 
men of allarms available for attack and defense. 
In the distribution of this numberthe different 
garrisons have to be provided for, schools of in- 
struction, and among the non-effective must be 
recconed the sick, recruits not passed drill 
prisoners, clerks, and hospital orderiles. Out of 
the remainder Ireland takes the lion’s share, re- 
quiring a corps @’armée to keep the country from 
rising in open rebellion.. In the Summer of 1Bv9 the 
number of British troops in Ireland was made up 
thus: Five cavalry regiments, six batteries Horse 
Artillery and Royal Engineers, and 16 regiments of 
infantry of the line. This force has been largel 

augmented, and now stands at eight cavalry regi- 
ments; four batteries Royal Horse Artillery, 14 
batteries and companies of Field Artillery 
and Royal Engineers, and 27 regiments 
of infantry. In general terms it may 
be said that Ireland requires 10,000 
more than she did three years ago: and in the face 
of resent events he would take a hopeful and 
sanguine view of the situation who could say that 
the necessity for this extra force will be transient 
and not permanent. With this conscant draw on 
our military resources it will be wise to consider 
what measures could be taken to restore the force 
in Ireland to its normal condition. The number of 
infantry regiments could not be reduced without 
supplying an So in their place, and as dis- 
affection in Ireland is not only chronic, but ap- 
pears to grow more serious every day, the ques- 
tion seems politic of increasing permanently 
the strength of the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary by 10,000, which would let free more 
than a corresponding number of infantry 
of the line. The duties performed by 
our regular troops in Ireland are by no means of 
an exalted or martial nature. Pig driving, cattle- 
seizing, and guarding bailiffs and process-servers 
are uncongenial employments, and tend to make 
the troops unpopular in a country where soldiers 
hitherto have been warmly welcomed. Ten thou- 
sand extra constabulary would not only be more 
efficient in these civil processes, but would act as 
an increased detective power and operate largely 
toward the prevention of crime. It must be borne 
in mind that inthe event of any complication re- 
quiring England to send an expeditionary force 
abroad, Ireland, instead of being an element of 
strength, would be one of weakness; and so far 
from relying on being able to reduce the strength 
of our army of occupation, England's difficulty 
would be IrelandS opportunity, and a stronger 
torce would be nevessary to maintain order there, 
should we unhappily be engaged in aforeign war. 
It will be well to face this view of the situation 
and make provision for the future. As has been 
proved, we could not, without the undue strain of 
calling up our reserves, muster more than 16,000 
men of all arms for active service, and of this 
force a further contingent would be required to 
prevent lreland from taking advantage ot our em- 
barrassment. With what authority can England 
speak at a conference when the fact is wellknown 
that she could not place more than 15,000 men in 
the field without denuding her colonies and 
leaving her magazines and arsenals unpro- 
tected from those desperadoes who dealin dyna- 
mite? Apart from the consideration of the 
question from a purely military point of 
view, the iucrease of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
would, politically speaking, be attended with the 
best results. The Irish Constabulary are a splendid 
corps, and, as a body, deserve to be recognized by 
granting them a defined military rank. They are 
well drilled and fit to operate with troops of the 
line. Their equipment is all that could be desired, 
andin strength and physique they surpass all in 
our regular services, the Guards alone excepted. 
Their loyalty is and has always been undoubted, 
and it cannot be denied that with 10,000 extra of 
them distributed through Ireland, drawn, as they 
would be, from all ranks of the population, they 
would do more to preserve law and order than an 
equivaient number of the rank and file of our 
Army which we can ill afford to spare.

Thereisthe Quar- 
ter .Sessions rose for the lawyer, the General 
Jacqueminot forthe military man, the Canon Rey- 
nolds Hole for the Church, the Baroness de 
Rothschild for the city. England has the sculp- 
tured rose which blooms forever in stone upon the 
work of the royal architect at Windsor, Westmin- 
ster, .and Cambridge; france has France; 
there is Ferdinand de Lesseps for Egypt, 
Duchess of Edinburgh for Russia, General Wash- 
ington for the United States. The catalogue 
might be indefinitely extended, forthe number of 
roses Is endless; they are grown in farms of many

BEGINNING OF THE MONTH. 
From the London Times, July 4. 

In the event-of an expeditiorary force being’ 
dispatched to Egypt the line battalions at home‘ 
that stand highest on the roster for foreign service, | 
with an establishment of 950 rank and file each, are. 
the First Shropshire, First Royal Highlanders, Seo-; 
ond Highland Light Infantry, First West Kent, 
First North Lancashire, First Royal Irish Fusileers, 
Second York and Lancashire, Second Munster 
Fusileers, Second Essex, First East Surrey, Second 
Royal Irish, and Second Royal Sussex. Next on 
the list, but on a smaller establishment of 850 rank*™ 
and file, come the Second Durham Light Infantry,.

Together 
with three battalions of tne Guards—namely, . 
the Second Battalions of the Grenadiers and - 
stream,and the First Battalion of the Scots oe 
several of the above would probably form part of - 
an army corps for service, the remainder of which 
would be made up of the regiments now quartered . 
in the Mediterranean garrisons. Of the 16 line bat-; 
talions enumerated 8 or 9 are in pertect condition 
for service in the field, 2 or 8 more are nearly’ 
80, but the Second Essex, Second Royal Irish,. 
and Second South Lancashire, not having been: 
made up to the higher strength until a few, 
months ago, are about one-half recruits, while one- 
or two more also contain an undue proportion of. 
immature soldiers. The three guards battalions: 
could at once be made thoroughly efficient by con-' 
tributions from other portions of the regiment.: 
The nine battalions in the Mediterranean consist: 
of seasoned troops, and are all nearly, if not quite, 
up to the regulated complement of 800 rank and: 
file each. Of the regiments to be sent from 
home, the [Irish Fusileers, Shropshire, York~ 
and Lancaster, North Lancashire, and West 
Kent are over 900 strong and in excellent 
condition. The East Surrey {is also a good reg-: 
iment. In the event of a second army corps 
being sent on active service, the regiments stand- 
ing on the list for it would be the Second South 
Yorkshire, First Hampshire, First East Kent, First 
Dorset, First North Staffordshire, First London 
Fusileers, first Cheshire, First Duke of Cornwall's, 
Third Battalion Rifle Brigade, First Norfolk, First 
East Yorkshire, and Second Inniskillin Fusileers. 
But, with one or two exceptions, these regiments 
would not muster more than about 200 effective 
rank and file each, and it would be necessary to fill 
them with the reserve men in order to place them 
ina condition to take the fleld. Severalof the 
weaker regiments would probably be sent in the 
first instance to the Mediterranean garrisons. 

Of the cavalry likely to be called for, the Fourth, 
Fifth, and Seventh Dragoon Guards, the Nine- 
teenth and Twentieth Hussars on the higher 
strength, and the Second and Third Dragoon 
Guards on the lower, stand in order first on the 
list. It is not probable that the Household Cavalry 
would be asked to furnish a contingent. Of these 
regiments, the Fourth Dragoon Guards form a 
splendid heavy cavalry corps, as regards both 
men and horses, and the Fifth Dragoon Guards 
are but little, if anything, inferior. The" 
Nineteenth Hussars are, thanks: to the zeal and 
ability of Major Barrow, a former Adjutant, about 
the best cavalry corps in the service in the matter 
of reconnolssance and outpost duty. But the regi- 
ment has been somewhat heavily handicaped in 
the matter of senior officers, and it was passed 
over last year ‘no a cavalry contingent was sent 
out to Natal. 1e Seventh Dragoon Guards, al- 
though in some respects a good regiment, has 
suffered from the same disadvantage in 
recent years. The Twentieth Hussars have 
only lately been placed upon the _  in- 
creased establishment, and have many recruits. 
Should more regiments be required, those standing 
for service after the Second and Third Drago.na 
Guards are the Royal Dragoons, Scots Grays, 
Twenty-first Hussars, Fifth Lancers, and Efght-. 
eenth Hussars. It is to be noted, however, that 
the Fourth nnd Fifth Dragoon Guards and the 
Nineteenth and Twentieth Hussars, although 
among the first for service, are those most short of 
subaltern officers. The two former require about 
seven subalterns and the two 'tter six each to bring 
them up to the strength prescribed for foreign 
service. 

Anorder has been received at Chatham Dock- 
yard directing that the Constance, 14 guns, ateel 
and iron corvette, cased with wood, 2,883 tons, 
2,300-horse power, is to be immediately brought for- 
ward forcommission. Her destination is supposed 
to be the Mediterranean. 

A requisition has been received at the Duncan, 
(Royal Naval Barracks,) Sheerness, from the Ad- 
miralty, for a heavy draft of men to join the iron 
corvette Rover, 19, 3,494 tons, 4,964-horse power, 
which is to be commissioned at Chatham for for- 
eign service. Another heavy draft is also to be 
furnished tor the Satelite, 8, composite sloop, 
1,420 tons, 950-horse power, which is to be commis- 
sloned at Sheerness on Saturday next.

CHOLERA AND PLAGUE IN THE EAST. 
: From the London News. 

The news which reached Constantinople at 
the end of last May about a cholera epidemic in 
the island of Padang, in the Straits of Malacca, not 
far from Singapore, which _is in constant commu- 
nication with Padang, has been confirmed, and the 
International Sanitary Commissions, both in Con- 


stantinople and Egypt, have ordered all vessels 
coming from the Dutch Indies and Singapore to 
undergo 24 hours’ watching, or to pass througn 
the canal in quarantine, while vessels on which 
there has been a case of cholera are to re- 
main seven days in quarantine. The same pre- 
cautions have been taken in regard to all 
vessels from the ports of the Ottoman 
Empire, as the time for the pilgrimages from 
India to the Holy Places of Islam is approaching, 
and there has, as already reported, been a gooa 
deal of cholera at Calcutta. In view of the dan- 
gers arising from this the Sanitary Council of Con- 
stantinople has decided, unless the condition 
of things improve very much, to establish a pro- 
longed quarantine for vessels coming from the 
Indian Ocean at the entrance to the Red Sea, but 
only vessels conveying pilgrims will be compelled 
to undergo it, unless there is a case of cholera on 
board any of the regular passenger ships. The Isiand 
of Camaran.has been selected as the place of quar- 
antine, a visit of the Sanitary Commission some 
years ago having established the fact of its 
being very well adapted to the purpose. We have 
already referred to the outbreak of plague at 
Ouzoundéré, in Persia, to the south of Lake Our- 
miah, and not far from the Armenian frontier of 
Turkey. Dr. Arnaud, the representative of the 
Sanitary Commission at Teheran, has been to 
Ouzoundéré, and he reports that the malady is the 
bubonic plague, and that out of 524 inhabitants 259 
were attacked and 155 died. Death ensues after 
an illness varying from 24 hours toa week. The 
population has done its best to localize the dis- 
ease by removing into tents some four miles away, 
and holding aloof from all their neighbors. The 
disease has not spread any further, and the village 
has been razed to the ground.

THE RETURN OF THE MONTREAL CHILD. 
From the Montreal Gazette, July 19. : 

During the whole of yesterday considerable 
interest was manifested in all quarters of the city in 
the daring and dastardly abduction of the little 
son of Mr. Melvin Smith. After all theories, prob- 


able and improbable, which human ingenuity could 
invent had been exhausted, a thrill of joy- 
ous relief was exverienced when the an- 
nouncement was made that the child was 
found. It appeared that just as it was getting 
dusk the door-bell of the residence of Mr. Shaw, 
auctioneer, corner of Burnside and Peel streets, 
was rung, and on the door being opened a child, 
which proved to be little Arthur Smith, 
was found standing on the door-step, with 
& tag, consisting of half a post card, tied 
around his wrist, as follows: ‘*Please forward to 
Mr. Smith, 283 Mountain-street. On the door-step, 
by the child's side, were the drawers and nightgown 
worn by him when abducted, and instead of them 
he was clothed with a brown flannel dress, 
a flannel petticoat, drawers, and brown stockings, 
showing that there must have been a woman, 
probably with children of her own, implicated in 
the plot. Mr. Smith states that the writing on the 
post card was the same as that in the letters received 
in the diamond robbery negotiations.

THE FOLLY OF PERSECUTION. 
From the London News. 

Consul Stanley, at Odessa, gives a gloomy 
picture of the state of affairs in Southern Russia 
during the present year, and points out how the 
troubles of the people have been aggravated by 
the persecution of their Jewish fellow-citizens. 
The year, ha observes, commenced most inaus- 
piciously, The failure of the crops in 1880 had 


driven up rye, the staple article of food of the 
people, to famine yeeees. Then came the assas- 
sination of the Emperor Alexander If. For 
the whole month the entire country was 
appalled, and was only just recovering from 
the shock and under the influence of 
warm Summer weather gaining some courage, 
when the anti-Jewish riots broke out. This put a 
complete stop to business, and the passenger traf- 
fic of the Russian Steam Navigation Com any be- 
tween Odessa, Nicolaieff, Kherson, and the Dnel- 
er, apd also of the South Russian Railways, fell 
ower than it had been in any previous year. The 
Kachovka May fair was a co te failure, as haif 
of the Jews, whe do nearly all the trading, ab- 
stained from appearing, and half the remainder 
hurried back their goods before the fair opened.

A DESCRIPTION OF THE FEAST OF SANPAGe 
LINOIN NAPLES. 


The ‘Naples.correspondent of the , London 
News, writing abont.the Feast of San Paolino, 
says: 

“Itis9 o'clock inthemorning. The Piazza-del 
Municipio is crowded with people—not a black 
crowd only relieved by pink faces as in En a— 
bat a crowd in which the predominant colors are 
white, red, and blue. By efforts of our mendi-

‘on the roof of a three-story house, under the toc 
slight shade of an impro awning of sheets. 
We are in company of well-to-do country folk and 
thelr wives, the latter decked in bright-col 
silk dresses, long gold chains, and earrings se 
with immense toh ten also. poor women ini 
“white or. prin jackets—or bed-gowns, as we! 
shouldeall them—and colored skirts, and many 
little obildren and girls, who perch on the parapes 
of the root.

A little within this 
second portion of the-streéet, and exactly opposite 
us, stands one of the gigii, nearly filling up the way, 
and close to the Mun Palace stands a secon 
at the left-hand corner of the square. 

“We soon hear the sound of music in the street 
on our left. We look over the parapet, and there/ 
.advancing up the street to the sound of a gay Nea# 
politan melody, comes quivering and swaying, tow- 
ering high above the housetops, the giglio of the 
‘vintners, its mirror decorations glittering in the 
sun, and the gayly dressed Virgin at the top bow-' 
ing tothe motion. The six or eight musicians ara 
in their seats on the lower seaffolding, and boys 
and mento the numberof 10 or 12 are perched 
on different, parts of the machine, while inside 
‘the flower decoration of the back we can 
discern a man high up among the lighter 
scaffolding. The whole affair now rests, by mean 
of inserted bars of wood, on the shoulders of from 
85 to 40 men, who average about 10 to each side o 
the square base, which is about 12 feet in diameter.

recommence playing, each a different popular 
melody; the vintners enter the square, and the 
three tall pyramids not only hop but waltg 
round and round on their bases. The tunes ara 
changed to the tarantella, the waltzing of tha 
gigli becomes more and more frantic, the strength 
of the bearers is. exerted to the utmost, the 
machines? circle dangerously near to each other; 
the shoulders of the corner bearers come in 
contact as they turn, and only the efforts of tha 
pushing and supporting outsiders prevent an 
actual shock between the several scaffoldings 
which would inevitably crush some of the bearers., 
The — in the square rush hither and thither ag 
the huge giants advance and turn;the men an 
boys in front dance more frantically: collision o 
the gizli with each other or against the wall of tha 
cathedral—which I once saw shaved by the shoul¥ 
ders of the bearers nearest it—appears more and 
more inevitable asthe dance grows wilder; the 
Police are obliged to interfere, for both bearers 
and leaders are violently excited, and, with great 
effort, at last bring the machines to a‘stand-still. 

“ And now approach and enter the square, one 
after the other, the giglio of the bakers,of the 
smiths, of the padolani, (fruit and vegetable vend< 
ors,) of the butehers, of the s)oe-makers, and final- 
ly an elegant bark, its stout mast surmounted by @ 
Turkish flag. At the prow is a Grand Vizier, or 
some such personage; at its stern the bust of San 
Paolino, and a crewof Turks and band of musi- 
cians complete its equipment. The Grand Vizier. 
throws sugar comfits among the crowd. With va- 
rious manceuvres, in which some of the pyramids 
have to retire into the streets and advance again) 
when room is made, all are got ‘into the 
square, and as many as have room to dance 
continue the revel. All nine bands play at once, 
till by degrees the waltzing pyramids—which 
remind one at once of some barbaric Indian or 
Chinese festival, of some feast of Juggernant, and 
of church steeples and minarets gone mad—are all 
steady and arranged four on one side, fouron the 
other side, of the square, and the bark in the 
midd'e in front of the Municipal Paiace. The 
bearers disperse for much-needed refreshment,' 
and there is a short pause. The several Virgins, 
St. Michael the Archangel, St. Felix, St. Paulious,' 
and other saints at the summits of the pyramids 
cease to nod their heads tothe beat of the music.’ 
Very soon the bearers return, pushing through 
the crowd with their thiek staves on theis 
shoulders, and now a new kind of revel 
commences. In front of each stationary 
gigiio is formed a group of bearers. One 
in the centre carries a thing like a Roman 
lictor’s staff, bound with crossed ribbons and sur« 
mounted by a bunch of flowers. The nine band 
strike up a furious tarantella, the nine groups be- 
gin to dance gracefully, gayly. intoxicatingly, their 
leaps astounding, their attitudes almost always 
harmonious. With arms interlaced they whirl 
round the centre man, till at last he is mounted on! 
the shoulders of another, and a second couple faceg 
him, waving a flag, while the dance grows more 
and more rapid and mad. The hullabaloois index 
scribable; the air trembles with the clashing 
sounds of the nine bands and the shouts of the ap< 
plauding crowd, and thts bacehanal is at its heigh 
when, to the sound of the church bells, the hea 
of the religious procession enters the corner of the 
square. 

“ The tarantella stops all at once as the thin line 
of white and purple clothed acolytes and priests 
advances through the crowd, followed by the 
Bishop of Nolain nis robes of state, who blesses 
each giglio as he passes. The procession is closed 
by the silver statue of San Paolino, borne on the 
shoulders of four men, and followed by a baldachin, 
into which falls the greater partof the confetti 
thrown to the saint by the crowd. The nine bands 
strike up the ‘Royal March,’ each out cf time, 
and continue playing it till the last of the pro« 
cession has wound through and left the square. 
Then the gigli prepare to follow. As each 
moves off a long chain of immense crack- 
ers is laid on the ground before it, at signt 
of which the crowd flies to one side, for the explo- 
sions are so violent that the mud {is cast into the 
air as if a shell had burst, and bits of burning paper 
strike the faces of people in the first floor balco- 
nies. As one gigiio departs! the next one often 
gets into the very middle of the crackers, and the 
poor musicians have to protect their faces and 
ears with their hands. It was no slight task to get 
each pyramid safely under way and into the 
street in regular sequence to join the procession 
of priests, their bands piaying, their leaders 
dancing backward among the thick smoke, 
their bearers urged forward by an_ irre: 
sistible impulse, the crowd in the narrow 
street flying and shrieking, and those behind fol- 
lowing pell-mell, to continue the dance and reyel 
through the town until the gigli finally reach the 
several stations, where fire-works and illumina- 
tions take place in the evening. The whole town 
now banquets, after which the Neapolitans again 
mount their decorated cars and carts and drive 
away at full speed; the station and extra traing 
are taken by storm, while numbers remain oa 
and only next day does Nola return to its u 
every-day life, till the followingjJuné reawakeng 
the mad yet graceful revelry, which seems a 
thing but Christian, and must, I believe, deauke 
many features of ancient heathen rites.”

An emptier, more non- 
pensical, or more evasive set of declarations 
&han those emanating from the Georgia 
Democrats it would be difficult to find 
in the whole literature of party plat- 
forms, and that is saying a good 
deal.

* The motion for a new trial in the case of 
Gen. Curtis, lately an employe of the 
United States Government, and convicted of 
violating the statutes by receiving money for 
political purposes from other employes, has 
been denied.

LT LILLY OE INET AE 

The editor of the Century was led into a 
thorough examination of the merits of the 
controversy over the Cypriote antiquities in 
the Metropolitan Museum by the discovery 
that photographs of objects in that collection 
which had been taken under his instructions 
were archeologically worthless. Starting 
with the proofs presented to him of the du- 
plicity of the alleged discoverer of these 
objects, he was, after a patient and ju- 
dicial hearing of all parties to the contro- 
versy, forced to the conclusion that ‘‘Gen.”’ 
D1 CEsnoxa is in his triple capacity ot dis- 
cover, archeologist, and Director, not to 
mention his other functions of Secretary and 
Trustee, a rank impostor. The grounds for 
this opinion are set forth with great ability 
and thoroughness, and without the slightest 
suspicion of prejudice, in the midsummer 
number of the Century. The conclusion is not 
new to the readers of Tue Times, though 
many of the reasons by which it is sustained 
are published for the first time. A general 
summary of the article, which ought to be 
read in full, is published in another column. 
Apart altogether from the artistic or arche- 
ological merits of what can only by cour- 
tesy be called a discussion, since on one side 
there has never been anything urged be- 
yond the baldest assertion, there are some 
practical considerations to which the Cen- 
tury. article once more invites public 
attention. 1. An institution which has 
been sustained by a steady stream of private 
beneficence is directed by a man who is not 
only ridiculously incompetent, but has borne 
such testimony about his official acts as 
would expose him to a prosecution for per- 
juryin acourt of law. 2. The money of the 
tax-paying community of this City has been 
diverted to the support of an institution whose 
Trustees have made common cause with an 
incompetent and dishonest Director, and 
have thereby aided in cheating the public 
out of a fair return for their money. 3. All 
efforts to have an impartial investigation of 
the management of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art have been frustrated by the influence 
of the Director and a few Trustees, and will 
never be successful till the general body of 
members of that institution take the initia- 
tive by making an examination for them- 
selves. 
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STEPHENS OF GEORGIA. 

The nomination of ALEXANDER H. StTks- 
PHENS as the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Georgia is calculated still further 
to complicate the somewhat mixed politics 
of that State. Mr. SrepHens occupies a 
peculiar position among Southern Demo- 
crats. He was a conspicuous figure in the 
politics of the old times, before the war, 
which seem now to pertain to a past his- 
toric era, but he is one of those men 
who decline to belong to the past. Seventy 
years of age, and physically so attenuated 
and debilitated that it isa wonder how the 
spark of life is kept glowing in his almost 
helpless frame, he has an invincible mental 
activity which refuses to subside into retire- 
ment. In the old days he was a Whig, and 
the traditions of that party now and again 
assert themselves in his later political atti- 
tude. For nearly twenty years before the 
war he was a member of Congress, 
and, dissatisfied with the condition of 
parties and the course. of events, 
he retired from public life so long ago as 
1859. But it was impossible for a man of 
his restless temper to remain in retirement 
during the stirring events which followed. 
His peculiar kind of independence was con- 
spicuously exhibited in those times. He op- 
posed secession until it was an accomplished 
fact in his State, and then he becamea mem- 
ber of the Confederate Congress and Vice- 
President of the Government whose corner- 
stone he declared to be human slavery. 
After the war Mr. STEPHENS was one of the 
few prominent ex-Confederates who came 
at once to the front in the new state of 
things, During the first abortive effort at 
reconstruction he was elected to the United 
States Senate, but was not permitted to take 
a seat in that body. No sooner did the 
Democrats regain power in his State than 
he was chosen to the House of Representa- 
tives, where he has been a peculiar if not a 
striking figure for nearly ten years. 

Every now and then Mr. StepHeEens has 
exhibited an independent spirit and has 
been rated as a progressive Southerner. He 
has often displeased his partisan supporters, 
but has had such a singular hold upon the 
people of his State that it was impossible to 
displace him. His present nomination is 
one of the most peculiar incidents of his 
remarkable political career. He has been 
made a candidate by a party which really 
did not wish to give him the nom- 
ination, but dared not do otherwise. It is 
well known that much dissatisfaction has 
long prevailed in the ranks of the Georgia 
Bourbons. They have been disturbed by 
Independent movements which have grown 
more and more threatening. Sometime ago 
it was given out that Mr. STePHEens would 
not refuse to be the candidate of the Inde- 
pendents themselves if they should sce 
fit to nominate him, and there were 
intimations that in such a case he 
would receive the support of the Re- 
publicans of Georgia. This announce- 
ment so disconcerted the Bourbons that they 
immediately took measures to secure its 
denial. Mr. Srepaens was then induced to 
declare that he would accept none but a 
regular Democratic nomination. This re- 
sponse, implying that such a nomination 
might be offered him, was hardly less dis- 
quieting than the original announcement. 
It speedily began to look as though the 
‘* great commoner,”’ as his friends used to call 
him, was destined to be a candidate 
for Governor on some ticket, and nobody in 


Georgia ventured to doubt that he would be 
elected if nominated, no matter whose can- 
didate he might be. Then began the con- 
test in the regular Democratic organization 
to make him the nominee of the convention 
asameasure of safety. The more rigid 
Bourbons put forward Mr. Bacon for the 
nomination, but those who regarded Mr. 
STEPHENS’S name asa tower of strength 
and feared that he might be the candidate 
of the opposition if the Democrats failed to 
accept him, secured a majority of the dele- 
gates. 


The method of his nomination was char- 
acteristic of the peculiar fortune that seems 
to attend him. The antagonism between 
his supporters and those of Bacon had 
been strong, almost violent, but when the 
Stephens delegates succeeded on the first 
day of the convention in abrogating the 
two-thirds rule the opposition succumbed, 
Bacon was withdrawn, and the nomi- 
nation was nearly unanimous. There 
,are many Bourbons who are dissatisfied 
with the action of the convention, but it is 
difficult to see what they can do. They 
form the opposite extreme to the Independ- 
ents, and can hardly think of uniting with 
them. The Independents and Republicans 
profess to regard the nomination of STE- 
PHENS as favorable to their prospects, but it 
is difficult to conceive by what reasoning 
they arrive at that conclusion. At this dis- 
tance it looks as though there were little 
likelihood of his defeat by any prac- 
ticable combination. While his candidacy 
is by no means an evidence of the regenera- 
tion or material improvement of the regular 
party, it does show that it has been forced a 
step in advance. It has been driven by con- 
siderations of expediency to nominate a man 
who, but for its indorsement, would have 
been acceptable to both Independents 
and Republicans. If the latter were 
to imagine that his nomination is 
going materially to change the spirit or 
policy of the Bourbons as a party, they 
would doubtless be doomed to disappoint- 
ment. They have every reason to organize 
their strength and maintain the contest for 
liberal and progressive principles, but their 
strength in the present canvass will probably 
be less and their contest will probably be 
prolonged in consequence of this nomination. 

THE OHIO DEMOCRATS. 

The result of the preliminary skirmish 
along the Democratic lines in Ohio is a de- 
feat of TauRMAN and Jonn G. THomPson. 
It may fairly be said that Taompson repre- 
sents the machine and ex-Senator THuRMAN. 
Whatever of freshness and young blood 
there is in the Ohio Democracy finds its 
present exponent in Senator PENDLETON— 
‘*Gentleman George.’’ It is very true that 
the Young Democracy, as it was constituted 
during the Bookwalter campaign, does 
not salute’ PENDLETON as its  banner- 
bearer. Nevertheless, THOMPSON is rec- 
ognized as the most open foe of the Dem- 
ocrats who stood by BooKkWALTER in 
one of the most remarkable campaigns 
ever witnessed in Ohio. There isno doubt that 
THompPson worked against BooK WALTER, the 
regular nominee of the party, as soon as he 
(THompson) discovered that BookKWALTER 
would not be secretly assessed in the interest 
of the machine which Tompson claimed 
to run exclusively, and for purposes which 
he refused to reveal. BOOKWALTER’S friends 
were incensed by ‘THomPpson’s half-con- 
cealed treachery, and they openly declared 
that one of the victims marked for their fu- 
ture vengeance was Joun G. THOMPSON. 
His head has tumbled in the saw-dust of the 
ring opened yesterday in Columbus. 

Everybody knows that there is an old and 
irrepressible conflict betwixt PENDLETON and 
THurMAN. ‘The rivalry is due simply to the 
fact that both of these men desire to be 
leaders. Both cannot lead. Neither will 
‘play second fiddle’’ to the other in any 
amicable readjustment of the Ohio Demo- 
cratic programme. Yesterday the Colum- 
bus Convention organized by choosing PEN- 
DLETON Chairman. The great contest was 
over the selection of members of the State 
Central Committee. THompson was de- 
feated for membership from his own district. 
PENDLETON’S election as Chairman of the 
convention is said to have been so unex- 
pected that he was found (for once) without 
an appropriate speech. .That must indeed 
be a surprise to Mr. PENDLETON which over- 
takes him without a neat and appropriate 
speech. The defeat of Tompson and the 
election of PENDLETON may fairly be taken 
asa defeat of the machine, of THurMAN, 
and of the mechanical ideas represented by 
Joun G. Tompson. There is not much 
conscience in the Ohio Democracy. What 
there is, however, is better represented by 
PENDLETON than by any of those who have 
openly opposed him. 

The overthrow of THURMAN would not, 
under any circumstances, be so great a gain 
for pure politics and honest partisan policy 
asthe defeat of that insidious and con- 
scienceless schemer, Joun G. THOMPSON. 
Republicans, regarding the internecine con- 
test in Ohio with impartial eyes, may . be 
glad, in the interest of public decency, that 
Tnompson’s day is over. The Demo- 
cratic organization in Ohio has been 
made his stock in trade. When THomas 
EwinG,an honest,although unpractical, man, 
was nominated for Governor, he insisted that 
Tompson should leave the State Execu- 
tive Committee. TaHurman’s influence 
kept Tuompson in the State Central Com- 
mittee, and the result was an underhanded 
fight against Ew1ne, as Tnompson worked 
against him, trading Gubernatorial votes for 
supnort of the Legislative ticket. The 
game was to defeat Ewine for Governor 
and save the Legislature for the re-elec- 
tion of THuurMAN to the United States 
Senate. Mr. THurMAN’s weakness is ex- 
pediency. He is the Mr. Facing-both- 
ways of Bunyan’s immortal allegory. 
Through the war ‘‘the Ohio idea’ 
was hard money. Nothing could be more 
virulent than the denunciations hurled by 
VALLANDIGHAM and his tribe against paper 
money. THURMAN stood out against Ewina, 
Cary, PENDLETON, and other soft money 
advocates, until he thought it best to seek 
safety in flight, when he incontinently turned 
his back upon his past record and declared, 
after a brief spell of silence, that he had 
always been a soft-money man. This is the 
shifty politician whom Tompson and his 
friends have lately been parading as the only 
man who could save the Ohio Democracy. 

As for the platform adopted at Columbus, 
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it does not call for any serious comment. 
The real policy of the party will be devel- 
oped later in the canvass. The convention, 
of course, ‘‘ reaffirm the great principles 
which are the foundation of free govern- 
ment”? with as much enthusiasm as though 
there were any dispute over the said princi- 
ples, as there is not. It is cheap and easy 
virtue for the party out of power to speak 
unctuously of the desirability of a reformed 
civil service, and to reprobate the assess- 
ment of Government employes for political 
purposes. The last Democratic Adminis- 
tration which this Republicsaw out-Heroded 
Herod in its abuse of the civil ser- 
vice and its severity of levying taxes upon 
the officers of the Government. With such 
a variety of opinion on the tariff as may be 
found in the Ohio Democracy, a plank for 
this branch of public policy was not an easy 
thing to hew. Accordingly, the convention 
skimmed very lightly over the subject, de- 
claring for ‘‘a tariff levied to meet actual 
needs.’’ This elastic phrase equals in its 
ingenuity the juggle by which Mr. Gres- 
LEY’s convention, in 1872, relegated the whole 
question of tariff to the Congressional dis- 
tricts, asa matter with which the Presidential 
nominee had no concern whatever. The 
rest of the platform is fustian. A bid for 
the votes of Mr. ‘‘ Richelieu’? Roprnson’s 
friends is made in a resolution demanding 
searching inquiry into the alleged outrages 
committed upon American citizens 1n for- 
eign countries; and the Sunday law and 
Anti-liquor law are vaguely alluded to as 
‘*sumptuary”’ provisions to which the Ohio 
Democracy are opposed. Taken altogether, 
the platform is weakness itself. The candi- 
dates are respectable, and the contest betwixt 
the Democratic ‘‘ bosses’’ in Ohio is sedu- 
lously prolonged. The ghost of Bookwat- 
TER, avenged in the defeat of Joun G. 
THOMPSON, disappears forever. 





OFFICE-HOLDERS AND THE PARTY. 


If the circular alleged to have been sent 
by the Secretary of the Navy to the officers 
and employes of the Government under his 
direction be correctly described, the infer- 
ence that has been drawn as to its motive is 
not only a fair one, but is inevitable. It is 
not presumable that the Secretary of the 
Navy, and each head of an executive de- 
partment, does not know, or cannot learn 
without recourse to such a circular, the 
facts which are called for. Certainly, the 
position held, the position originally 
given, the date of the appointment, and 
the place from which appointed, ought 
to be matter of record, and are so 
in most of the departments. The 
age of the appointee is hardly a matter of 
urgent moment requiring a special inquiry, 
and, if it were, this also ought to be, and 
usually is, on record. The essential point 
of the circular, as described, is unquestion- 
ably the request to state by whose influence 
the appointment was obtained. As to this, 
also, there is no doubt sufficient information 
accessible to the heads of the departments, 
in lists formally kept, and probably a good 
deal more which is carefully reserved from 
the records, and often is locked in the breast 
of the Secretary or in that of some one of 
his chief adjutants. The circular, there- 
fore, asa means of ascertaining the facts it 
appears to seek is a wholly unnecessary for- 
mality, and its real motive may fairly be in- 
ferred to be a desire to refresh the memory 
of the appointee as to the tenure by which 
he holds his position. 


The circular, like the records to which we 
have referred, so far as it is a recognition by 
the head of a department that appoint- 
ments in the service of the United States are 
made through the influence of individuals, 
and, as is notorious, of individuals who do 
not command that influence by virtue of su- 
perior knowledge, judgment, and impar- 
tiality, but through their party standing, is 
scandalous. The fact so recognized is un- 
deniable, but it is so wrong, so contrary to 
the principles of a sound civil service 
under a representative government, so gross 
a violation of the equality of rights of all 
citizens, that in decency it should be offi- 
cially ignored until it can be abolished. The 
civil service is maintained at the expense of 
the whole people. The minority as well as 
the majority are taxed to support it, and at 
present it is even impossible to say which is 
the minority as between the two great par- 
ties. Except in those positions where dis- 
cretion is conferred for the application of 
the policy and principles of the party in 
power, the service is made up of men em- 
ployed to do certain indispensable adminis- 
trative work, no more political in its nature 
and no more advanced or retarded by the 
political convictions of those who perform 
the work than is the book-keeping of a bank 
or the freight-handling of a railway com- 
pany. The people who pay these men are 
entitled to have those employed who can 
best render the service, without any refer- 
ence whatever to their party preferences. 
To give weight in the selection of them to 
any other consideration is a direct betrayal 
of a definite and binding trust. To ignore 
this consideration, giving weight solely or 
principally, or even as acondition precedent, 


to the ‘‘influence” of politicians of one 
party is alike betrayal, and it is not the less 
so because the practice is sanctioned by the 
custom of all parties for many years. 

But the actual habit of the party in power 
goes further, than this. Appointments are 
not only made by influence, but the ap- 
pointees are expected, and, with more or 
less indirection, required to devote a portion 
of their pay to the party funds. This pre- 
sents a very simple case. Either the ap- 
pointees are overpaid, since they are will- 
ing to work for their nominal salaries, 
minus the contributions exacted for party 
purposes, in which case the Government 
wastes the amount so diverted; or else the 
appointees, nominally fairly paid, are really 
underpaid, in which case they are wronged 
in the first instance, and the Goverment 
afterward, since, on the average, no 
large body of employes do any more than 
they «dre reasonably well paid for. In either 
case, there is an unquestionable and peculiar 
wrong to the party not in power, whose con- 
tribution to the revenues of the Government 
are taken by the party in power to aid in 
preventing its opponents to carry the elec- 
tions. A more flagrant and imexcusable 
abuse of the trust which a party takes when 
it takes office cannot be imagined, and the 
party now in possession will learn the offen- 
sive nature of their conduct—if they do not 


reform it—in a manner that they cannot fail 
to understand. 

The circular of the Secretary of the Navy 
and those of other departments alleged to 
have been issued are a singularly barefaced 
and impudent attempt to carry out this 
abuse. The better part of the public from 
one end of the country to the other have 
been shocked and disgusted at the recent 
course of the Republican Congressional Com- 
mittee, and their indignation has found 
expression through almost every organ 
of intelligent opinion. The insatiable 
greed of the committee in addressing 
its menacing circulars to every class of per- 
sons rendering service to the Government, 
to the half-grown pages of the House and 
Senate, to the day laborers employed on the 
works at Hell Gate, to the men and women 
engaged in what is really missionary labor 
in the Indian School at Carlisle, is more 
conspicuous and more contemptible, but 
not more unjustifiable, than the ordi- 
nary practice. The circular from the 
head of the Navy Department practically 
suggests to every employe who receives it, 
that the influence by which he received his 
appointment may control his retention in 
office, and the employes know only too well 
that that influence is conditioned on the 
prompt and generous compliance with such 
demands as that of the Congressional com- 
mittee. The connection thus established 
between the responsible head of a great 
executive department and the action of the 
Congressional committee is one of which, 
as we have already suggested, the President 
may very properly take notice. 





FIRE INSURANCE CONTRACTS. 


In the report which the Insurance Com- 
missioner of the State of Massachusetts has re- 
cently issued he calls attention to the necessity 
of providing some better means for the pro- 
tection of insurance contracts. The class of 
contracts specially referred to by him are 
those made between fire insurance com- 
panies and the holders of the policies. By 
these agreements it is provided that, in case 
of loss, the insuring company will indemnify 
the holder of its policy to the extent of the 
amount of insurance he has taken out. The 
guarantee given by the company is found in 
its assets. Its officers advertise that they 
have such and such a capital, and 
in addition a surplus so and_ 50 
large. The policy that it issues is 
substantially a note which isto become due 
under certain conditions. If the assets of 
an insurance company are all that its officers 
represent them to be, the policy-holder may 
feel tolerably safe in the belief that should 
circumstances convert his policy into a note 
payable in 60 days it will be fully met 
when it matures. To enable him to 
arrive at a decision the authorities in 
the various States of the Union compel the 
insurance companies to make sworn state- 
ments, as often as once a year, of the char- 
acter of their business, the amount they 
have at risk, the extent and nature of their 
assets, and the sum that would be required 
to reinsure in some other company all of 
their outstanding policies. Upon the state- 
ments so made, after having satisfied him- 
self as to their correctness, the Insurance 
Commissioner of each State puts his seal of 
approval, and the various companies make 
the statements thus approved of a basis 
upon which to do their business. In other 
words, they put forth their financial exhibits 
as having received the indorsement of the 
highest authority. 

But now ,the* Massachusetts Insurance 
Commissioner asserts that these statements, 
so far from warranting the financial sound- 
ness of a company, are not to be relied upon, 
that is to say, a company may appear on 
paper under these State rules to be solvent 
and comparatively strong, while in reality 
its capital is impaired or it is absolutely in- 
solvent. If this is true, and Commis- 
sioner CLARKE seems to make out his 
case, then State supervision, with all of its 
expensive and annoying requirements, 
breaks down where it should be strongest. 
The public does not wish to be informed 
that companies whose financial strength no 
one would think of questioning are solvent 
companies, but it does desire to know which 
those companies are that are sound only in 
appearance, and to this more important in- 
quiry the Insurance Departments of the va- 
rious States make an exceedingly uncertain 
reply. 

In Commissioner CLARKE’s opinion the 
fault is due to the defective statutory laws 
regulating the reinsurance reserves of the 
companies. The common _ requirement 
throughout this country is that, in making 
up their statement, the companies may 
credit to themselves 50 per cent. 
of the premiums they have received on out- 
standing risks, while the remaining 50 per 
cent. must be regarded as the amount needed 
to reinsure these risks in other companies, 
should the company originally insuring 
them be forced to withdraw from business. 
Now, no intelligent underwriter will pretend 
that an arbitrary rule of this kind can be 
successfully maintained. In the first place, 
it assumes that a company has been in busi- 
ness sufficiently long to have risks terminat- 
ing in about the same ratio that new risks 
are being assumed, and, secondly, it implies 
the belief that the original company has 
received rates of premium which will be 
in every respect satisfactory to the reinsur- 
ing company. In practice frequent excep- 
tions are found to these two postulates upon 
which the State officials base their conclu- 
sions concerning the financial soundness of 
the insurance companies. 

An English insurance corporation estab- 
lishes a branch office in this country, and as 
a first step in the work of obtaining business 
reinsures the oustanding risks of some 
American company. For this it is paid 
what is presumably the exact equivalent of 
the liability it has assumed. But no sooner 
has the transfer been made than the reinsur- 
ing company credits one-half of the money 
it has received under the State laws to its 
profit account. Thus if it receives $400,000 
it apportions $200,000 to its reinsurance 
reserve and , $200,000 to its surplus ac- 
count, when in reality the entire sum 
would be required for reinsurance. In 
this way the public is imposed upon and a 
fictitious strength given to weak companies. 
A similar method has been resorted to by 
struggling companies in anticipation of the 
time when their annual statements have to 
be made up. A company is found about to 
retire from business. its risks are reinsured. 


and, as half of the money received is offi- 
cially looked upon as profit, it allows the 
reimsuring company to make a fine exhibit 
on its balance-sheet. But Mr. CLARKE 
chiefly objects to the assumption of the stat- 
utes that the insuring company obtained at 
the outset a rate of premium fully adequate 
to the risk assumed. Two companies un- 
derwrite a certain piece of property 
to the amount, say, of $1,000 each. One 
receives for this $100, the other $50. Now, 
if the first credits $50 to its reinsurance 
reserve, it is manifestly absurd to say that 
the $25 which the other credits to this fund 
is a sufficient guarantee. But by this method 
a company that systematically insured risks 
at inadequate rates of premium, provided it 
continued to expand its business, could go 
on in an apparently flourishing condi- 
tion until some sudden strain on its 
resources revealed the fact that it 
was, and had for a long time been, hope- 
lessly insolvent. A reinsurance fund of 
$200,000 or $300,000, looked upon as 
sufficient under State laws, would be of 
only partial service if it required three or 
four times that amount to reinsure the un- 
expired risks of the company. Mr. CLARKE’s 
argument is that the official supervision 
now exercised does not work satisfactorily, 
for under it approval may be given of the 
financial strength of a virtually bankrupt 
company. 





ARABI Pasha seems bent upon justifying 
the quaint Oriental pun which makes his very 
name a synonym for wanton’ destructiveness. 
“Arabi Harabi,” (the Arab is destruction,) says a 
terse Eastern proverb, amply borne out by the 
fires which have consumed the finest parts of Alex- 
andria, and are now breaking out afresh in Cairo. 
But the Egyptian Dictator is proving himself capa- 
ble of kindling metaphorical, as well as actual, 
fires, which bid fair to be by far the more destruc- 
tive of the two. Should his rumored intrigues 
with the fierce desert tribes of Tunis and Tripoli be 
successful, his mushroom revolt may develop into 
a very formidable and wide-spread war. The 
Tunisian Arabs, indeed, have still the bayonets of 
France at their throats; but the ferocious Tuaregs 
of Tripoli are free to act whenever they please. 
Warlike as the Afghans, hardy and untiring as the 
Circassians, fanatical as the Moslems of Morocco, 
enabled by their position to invade at will either 
Egypt or Tunis, these gaunt, black-eyed ‘*‘ostrich- 
hunters of the desert’ are no contemptible foes; 
and Arasr's scheme of using them to kindlea 
blaze of guerrilla warfare in the rear of his assail- 
ants shows that with all his vandalism he is not 
wholly destitute of military talent.

The State of Yucatan, occupying two-thirds 
of the peninsula with which Mexico extends around 
into the Gulf, hasin the northern parta thin and 
poor soil. Streams are not found on the surface, 
but large subterranean ones are known to exist. 
Caves, generally small, called ‘“cenotes,”? which 
contain water, are very common; the water they 
contain rises ane falls with the tides, and is 
strongly affected with lime salts, so that, as the 
cenote is a!most the sole reliance of the people for 
use, goitre is not uncommon. Northern Yucatan 
is forestless, and the barren ground is covered with 
a nearly impassable undergrowth of thorny plants, 
but on this miserable soilthe “henequin” plant 
lives and thrives. But neara low range of hills, 
averaging only 300 feet high, are large tracts of fer- 
tile land suited to sugar and coffee, and south of 
this range is a large area of exceeding rich soil 
covered with forests of mahogany and other fine 
woods. Yucatanis well provided with animals, 
the rare tapir being among them. It is also 
rich ornithologically, and among its birds has a mag- 
nificent wild turkey in great numbers. Fish are 
excellent in quality and quantity, and a small but 
delicious oyster is found on the west coast; min- 
eral products are supposed to be of no account. 
The Maya, directly descended from the original 
inhabitant, is the more numerous constituent in 
present population. The wet season lasts from May 
15 to Oct. 31; occasional northers blow during the 
next three months, and hot and dry weather pre- 
vails during the remaining three; 60° to 90° are the 
extremes cf temperature. Yucatan has felt the 
impnise of progress visible in Mexico; one broad 
gauge railroad is open from Merida to Progreso, 
and others are in construction. Philadelphia fur- 
nishes the cars and part of the engines; the other 
engines (English) have broken down; England sup- 
plies the rails. In commerce the State has been 
making great progress. The exports of henequin 
fibre, 55,000 bales in 1878, of less than 400 pounds 
each, were in 1880 85,134 bales to this country and 
11,917 to England and France; last year 116,000 
bales came to this country. which buys also hides, 
deer skins, and hammocks, paying therefor in cash, 
which is spent in Europe.

The late WILLIAM GEORGE WARD was the 
most distinguished disciple of Cardinal Newman, and 
in 1844 published ** The Ideal of a Christian Church,” 
in which he reasserted the principles put forth by 
Mr. NEwmawn in the celebrated “Tract XC.” The 
tractarian controversy was then at its height. Dr. 
BLooMFIELD, then Bishop of London, had delivered 
a special charge against the tract; Bishop Bagor, 
of Oxford, had silenced Mr. Newman for writing it; 
the University of Oxford was in a ferment, and the 
moment was ripe for an attack upon any one who 
supported Mr. Newman’s views. The blow fell 
upon Mr. Warp, and voters were brought up to 
Oxford from aj] parts of the kingdom to secure the 
condemnation of his book as containing passages 
“utterly ineonsistent with the Articles of Reli- 
gion of the Church of England” and with his sub- 
scription to them. On the first of these questions 
the vote was overwhelmingly in favor of the con- 
demnation of the book, though there was ‘a re- 
spectable vote in favor of no reflection upon the 
good faith of the author. When it was proposed 
that Mr. Warp should be deprived of the degrees 
to which he had been admitted by the university, 
the votes in favor of the resolution were 569 and 
those against it 511. Among those who voted 
against his personal censure were Mr. GLapsToNE, 
Dr. Hoox, and Dr. Pusey, andas Mr. Warp walked 
out of the theatre, stripped of his Oxford degrees, 
the cheers of the undergraduates showed that 
their hearts were with him. The teaching of 
“Tract XC.’ eame very near being condemned at 
the same time, two Proctors alone voting against 
the resolution to that end and preventing its pas- 
sage. Mr. Warn’s ability had been abundantly 
proved before this book came out by numerous 
philosophical and Romeward articles in the British 
Critic, then under Mr. Newman's direction, and 
his condemnation was one of the final straws that 
led to the secession of Newman to Rome in 1845, 
whither Mr. Warp shortly followed him. The late 
Joun Kresie; the present Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, Dr. Tart, and the present Bishop of Salis- 
bury, Dr. Moperty, were among these who cameto 
Mr. Waxp’s defense, but the feeling was toostrong 
against him for them to accomplish anything. Pre- 
vious to this time Dr. Tart, the late Dean Stantey, 
and the iate ArrHuR HuecH CLoves had been his 
pupils at Balliol College, and they continued to be 
his friends in the Roman communion to the very 
end, Dr. Tarr coming to Mr. Warp’s bedside at 
Hampstead as soon as he knew the other day of 
his serious iliness. Cardinal Wiseman at once 
recognized Mr. Warp, and soon gave him a posi- 
tion as the teacher of dogmatic theology at Old 
Hall to Roman Catholic students for orders, where 
the present Bishop of Salford, Dr. VaueHnan, was 
one of his pupils. He took great interest in the 
foundation of the London Oratory, in which Frep- 
ERICK Faser found a congenial home. In 1863, at 
the request of the present Cardinal, ManNrinea, he 
took charge of the Dublin Review, of which he was 
editor until 1878. In this periodical his metaphys- 
ical essays attracted special attention and made him 
widely known as a Roman Catholic philosopher, 
and from his contributions therein were chiefly 
made up the volumes by which his Roman work 
will be best remembered. They were entitled 
‘*Essays Devotional and Scripturai,” ‘‘ Essays on 
the Church's Doctrinal Authority,” “‘The Authority 
of Doctrinal Decisions,”’ and “Pope Honorius, 
Science, Prayer, and Other Papers.”” His great am- 
bition was to compiete a philosophical work, 
adapted to meet the errors of the present day, on 
“ The Existence of a Personal God,” but it is un- 
derstood to be left unfinished, Hoe was the antago- 
nist in logic and philosophy of the late Joun Stuart 


Mitt, whose respect and friendship he th 
enjoyed. He kept up his friendships with his old 
Anglican friends to the last, and was as genial and 
fresh in social life as he was strong in the resolu- 
tion of intellectual problems. He was the chief 
member of the London “ Metaphysical Society,” 
where he liked to meet men of\all sorts of beliefs, 
and never failed to win their respect. He was q 
neighbor of Mr. Tennyson at the Isle of Wight, 
and also an intimate friend. In philosophy he was 
an intultionist, but kept his keen intellects In re- 
ligious matters subjected tothe authority of the 
Roman Church. Latterly he appeared as a writer 
in the Contemporary Review, and had Dr. Batn and 
Mr. SHADWorTH Hopason as antagonists. Next to 
Cardinal Newman he was the ablest convert to the 
Church of Rome from the Anglican bedy during 
the past half of the century, and ranks with the 
late Mr. Mriz as one of the philosophical thinkerg 
of our time. Pik RT RES CE 

The perils of an Irish agent’s life do n& 
make it difficult to obtain the services of persons 
in such capacities; in fact, to many the peril ap- 
pears to have something of fascination about it, 
and Lord Cuanricarpe has been beset with appli- 
cants for the place of the murdered Mr. BLAKE. 
On such an estate the agent is, in fact, a more im. 
portant person than the landlord, who sel- 
dom comes into personal communication with 
the tenant, indeed. in some cases has never even 
seen him. For instance, Sir Wiut1am pe BaTus, 
an officer in the Guards, has an estate of some 
£2,000 a year in Meath, and when with his regi- 
ment in Dublin, having never seen his property, re- 
solved to pay ita visit. But the agent dissuaded 
him, possibly for reasons similar to those on which 
the famous Dr. Bussy omitted to doff his cap ta 
CHARLEs II., when he visited Westminster school 
—that the scholars would think there was a greater 
man than even the Doctor. On the great estates 
the profits of the agent, taking house and grounds 
and salary, with rates of labor, into account would 
enable him to live in as good style as a man with 
$10,000 to $15,000 a year here. But there ara 
not more than a dozen agencies of this kind. 
Probably the best are those of the Dukes 
of LernsteR, ABERCORN, and Drvonsurre, Lords 
DowNsHIRE, LANSDOWNE, WATERFORD, PEMBROKE, 
(best of all,) and Frrzwrixiiam, Sir Roger Parmer, 
and Mr. Surra-Barry. Mr. Vernon, Lord Prem: 
BROKE’s agent, is one of the three chief Commis- 
sioners under the Land act. He was allowed to 
retain the agency with the judicial appointment 
because Lord PEMBROKE’s estate is almost exclu- 
sively urban, being in or around Dublin. The late 
Mr. Trencu, who wrote ” Realities of Irish Life,” 
was agent for Lord Lanspowneg, Lord Barn, (who 
is an entire absentee and has no residence,) and 
Mr. E. P. Surrtey and his sons, one of whom is 
now Lord Lanspowne’s agent, acted as his depu- 
ties. Altogether they realized amte a handsome 
income. Mr. Trench undoubtedly accomplished 
some very difficult and dangerous work, but he 
was not what he might have been to the poor 
people under him—was pompous and consequen- 
tialin a high degree in demeanor and excessively 
arbitrary, and at times harsh, in his adminis- 
tration of power. Many country gentlemen of 
small estate eke out their incomes by taking agen- 
cies. The greater agents have a social standing 
among the **best people’ in the county. Some 
properties have no resident agent, but an attorney 
comes from town to collect the rents. In England 
only grandees have agents. The fact of their being 
so usual in Ireland arises partly from absenteeism 
and partly from the trouble of collecting payments 
on very small farms, for there are twenty tenants 
on an Irish estate where there would be one on an 
English. The agents are almost always Protestant, 
except where the owner is Roman Catholic. Most 
of them are connected by local ties with Ireland. 
Many are the sons of former agents, are barristers 
or attorneys. and a sprinkling are retired Army 
and Navy officers. ‘These latter are especially 
eager in the pursuit of such places. Not afew 
cases could be cited where the agent has got not 
only the experierice but, in the end, all the money 
too, by taking cunning advantage of a reekless 
principal, lending him money, and ultimately hay- 
ing him completely in his power.

An unfortu- 
nate mistake, of which 4{me. Patti was the victim, 
led to some lively talk and action. It appears that 
when the latter was driven up to the equerries’ en- 
trance—the usual entrance for singers—her driver 
was bidden to seek another door. The servant 
was unable to discover another entrance, and Mme. 
Patti was finally forced to enter the Palace through 
the kitchen door. Her indignation may, possibly, 
be imagined. It was only after abject apologies 
had been made to her that she consented to sing. 


An interesting reception was held the other 
night in the new offices of the London Daily Tele- 
graph. Nearly 900 persons were present at the 
reception. They staid so late that they were 
able to take away with them copies of the morn- 
ing papers. The large crowd in the offices in- 
cluded foreigners and Englishmen of distinction, 
military people, artists, and representatives of all 
professions. After supper the Prince of Wales and 
Mrs. Lawson, the Duke of Albany, and the Lady 
Mayoress, followed by a large party, went through 
all the mechanical departments. At anearly hour 
of the morning, when the Prince of Wales left, he 
was lustily cheered by a crowd which had gathered 
in Fleet-street.

The Catholic hierarchy possesses 1,289 
tities, among which number there are 65 Cardinals, 
10 Patriarchs of the Two Rites, 145 Latin Arch- 
bishops, 618 Bishops, 49 Eastern Archbishops and 
Bishops, 15 Prelates nudlius diocesis, 26 Apostolic 
Delegates or Legates, 102 Apostolic Vicars, 29 
Apostolic Prefects, 9 Provisional Vicars and Pre- 
fects.

CHICAGO GRAIN MARKETS 


AN UPWARD TURN AND A FAIR 
BUSINESS, 
THE LEADING MARKETS LESS ACTIVE BUT 


STRONGER—AN ADVANCE IN JULY CORN 
—THE JULY WHEAT DEAL. 

CxIcaGo, July 20.—It was remarked to-day 
that the recent advanee in foreign freight rates was 
the thing that knocked wheat prices, but that 
freights could scarcely keep up at a high point on 
this crop. The paying of sixpence will set numer- 
ous vessels on the way for New-York, and there is 
little corn to compete with the wheat that will be 
carried across the ocean. Itis believed that there 
will be a big demand for the latter, however, 
as soon as people on the other side know 
the quality of wheat we have for sale, 
Some samples have arrived there within a 
day or two, but when they were sent the senders 
did not know that they were for representatives of 
the new crops. Now, the wheat turns out to be 
even Detter than these early samples, and there is 
no fear that all will not be wanted that can be 
comfortably supplied from this side for several 
weeks yet. Quotations for prompt shipment are 
now nominally 3d. to 6d. per quarter against the 
operation; but this does not prove that buyers are 
unwilling to pay the balance. On the contrary, 
orders are plentiful enough to-day to prove that 
they will pay the difference. 

The leading produce markets were somewhat less 
active to-day, though a fair volume of business 
was transacted, and they were generally stronger. 
Reports of rainin Kansas and Missouri served to 
strengthen the grain markets, as they were already 


on the turn and wheat needed only a little stimu- 
lus to start it upward. There was a good export 
demand for wheat, and private cable dispatches 
reported a dull feeling on the other side of the At- 
lantic, but somehow or other most of them con- 
tained orders to buy and ocean freights were 
stronger. St. Louis and Toledo also were about 2 
cents higher on wheat, and the markets at other 
points were tending upward. Corn was stronger, 
with a demand and some inquiry to fill July shorts, 
Oats were’ stronger, with more doing, and some 
buying orders were annulled because the advance 
carried the market above the assigned limits. Bar- 
ley was lower and rye dull. Provisions were un- 
settled but higher, in sympathy with grain. There 
were reports of more cases o! yellow fever 
in New-Orleans, and few people now doubt 
that the disease is _ there, ut it is not 
revalent, and may be kept within narrow 
imits. Regular wheat was active and much 
stronger. The market for next month advanced 1 
cent, and closed 44 cent higher than on Wednesday 
afternoon. Our receipts were much larger than 
those of the previous day, and London reported a 
decline of 6d. to 1s. on cargoes. But it was re- 
ported that heavy rains in the South-west were re- 
tarding the thrashers, and there was a good for- 
eign demand for spot wheat. The same facts 
stiffened the markets all around us, St. Louis and 
Toledo advancing about 2 cents per bushel, and 
the bears here began to think it just possible 
they had carried the game _ too far. 
Hence the shorts were free buyers. The demand 
was not sharp enough to cause a big advance. 
The inquiry for cash lots was somewhat brisk, 
which helped to stiffen futures. The vear was rel- 
atively strong, selling well up to the price for Sep- 
tember. There was, apparently, an effort to break 
prices early in the day, but the policy did not pre- 
vail, and the selling brokers were hauled off. 
Seller August opened at $1 03%, touched $1 0354, 
fell off to $103, and advanced to $1 035g, 
closing at $1 0334 +«bid. Seller the month 
was 33g cents premium over August early in the 
day, the difference widening later to 454 cents, and 
clesed at 444 cents. September ranged at %4 to 7% 
cents below August, and the year was 1 cent below 
September. Seller October was nearly nominal at 
the September range to 44 cent above it. 

Spring wheat was again very quiet with little 
change in prices. Car lots of No. 2 were salable at 
$1 28, which was, therefore, regarded as the asking 
price on July settlements, and the latter was 
quoted at $1 27 and $1 28. There was a little trad- 
ing in August at $1 0544 and $1 06, closing nom!- 
nally at $1 0534. Seller September and the year 
were quoted about the same as regular for the 
same deliveries. The nino deal drags badly on set- 
tlements, and it is becoming a question how it will 
end. Corn was in good'demand and stronger, ad- 
vancing 1 cent and closirg 4 cent and 5% cent 
above the latest prices of Wednesday. The British 
markets were calied dull and easy, and our receipts 
were larger, but the: weather continues cool and 
the arrivals were less than on some previous days, 
which improved the speculative demand, especially 
as the spipping orders for corn were numerous and 
wheat was etronger. The demand for futures was, 
however, mostly for small lots, there being no big 
Richmonds in the field. The July prem{um over 
August widened during the day, owing to some 
pressure to fill for this month, which was possibly 
due to a misunderstanding of the magnitude of the 
movement the previous day. The weather was 
reported warmer in some parts of the West. but 
the July heats are yet sluggish. Hog products 
were moderately active and very irregular. The 
market was rather weak at the outset, in sympa- 
thy witha 9d. decline in lard in Liverpool. But 
the local receipts of hogs were again light, and the 
strength in grain soon caused a reaction on pork 
products, which was moderately well sustained, 
though the feeling could not be called a steady 
one. There was more news of yellow fever in the 
South, but it did not create alarm. The upward 
tendency in wheat and corn, with continued small 
receipts of hogs, reduced the number of sellers of 
products, especially from outside, and the trading 
was more local than usual. The shipments of 
meats were large. 

The most noticeable point in corn was a rush on 
the part of a few July shorts to fill, which put 
July up 1 cent, or 144 cents above the price for 
August. They did not want much, however, but 
the shippers took up the cue, and the July premium 
was sustained pretty well during the day. 
Though the futures advanced as above noted, 
it was thought that not more than 100,000 
busheis of July corn was filled in, which was a very 
small quantity to cause sucha flurry. The buyers 
of other futures were said to be more exclusively 
for small lots than for several days previously, the 
big fish holding aloof from the market. 

The question was asked to-day by more than one 
party on the floor what progress is being made in 
the settlement of the July wheat deal. The month 
is dragging along pretty well through the last half, 
and apparently not more than 100,000 or 200,000 
bushels have been settled within the past fortnight. 
If any more than that has been squared up, it has 
been done in the offices of the parties who 
thought they controlied the deal, and not 
on the floor, Meanwhile, the price of Win- 
ter wheat has run down to some 30 vents 
below the old-time figures for July Spring, and the 
price of the latter has been let down slowly to 
within about 20 cents of the market for red, the 
one being quoted to-day. at $1 28 and the other at 
$1 08. It is understood thet something like 
10,000,000 or 12,000,000 bushels of short wheat 
for July is mostiy margined up to $1 40, 
and some of it to $1 43, the shorts 
being mastly parties in St. Louis and those outside 
who deal:with St. Louis commission houses, with 
some instances in this city and Denver. The shorts 
are holding out as if they expected that no 
committee would ever award anything like $1 28as 
a settling price for Spring, with Winter far 
below that figare. There was some talk to- 
day about the insufficiency of the 10 per 
cent. margin rule, which would only carry 
the May price for Spring down to $1 15, leaving 
it still at 7 cents above the price of the other grade. 
From hints dropped it would seem that one or two 
of our commission houses are talking of calling the 
longs for margins down to about $1 per bushel 
upon the Spring wheat, and if the longs refuse to 
put up that much money they will then ask fora 
committee to be appointed to determine the mar- 
ginal value of the property. Some parties 
in the trade wondered to-day that something 
like that has not been done before this. 
A deal of such magnitude has never been known 
to drag in this way before. It is evident that both 
sides are determined in the strictest sense of that 
word. There were rumors Tuesday that the main 
worker of the long party was growing 
disgusted, and had threatey°4 to throw up 
his connection with the deal, b:.c that he was in- 
duced by proper representations to continue his 
connection with it a little while longer. No one 
who knows the principal party in the deal supposes 
that he isa man to back down. He has always 
carried the thing through to the bitter end on the 
principal of either making a spoon or 
spoiling the horn every time, and making the fur 
fly. Yet before the July wheat deal is 
over, a short said to-day, that in his opinion 
most of the trades in the July Spring deal would 
be scratched. The committee on the price of 
June Spring wheat finished their labors to-day, but 
asone of the members had to leave to catch a 
train, their report was not signed. It will be read 
on ’Change to-morrow morning. No one knews 
definitely the price fixed upon, butas the testimony 
was that the value for shipping and milling pur- 
poses was from $1 15 to $1 18, one witness only 
saying $1 27, it is conjectured that the decision 
was in the neighborhood of $1 20.

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BEAUREGARD AND THE KHEDIVE. 


THE COMMAND OF THE EGYPTIAN ARMY 
OFFERED AND WITHDRAWN. 

New-ORLEANS, July 20.—A paragraph ap- 
peared in the newspapers recently to the effect 
that Gen. Beauregard was in 1870 offered the com- 
mand of the Egyptian Army, but that the tender 
was subsequently withdrawn through the influence 
of George H. Butler, then United States Consul at 
Alexandria. This was called tothe attention of 
Gen. Beauregard, who met your reporter this 
morning. He said that he had been tendered the 
command of the Egyptian Army and he had 
heard that Consul Butler had interfered to 
oppose him, but he had no other informa- 
tion regarding that part of the matter 
than bearsay. “In 1866,” said Gen. Beau- 
regard, “I was in London, where I had 
gone to arrange some business for the Jackson 


Railroad, of which I was President at that time. I 
received a letter from the representative of the 
Roumanian Government. residing at Paris, asking 
me if 1 were coming to the French capital; other- 
wise he would visit me in London, ‘as he desirea to 
see me on important business. As I was going to 
Paris I wrote him to that effect. Shortly after- 
ward I visited Paris and was tendered by the gen- 
tleman the command of the armies of..Roumania. 
At that time that country was a principality owing 
anominal allegiance tothe Sultan. Prince Charles of 
Hohenzollerns was hereditary Prince or Hospodar, 
as they called him. In 1877 Roumania was made 
independent, and the Prince was crowned King in 
1881. In 1866, however, Roumania was _ pretty 
nearly independent under the protection of Russia, 
and had a population of some 5,000,000. This was 
the condition of the country whose army I was in- 
vited tocommand. I refused the proposition be- 
cause I did not wish to desert the people of my 
own country with whom and for whom I had taken 
part inagreat war. I hoped to be able to do them 
some service in assisting to rebuild the broken for- 
tunes of the country, and J therefore declined the 
offer. Moreover, 1 felt a distaste for offering my 
sword to any foreign country. 

‘In 1866 I was alsofoffered by an agent of the 
Egyptian Government in New-York the command 
otitsarmy. I still held the same views heretofore 
expressed, but I thought proper to consult with 
some reliable friends, and I was confirmed in my 
determination to decline the offer, which I did. 
In 1870, the Khédive having resolved to 
jlace the organization of his army in the 

ands of American officers for the  pur- 
pose, as it was alleged, of weakening as 
much as possible the force of European influ- 
ence that had long been felt in Egvptian affairs, 
another offer was made to me to take command of 
the Egyptian Army. This time I aid not immedi- 
ately decline the proposal, which stipulated that I 
should carry with mea military staff to be com- 
posed of such officers as I might choose, It oc- 
curred to me that I might by accepting the offer be 
in position to assist a number of able South- 
ern officers who had been foreed by the 
result of the war to suffer much adversity, and I 
further thought that some advantages might accrue 
to our common country by my acceptance ef the 
position. J therefore held the offer under consid- 
eration, but before I had announced any decision 
the proposal was withdrawn, as I understood by 
report only, through the infinence of Consul But- 
ler. Ihad never given the matter much concern, 
and I then dismissed it without regret.”

DISMAL REPORTS FROM PANAMA. 

PANAMA, July 11.—The Star and Herald 
having accused the Canal Company of doing bust- 
ness as a commercial concern, and thus competing 
with tax-paying merchants, considerable excite- 
ment has foilowed. The proofs of the correctness 
of the statements have been tendered the Canal 
Company, which appears loth to move actively in 
the matter. The agitation has caused the Canal 
Company to stop private trading. Machinery is 
arriving every day for it at Aspinwall, and each 
fresh arrival is causing serious loss to the com- 
pany. Parts are being lost or mislaid, while the 
general situation becomes every day more mixed. 
Machinery and woodwork forthe canal are now 
submerged, owing to the heavy rains. When re- 
quired, it willbe next to impossible to find certain 
parts, while a great deal of it will have been totally 
destroyed. The sanitary arrangements on the 
Isthmus are abominable, so it is no wonder the 
newcomers are dying. Out of a population of 
4,000 23 persons have died in the past week, or an 
average of threeaday. There is little hope for 
any improvement until the dry season commences.

AFFAIRS IN COLOMBIA, 

PANAMA, July 11.—It is reported from tho 
interior of Colombia that President Zaldua, al- 
though said to be in better health, is not out of 
danger, and that Nufiez, elected President of Pan- 
ama, and who should now be in office, will not 
leave Bogota pending further political develop- 
ments; and generally that the political situation, 
promising as it was a few days ago, is now fraught 
with danger. All the different parties are actively 
at work.

THE TICKET BROKERS. 
THEIR ANNUAL CONVENTION — PRESIDENT 
LANSING, OF NEW-YORK, MAKES HIS RE- 


PORT. 

Boston, July 20.—One of the best proofs 
which ticket brokers could have to effer in order 
to show that railroads and steam-boat corporations 
find it to their interests to encourage them was ex- 
bibited in the treatment which the brokers re- 
ceived while on their way from New-York and 
Western and Southern cities to attend the fourth 
annual convention of the American Ticket Brok- 
ers’ Association held in the Hotel Brunswick, in 
this city, yesterday and to-day. Ticket brokers 
must be keen, active men. Sluggards cannot con- 
tinue in that business and thrive. They keep them- 
selves posted concerning the rates, time-tables, 
and general management of every railroad 
and steam-boat company in the country, and must 
know how to save money for their patrons and 
make money for themselves. Attempts have been 
made in nearly every State in the Union to have 
them suppressed by the law-making power, and 
although the would-be oppressers are some of the 


most influential railroad people, the attempts to 
crush them have been partially successful only in 
very few lecalities. The brokers are aided by cer- 
tain railroad companies, who desire their assistance 
in spoiling the traffic of other lines, and by doing a 
thoroughly legitimate busines they are enabled to 
make handsome profits. The American Ticket 
Brokers’ Association had for its President Mr. 
Gustav G. Lansing, of New-York, and fer 
its Secretary and General Manager Mr. H. 
C. Meader, of Louisville, Ky. About 40 members 
of the association have been in attendance at the

The convention was called to order by President 
Lansing, in one of the parlors of the hotel Bruns- 
wick, yesterday afternoon, and he madealongand 
interesting report of the achievements of the as- 
sociation during the year, He told of the attempts 
made in various Legislatures to make the sale by 
brokers of regularly issued passage tickets a crime 
punishable by fine and imprisonment. In the Do- 
minion of Canada, where only one man eareged 
in a fight against a railroad Land gets such a 
bill was passed. ‘The great struggle was, however, 
in New-York, where the ticket brokers fought for 
the modification of chapter 12 of the Penal Code, 
Through the energy of ex-Register of tho 
Treasury, L. E. Chittenden, the modification was 
effected, and, according to President Lansing, the 
contest between the brokers and the powerful 
railroad corporations was the most unequal ever 
reeorded in legislative history. President Lansing 
commended the brokers for their efforts in making 
the business one that has won the confidence of 
the community as well as one that commands the 
respect of many influential corporations. His re- 
port was highly satisfactory to the members of the 
association in attendance, and the reading was 
frequently interrupted by applause. Secretary 
and General Manager Meader made his report, 
which showed that the total membership of the 
association Aug. 1, 1881, was 81; the losses by ex- 
pulsion and withdrawal were 22; the new 
accessions this year were 38, making the present 
membership 97; the number of applicatiens re- 
jected was 15, and the number of applications now 
vending are 8 The Treasurer’s report showed a 

alance on Aug. 1, 1881, of $179 14; the receipts for 
1881-2 were $3,406 35; the disbursements were 
$2,806 40; the balance on hand is $779 09. To-day 
the following-named officers were elected to serve 
for the ensuing year: President—Geerge M. Mo-

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THE PARKER'S CekEEK DISASTER. 
A BECTION FOREMAN OF THE RAILROAD AR- 
RESTED FOR MANSLAUGHTER. 

Rep Bank, July 20.—Track-master Marshall, 
of the New-Jersey Central Railroad, whose home 
is at this place, has sworn out an affidavit against 
Alexander Kier for manslaughter. Kier, it will 
be remembered, is the section foreman who built 
the switch on the bridge at Parker's Creek, where 


the recent great railroad disaster occurred. A 
warrant was issued by Justice Jacob Lawrence, of 
Freehold, and on Monday night Kier was arrested 
at his home in Asbury Park and taken to Freehold 
jail. The action of Track-master Marshall has 
caused a great deal of surprise, as the verdict 
of the jury declared that the ‘ Central Railroad 
was guilty of gross and culpable negligence.”” By 
many Marshall's action is considered as taken for 
the purpose of saving himself. He isin charge of 
the track, and is responsible for the work of bis 
subordinates. The basis of the warrant is found 
in the testimony offered bejore the jury of inquest, 
where it Was sworn by Marshall that the switch 
was incomplete, and that Kier was really guilty of 
causing the disaster by allowing trains to go over 
the switch. Kier testified that the switch was in- 
complete, but that it could not have caused the 
accident, as it was some distance from the switch 
where the train first left the track. He also swore 
that he had frequently ordered the tie-plates and 
countersunk-*pikes from Marshall, but that they 
had never been received by him. Marshall swore 
that at the time of the accident the tie-plates were 
at the switch,and that the countersunk-spikes 
were in his box. He was corroborated in this by 
one of the laborers, who swore that he saw over 
30 countersunk-spikes in Kier’s tool-box just after 
the accident. 

When the railroad company first moved for the 
arrest of Kier it was thought that they merely 
wished to be represented at the inquest, and 
Coroner Cooper refused to issue orders for his 
arrest on the ground th.. he knew nothing crim- 
inal against the map. ‘The track-master has, it is 
thought, followed the railroad management’s bid- 
ding in causing the arrest of Kier. Ex-Judge 
Robbins, of Freehold, who is the counsel for the 
imprisoned man, asked to-day for a decrease in 
the amount of bail demanded. He claimed that 
$10,000, the amount asked, was excessive. 
Justice Lawrence refused to reduce it, and 
to-morrow the case will be argued before one of the 
Justices ot the Supreme Court. At the time of the 
trial Marshal! swore that the rails on the briages of 
the road were spiked on everv other tie, and that 
on the road-bed it, was customary to spike every 
tie. It is now said that on the new track 
there have been found places im the road-bed 
where five and even seven consecutive ties have 
not been sp ked. This would covera distance of 
from 12 to 20 feet, and in the opinion of workmen 
in the employ of the company is dangerous, as it is 
possible for the rails to spread in that distance.

NEw-ORLEANS, July 20.—The officers of the 
steam-boat John Wilson, which struck a snag and 
sank in the Atchafalaya River, reached the city 
this evening by the New-Orleans Pacific Railroad. 
They gave no further particulars of the disaster 
than have already been published, except that 
there were 15 lives lost instead of 7, as was first 
reported.

TAKEN VERY MUCH TO HEART. 


Boston, July 20.—Sporting society in this 


city has not yet recovered from the shock which it 
received on Monday night when the news was tel- 
egraphed from New-York that Mr. John L. Sulli- 
van, of Boston, had failed to “knock out’ Mr. 
Tug Wilson, of England, in the Madison-Square 
Garden, and the famous sperting resorts where 
handsome photographs of Mr. Sullivan were dis- 
played are in mourning. It is believed now that 


the movement on foot a short time ago to change 
the name of Boston to Sullivan City will make no 
further strides, and the inhabitants of Beacon 
Hill have dried their tears and are happy. The 
small boys who sell sunflowers and lilies in the 
street cars and Herdic cabs are disconsolate over 
the fact that triumphal arches of those flowers will 
not be erected in the streets to signalize the entry 
of Mr. Sullivan into this city. The young ladies in 
cambric dresses and eye-glasses who frequent the 
Common and who linger there under the impres- 
sion that it is the most lovely spot in the uni- 
verse, are sad becanse the eyes of their escorts 
have lost their brilliancy and become fishy through 
joss of sieep and general dismay over Mr. 
Sullivan’s defeat. The startling signs at the begin- 
ning of many streets, ‘This is a private way— 
dangerous passing,’’ have no longer rr! terrors for 
vendors of fish and vegetables, and these gentle- 
men with powerful lungs seem not to care what 
their fate may be so long as their idol is cast 
down. The sulphur match manufacturers (no 
other matches are used in Boston) are in ecstacies, 
believing that if the atmosphere continues to be 
filled with exclamations such as have been heard 
throughout the city since Monday night they 
will soon get their sulphur for nothing. In the 
midst of the general gloom to-day three New- 
Yorkers stood at the corner of Court and Tremont 
streets and wagered large sums of money that 
they might stand there for four hours without see- 
ing one beautiful girl in the throng of femininity 
which wouid pass during that time. At the end of 
four hours, it is said, the money wagered against 
the New-Yorkers was paid over to them, 
and they now contemplate the purchase of 
Jay Gould’s interests in railroads, mines, and 
newspapers. This freak of the New-Yorkers re- 
ferred to has added to the general feeling of dis- 
content among would-be frolicsome Bostonians, 
One of the New-Yorkers wagered sufficient ord 
to put the ‘grand old Common” in as good condi- 
tlon as Tompkins-square in New-York may be 
found onan off day, that there is not a saloon in 
this city where lager beer is drawn directly from 
the cee: and aftera thorough investigation won 
the bet. 

‘*Where is Mr. Sullivan, and why does he not 
return to Boston?’ was frequently asked by the 
New- Yorkers, and it was at length discovered that 
he isin seclusion ina suburb of Providence. It 
was said that he is so much cast down that he can- 
not face bisold admirers in this city. He had 
hoped that a statue would be erected in his honor 
in one of the public parks, and he now has every 
reason to believe that nosuch statue will ever 
find a pedestal in any part of Boston. A rumor 
spread this evening that Mr. Tug Wilson had ar- 
rived here, and that he was londly prociaiming 
his ability to whip any man in_ Boston. 
It was reported that he said, “Hi 
‘ave made your Boston Johnny take h’in ‘is signs; 
let me ’ave four rounds with h'any more of your 
fighters and hi will vipe h’out your h’in’abitants.”’ 
All efforts to find Mr. Wilson are in vain. In Att- 
wood’s saloon, in Tremont-street, opposite the 
Boston Museum, a large number of the shining 
lights of sporting society assembled this even- 
ing to devour their midnight luneh of baked 
beans and boiled clams, and awaited tidings 
of Mr. Wilson’s whereabouts. Mr. Richard F. 
Hamilton, otherwise known as “Tody” Hamilton, 
and Mr. Herman Rocke, manager of the first Amer- 
ican Silk Exhibition, both of New-York, were 
aroused from their siumbers in their room in the 
Parker House and were appealed to for informa- 
tion. “ Why do you imagine that we know any- 
thing or care a about Mr. Wilson’s move- 
ments?” shouted both these gentlemen in chorus, 
and the inquirers insisted that each new arrival 
from New-York must be questioned concerning

THE TARIFF INQUIRY BEGUN. 
FIRST SESSION OF THE COMMISSION AT LONG 
BRANCH. 

Lone BRANCH, July 20.—The nine members 
of the Tariff Commission were present at the first 
formal meeting of that body, which was held at 
the West End to-day. The President, Mr. John L. 
Hayes, of Massachusetts, ocoupied the chair. Two 
executive sessions were held, one in the morning 
of two hours, and another in the afternoon of 
about an hour and a half’s duration. The mem- 
bers call these “ deliberative’ sessions, and with 
hardly an exception decline to furnish any idea as 


to the momentous subject which has been under 
deliberation. Messrs. Henry W. Oliver. Jr., of 
Pennsylvania; Duncan F. Kenner, of Louisiana, 
and Robert P. Porter. of Washington, were ap- 
pointed a committee at to-day’s session to prepare 
the work of the, commission from day to day, and 
also to lay out aroute through the country, em- 
bracing cities to be visited in which testimony 
bearing upon the tariff can be secured. Mr. Por- 
ter to-day expressed the opinion that the commis- 
sion would spend six weeks, if not two months, at 
Long Branch. 

It has been resolved to hold daily “ deliberative” 
sessions, beginning to-morrow, between the hours 
of 11 and 1 o’clock, from which the public will be 
excluded. Between 2 and 5 o’clock the commission 
will hold a public session to hear the testimony of 
business men. 

Messrs. Ward and Stadler, representatives of the 
Ynalt interest, of New-York, presented themselves 
to give testimony, but on learning that the day 
would be devoted to “ deliberative” sessions with- 
drew with the understamding that they would wait 
upon the commission whenever the latter desirea. 
So far as possible the commission desires to 
hear firet testimony relating to those articles 
of merchandise which are classified as sundries. 
Mr. Jones. of the firm of Powers & Wakeman. and 
Henry Bower, both of Philadelphia, representing 
the chemical interest, have signified their willing- 
ness to meet the commission this week. The 
Free Trade ‘Club and the Metropolitan Industrial 
League, of New-York, willsend delegates to Long 
Branch either this week or next. 

The friends of the Commissioners will be grati- 
fied to learn that they are comfortably ensconced 
at the West End Hotel, that their necessities will 
all be supplied during this hot weather, and that 
rf will want for nothing which the Government 
is able to pay for. The per diem compensation of 
each Commissioner s $10, with expenses 
paid by the Government. A messenger, a 
stenographer, a deputy secretary, and two 
clerks or private secretaries will perform the phys- 
ical labor of the commission, leaving te the Com- 
missioners themselves full opportunity for thought 
and for the mental hardships incurred during 
** deliberative” sessions. One of the private sec- 
retaries is specially detailed to attend the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Hayes, while the other divides his time

Cable Company's steamer Pouyer Quertier, while 
entering the harbor at St. Pierre, Miquelon, on 
Saturday last, in charge of a pilot, struck a sunken 
rock in the south channel, and, it being feared tnat 
she would sink, she was run ashore at Atreahourty, 


On Monday she was floated off and divers set to 
work on her, The vessel will be taken to North 


Sydney, to go on the marine slip. 


The bark Oscar II., from Dundee for Miramichi, 
New-Brunswick, in ballast, struck on Bidd Rocks 
yesterday morning during a very thick fog, and 
remained there about two hours, pounding 
heavily and leaking badly. She was finally backed 
off with sails and anchored in deep water. When 
the fog lifted the steamer Consul, from North 
Sydney, Cape Breton, for Quebec, laden with coal, 
was sighted, and, the leak having gained, was 
signaled for assistance. The steamer took the 
bark in tow for North Sydney, and the two arrived 
there to-day. The Oscar II. is a Norwegian bark 
of 572 tons register. 


PoRTLAND, Me., July 20.—A dispatch from 
the steamer City ot Portland, at Eastport, reports 
that about 2 o’clock yesterday morning off Mati- 
nicus, she struok the schooner Gates of Calais 
forward, in a thick fog, making a hole inthe 
schooner’s bow and carrying away her head-gear. 
The steamer was uninjured. The steamer left 90 
fathoms of howseron board the schooner. Capt. 
Abbey, of the revenue steamer Woodbury, now in 
Portland, lower harber, will be notified, so that he 
may go to their relief.

THE BOTTOM FALLING OUT 


FREIGHT HANDLERS LOSING CON- 
FIDENOE IN THEIR FIGHT. 
THE RAILROADS ABLE TO GET ALONG WITH- 


OUT THE STRIKERS—DISSATISFIED JEWS 
AND ITALIANS—RIOTERS ACQUITTED. 

Less confidence in the immediate success of 
their movement was expressed yesterday by the 
striking freight handlers. It was plain to see that 
the railroads were handling freight with no great 
difficulty. Help, and plenty of it, was to be ob- 
tained, and the railroads received every pound of 
freight that came to their houses. There was no 
denying the fact that things moved regularly and 
freely., Yesterday was, if anything, the best day 
for the railroads since the strike began. A striker, 
a leader among his fellows, while confessing that 
the railroads had the best of it at this time, was 
not willing to admit that the bottom had fallen out 
of the strike. He said July was the dullest season 
of the year, and as soon as business revived and 
shipments became heavy the railroads would 
be badly embarrassed. Green help could not 
do the work, and if the strikers could hold 
out long enough they would win inthe end. The 
strikers yesterday received about $1,150 and dis- 
bursed only $200. Five dollars will be given to- 
morrow to each of the men who went out on strike 
who asks for it. The strikers yesterday ceased 
giving money and food to the Italians and Russian 
Jews, and there was trouble in consequence. A 
hungry, chattering horde of dark-skinned men hov- 
ered about the beer saloon at No. 53 Mulberry- 
street, the head-quarters, but unless they had 
means of their own they went to bed hungry and 
penniless at night, for no one appeared to satisfy 
their wants. As soon as they found out that the 


strikers were not going to feed and give them 
money any longer, they all wanted to go back to 
work. The padrones who had been at their wits’ 
ends to secure men, were surrounded by clamoring 
crowds who appealed to them for employment. A 
fight occurred between an italian in sympathy with 
the strikers and one who desired to go to the piers. 

A breakfast of bread and coffee and a dinner of 
meat and vegetables were served to the Russian 
Jews at Standard Hall, but as the strikers were 
$11 70 in arrears the proprietor of the place, Mr. 
Harris, refused to give them anything more to eat 
until money was forthcoming. The prospect of 
going supperless was a harrowing one for the 
Jews. hey set about making inquiries, and 
their emissaries reported that the strikers 
had coneluded to let them shift for themselves 
hereafter. The dirty, ragged crowd at once be- 
came excited, and waerked Mr. Harris up to a fear- 
ful state of mind by their noisy demonstrations. 
Bb. Wolkawoech, the President of the Jewish 
branch of the Freight Handlers’ Union, came to 
the hall shortly before 5 o’clock, and the Jews sur- 
rounded him. Under his arm he carried a cigar- 
box, whose contents the Jews conjured into the 
princely sum of $5,000. The bearer of the box 
counted out trade dollars enough to sat- 
isfy the demands of M. Harris, which took 
about all there was in it. The Jews began 
to demand $5 each, and then the amount they paid 
to join the branch. They all desired to go back, 
and ended by assaulting S. Schinkowitz, of the 
Cigar-makers’ Union, who had been instrumental 
in forming the branch. Three of the Jews were 
arrested. In sheer desperation Mr. Harris rolled 
out a keg of beer, brought forth stacks of bread, 
and told the Jews to eat, drink, and go, never more 
to return. After gorging themselves the police- 
men drove them away, and Mr. Harris drew a 
breath of relief. “Oh, how glad J am that the 
dirty crowd is gone,” said he, throwing up his 
hands. ‘They broke two tables and half a dozen 
chairs, and drove ail my customers away. Such a 
lot Ineversaw. They are worsé than a Jot of In- 
dians —worse than dogs,” he added, pointing to a 
big, hungry-looking brute standing near. “I 
wouldn’t take care of them again for $1,000 a day. 
Ob, I am glad they are gone.” 

Members of the Finance Committee of the 
Freight Handiers’ Union, said Dr. Raffoelo Giodono, 
was going to start an Italian labor bureau in Mul- 
berry-street, and would take care of the Italians. 
8. Schinkowitz said that M. Harris, who charged 50 
cents aday each for feeding the 250 Jews, made 
too much money out of the transaction. The Jews 
were supposed to take out subscription papers and 
solicit funds, but they were too lazy to do this. 
They only secured $6 yesterday. Among the con- 
tributions to the Freight Handlers’ Union yester- 
day were the following: Patrick Ford, of the 
drish World, $25; the Hon. Henry Hughes, $25; 
John McGohie, of Brooklyn, $25; John F. Henry & 
Co., $25; Patrick Logan, $20; Plasterers’ Union, 
$100; Operative Plasterers’ Trade Society, $200; 
Cabinet Makers’ Union, No. 7, $169 80. 

The striking freight handlers of Jersey City 
met yesterday in St. Michael’s Institute. Contri- 
butions amounting to $200 were announced. Jere- 
miah Murphy reported that he had had a confer- 
ence with the checkers and callers of the Erie, and 
intimated that by to-day they would be ready to 
join the movement. He had been threatened with 
arrest, and so had the President of the union, but 
the railroads had not money nor power enough to 
frighten him. Freight handling must be considered 
as skilled labor. He advised the men to beg 
rather than yield, and said they should 
tell the companies they would never 
return to work for 17 cents an hour. They 
must shrink from no sacrifice demanded by the 
cause. The committee appointed to wait on the 
checkers, callers, and firemen reported that they 
had seen butafew in each class, but they had 
promised to come out if the others would. The 
committee was continued with instructions to en- 
deavor to have the checkers, callers, and firemen 
hold a meeting and take a vote om the matter and 
let the majority decide. The meeting then ad- 

ourned and formed in procession, marching be- 

ind the band to Caledonian Park, where tbeir pic- 
nic was held. ‘ihe afternoon was spent in dancing, 
and the freight handlers and their families seemed 
to enjoy themselves as heartily as if they were 
merely out foran ordinary holiday, instead of being 
engaged in what is to them a struggle for ex- 
istence. . 

The Italians who were arrested at Jersev City 
last week on charges of being concerned in the 
riot that oecurred at the Erie docks on Tuesday, 
July 7, were arraigned in the Court of Special Ses- 
sions yesterday before Judge Garretson. The 
State was represented by Prosecutor McGill. The 
first prisoner called was Joseph Tomasi. He en- 
tered a plea of not guilty. Thomas Brosman, a 
striking freight handler who was shot in the arm, 
testified that he went to the K ‘e docks to get his 
pay. The paymaster not beifig there, he crossed 
toa hydrant near Pier No.8 to get a drink of 
water. While at the hydrant a number of Italians 
rushed past, and the prisoner fired a pistol at him. 
Witness positively identified the prisoner as the 
man who fired at him. William Connolly tes- 
tified that he saw Tomasi aim a pistol at some 
one in front of him and fire; could not say 
whether the ball hit any one or not. Tomasi 
tired three shots. On cross-examination the wit- 
ness admitted that he was one of the men who fol- 
lowed the Italians to Pier No. 8, but he said he did 
so with no distinct idea except to see what was 
goingon. He thought some of the others followed 
the Italians to obtain satisfaction. Officer Richard 
McAyhon testified that he arrested Tomasi at Pier 
No. 8, but found no weapon upon him. This closed 
the prosecution. For the defense, Frank Moreni 
testified that he was foreman of the gang of Ital- 
ians who worked on Pier No. 9. Prisoner was one 
of the gang who worked on the dock 
under his directions on July 7. Tomasi was ‘on 
the dock when the shooting occurred. All the 
men on that dock huddled together at the river 
end of the pier and remained there until taken on 
a barge. Tomasi was one of the number. Two 
other Italians swore to the same effect. The pris- 
oner testified that he was on Pier No. 9 all day and 
did not go near No. 8. He also swore that he did 
not have a pistol and did not use one that day. 
The defense then rested and the court promptly 
directed a verdict of acquittal. 

Ricardo Christiani was next called, and in his 
case the defense was self-defense. It was admit- 
ted that the defendant had used a pistol, but not 
until after he was attacked by the strikers. After 
hearing the evidence the court ordered a verdict 
of acquittal in his case also, At this point the 
court adjourned for the day. 

Mr. Bassett, Freight Agent at the Hudson River 
depot, Thirtieth-street and Tenth-avenue, and Wil- 
liam Seher, of No. 440 West Twenty-eichth-street, 
a freight handler employed at the depot, com- 
plained to Justice Smith, in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, yesterday, that;they had been stoned 
and their lives placed in jeopardy by Hugh Red- 
dington and Dennis Mee, two of the striking 
freight handlers. Seher has been working at the 
depot since the strike, and while he was going to 
work yesterday he passed a house in Twenty- 
eichth-street, between Tenth and Eleventh avenues, 
where Reddington and Mee lived, and they greeted 
him with a shower of stones. He continued on his 
way, and at the depot informed Mr. Bassett. He 
went to the house to remonsirate with the men, 
but they stoned him also. Thereupon they were 
arrested, and charged with disorderly conduct. 
Justice Smith fined them $10 each, and, being una- 
ble to pay the fine, they were locked up.

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THE “ROYAL” AT READING. 


THIS YEAR’S AGRICULTURAL MEETING IN 


GREAT BRITAIN. 
From the. London: News, July 8. 

The Royal Agricultural meeting, held this 
year at Reading, promises to resemble the Royal 
Academy Exhibition in that, although there may 
not be aconspicuous sensation in the show, there 
will be found average excellence everywhere, 


When trains do what they are advertised to accom- ' 


lish Reading is within but an hour’s journey of 
ondon, and from its position in the home counties 
will doubtless attract, wind and weather always 
rmitting, a large number of yisitors next week. 
he weather, however, stock subject of convorsa- 
tion though it be in these islands, is such a very se- 
rious consideration inthe conduct of an agricul- 
tural show that no. amount of custom oan stale 
its infinite variety. It has already disarranged 
part of the Royal Society’s programme. A ve 
keen competition was expected for the hundred- 
guinea prize offered by Mr. Martin J. Sutton, of 
Reading, for the most efficient and economical 
method of drying hay or corn crops aslteely, 
either before or after being stacked. The prize is 
itself valuable, and the subject of competition one 
to which much attention has been latterly devoted. 
To-day, when the implement yard opens to the 
public it will, nevertheless, be found that the 
hay-dryers have not donemuch. Upon the Manor 
Farm there grew in luxurlance 97 aores of fine 
meadow grass for their sole disposal, but the com- 
petitors that were to be declined to test their ma- 
chines until the material to be operated upon was 
lesssodden. The crucial trials have,therefore, yetto 
be made. Next tothe hay-dryers the cream-separa- 
- tors would rank in interest among the machinery. 
What the weather did for the hay-dryers the 
law has done for the cream-separators. Of the 
three gold medals offered by the Royal, two were 
for these inventions, one for the best separator 
driven by mechanical power, the other for the best 
driven by manual or horse power. But, owing to 
a motion for an injunction in Chancery, touching 
some alleged infringement of patent, several ex- 
hibitors who wished to steer clear of possible 
vexations withdrew, so that instead of ten only 
two firms have competed. D. Hald & Co., of Great 
Winchester-street, London, show two machines, 
and two others are entered in the name ‘‘Centri- 
fugenbau-Actiengesellschaft,” of Hamburg. The 
four machines have been tested during the week, 
but the results are not published until the 
cream and milk haye been _ scientifically 
examined. The society also offers a prize 
of £50 for the best milking-machine, to 
be tested during six consecutive months 
next Spring and Summer. In the heavier ma- 
chinery much interest has been shown in Ladd & 
Co.'s straw-compressing and binding machines. In 
the stock-yard Reading will be considerably in ad- 
vance of Derby last year. In the one olass of 
horses, however, there is a decrease, the entries 
being 230 now against 256 in 1881. Sinoe 1875, when 
the horses at Taunton only numbered 234, there 
has been no such low total asat Reading. For 
many years, if we omit the exceptional causes at 
the London and Carlisle shows, there has been a 
steady decline in the number of horses, for the ob- 
vious reason that the prizes have become less 
valuable. Passing over the London show, when 
the entries of cattle were 1,007, Reading surpasses 
allits predecessors in the item of stock. There are 
598 entries, against 392 last year, and there is an 
increase also in sheep and pigs. The total entries 
at Reading are 1,467; last year they were 1,229. 
The arrangements for the royal visit of Mh mages 
are not quite settled, but the Prince of Wales wi 
probably leave Paddington by special train imme- 
diately after the 11:45 express. The visit will be 
as informal as possible, and the address of the 
corporation at the railway station, as at present 
arranged, will be taken as read. The show prac- 
tically opens on Monday, when tho judging of 
stock will commence, but it is always open on im- 
plement day (to-day) to those who are willing 
to pay half acrown to inspect the Increasing ex- 
hibitsin thisdapartment. The implement catalogue 
this year isa bulky volume of more than 6,000 en- 
tries. Mr. Jenkins, the Secretary,and staff have been 
located in Reading fora week and more, and the 
general arrangements, it is scarcely necessary to 
add, are what they ought to be after so many years 
of experience. The town of Reading, which is not 
often forced out of the even tenor of its way, has 
risen boldly to meet the occasion. All that seems 
to be wanting is an assurance of tine weather. 
Last night neither the heavens above nor the ba- 
rometer below gave such a pledge, and though 
there is no immediate fear of such a year as that 
of Kilburn, when the herdsmen seemed likely to 
take to boats, there is at present some cause for 
pprehending uncertain showers. The usual ser- 
vice will be held on the grounds to-morrowin a 
marquee. On Monday morning the Nawab of Hy- 
derabad, who has this week made a long inspec- 
tion of Messrs. Suttons’s famous seed establish- 
ment, will visit the show.

AN INTERESTING VASE. 
From Galignani’s Messenger. 
There exists in the ceramic department of 
the Musée au Louvre a curious Siamese vase 
which has an interesting history. During the 


period that M. Turquet presided over the Fine 
Arts Department of the Government, there came 
to him one day an old woman who brought 
with her this vase, which she was anxious to sell. 
Her son, who was a sailor, had given it to ber. 
and she being in dire pecuniary straits, had 
been trying for some time to dispose of it. She 
nad offered it without success to many of the 
famous art-collectors of Paris, and nobody 
would purchase it, ——e the price she asked 
was by no means exorbitant, being only 300f. M. 
Turquet examined the vase carefully and was de- 
sidedly ata loss as to what its value might be, as 
be had never before seen any specimen of the 
eeramic art in any way resembling it. However, 
he saw that it was of fine workmanship, so he paid 
the woman the sum demanded, intending, if the 
Government experts did not approve of his pur- 
chase, to place it in bis own private collection. He 
showed it tothe Director of the porcelain works 
at Sévres, who at once pronounced it to bea 
very fine and artistic piece, and it was accord- 
ingly placed in the museum of porcelain at- 
tached to that irstitution. A few months later 
a distinguished Siamese traveler came to Paris, 
and visited, in the course of his sight-seeing, the 
miuseum at Sévres. He was shown the Siamese 
vase, on beholding which he was greatly aston- 
ished, declaring it to be one of the sacred vases of 
Siam, the sale or exportation of which Is strictly 
forbidden, and which are in use in the grand tem- 
ple at Bangkok only. ‘The value of the vase he 
ronounced as being not less than 25,000f., 
eing a unique and very perfect specimen of the 
sacred vase, which is the finest executed in Siam. 
M. Turquet had the vase removed to the Louvre, 
and caused its original owner to be sought out. 
The French Government settled upon her an an- 
yuity of 1,200f.

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‘BANK BURGLARS CAPTURED 


’ 
IHE SUPPOSED ROBBERS OF THE 
BANCA ITALO-AMERICANA. 
HOW THE DETECTIVES SECURED THE ARREST 
OF MICHAEL KURTZ AND JOHN LOVE— 
THE STORY TOLD BY TWO TRAMPS, 
Michael Kurtz, alias Michael Sheehan, alias 
Sheeny Mike,” the thief and bank burglar, who 
was arrested for complicity in the burglary at the 
‘Banca Italo-Americana in the Staats- Zeitung Build- 
fng, was arraigned before Justice Smith at the 
Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday. In his 
company were arraigned John Tove, alias Lowery, 
a noted bank burglar, and Patrick Legan, who 
‘were arrested on suspicion of being concerned in 
the same crime. Kurtz was in custody of Detec- 
tive Sergeant Field, who had arrested him on 
Wednesday. Logan was arrested at his residence 
in West Thirty-fifth-street at 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning by Detective Sergeants Hickey and Mc- 
Laughlin, and Love was captured by Detective 
Sergeants Rogers and Williamson early yesterday 
morning at his residence at Fairmount, near 
Tremont, in the annexed district. He owns a 
handsome cottage surrounded by extensive 
grounds at Fairmount, and lives there with his 
aged mother,his wife, and sister. The house is 
luxuriously furnished and tho grounds are elegant- 
ly kept. His neighbors were tgnorant of his real 
character, and he passed for a merchant doing a 


prosperous business in the City. Suspicion was di- 
rected to him through information furnished the 
Police by two men named Joseph Bashford and 
Samuel K. Hornidge, two tramps, who claim 
to have seen ‘** Sheeny Mike"? and Love in the vi- 
cinity of the bank on the morning of the robbery 
‘under circumstances which appeared to indicate 
jthat they were concerned in the crime. 
The two men were shown the Rogue’s Gallery, and 
they selected the pictures of “‘Sheeny Mike” and 
John Love as two of the men whom they saw in 
‘the neighborhood on the morning of the robbery. 
“*Sheeny Mike” was arrested by Detective Richard 
Field, who knew him well. Search was made for 
Love, and it was after some difficulty discovered 
that he lived at Fairmount. Detectives Rogers 
and Williamson were detailed to arrest him. A 
requisition for his arrest and rendition to the au- 
thorities of Massachusetts, which was Issued by 
Gov. Cornell on March 2, 1880, and which had lain 
dormant for overtwo years, was unearthed and 
placed in the hands of the officers. Love had been 

ndicted in Massachusetts for breaking into and 
robbing the Suffolk County Bank in the Winter of 
1880. The burglars were surprised at work in the 
bank by the Police, upon whom they fired, and in 
this way made their escape. 

Armed with this document, the officers went to 
Fairmount and discovered the house occupied by 
Love, but he was out. They concealed themselves 
in the vicinity and waited patiently from 2 o'clock 
jn the afternoon until midnight, when they heard 
the front gate clang as somebody passed through, 
aud became satisfied that Love by some means had 
eluded their vigilance and had got safely housed. 
Williamson was left on guard in front of the house 
while Rogers ran to the Thirty-fourth Precinct Po- 
lice Station for assistance. A roundsman, with the 
reserve section of eight men, was sent with Rogers, 
and the house was soon surrounded by the Police. 
Rogers then walked up tothe door and rang the 
bell. The house was dark and still. After ringing 
for five minutes the detectives, listening intently, 
‘heard a woman moving about. She was apparently 
endeavoring to arouse some one. “Johnnie,” she 
was heard to say, ‘‘get up; there’s somebody 
wants you.”’ “Hush!’’ was the only response 
from the sleeper. The detectives, becoming !m- 
patient, kicked and hammered at the door, 
and finally a window was thrown up 
and Love in his night clothes appeared and 
asked what was wanted. *‘Johnnie,"’ answered 
‘Rogers, ‘““come down; I want you."’ “Who the 
h— are you?” queried the cracksman. ‘Iam De- 
tective Rogers, of the Central Office, and I want 
you,’’ was the response. ‘Have you a warrant for 
me?" asked Love. “I have something better than 
® warrant,”’ answered the detective. “I havea 
requisition from Goy. Cornell for you.” *‘*The h— 

ou bave,”’* was the cheerful response of the burg- 

ar. “I won't go with you, anyhow.” “All 
right,’’ responded Rogers, ‘‘l have been sent to 
bring you to Head-quarters, and I ain't going back 
without you.” This parley was continued for 
come time, and finally Love came down 
stairs half-dressed ana opened the door. 
The requisition was shown him, and he 
then consented to accompany the _ officer. 
‘His mother, wife, anda sister crowded about 
in a state of excitement. His mother, almost beside 
herself with rage, advised him to shoot the officer, 
and said ‘If your father was alive he wouldn't 
allow you to be taken this way.’’ He was allowed 
to dress himself in the presence‘of the detectives, 
snd when they brought him down to the door the 
rection of Police drawn up in front of the house 
drove all thoughts of escape from his mind and 
he went quietly with the officers. They reached 
Police Head-guarters with their prisoner at 2:30 
‘o’clock. 

Kurtz, Love, and Logan were brought before tne 
witnesses Bashford and Hornidge yesterday and 
Kurtz and Love were identified as having been 
seen by them loitering about the noighborhood of 
the Staats-Zeitung Building while the robbery was 
going on. When brought to court Logan was dis- 
charged, as the witnesses failed to identify him. 
‘Logan is about 26 years ef age and is a son of ex- 
Policeman Pat Logan, who was dismissed the de- 
partment for cowardice displayed during the 
Orange riots of 1871.

He then gave Bashford 10 cents. and told 
him to get a drink. He went off with Hornidge, and 
_while going through the Park noticed Love and 
@ tall man walking up and down in the rear of 
the Court-house. Thetall man carried a valise. 
Horridge also made an affidavit corroborating 
the statement of Bashford. When the case was 
called for examination Mr. Jere Wernberg, former- 
ly Assistant District Attorney in Brooklyn, ap- 
peared in their behal. He entered a plea of not 
guilty, and at his request the examination was set 
down for 10 o'clock on Monday morning. Justice 
Smith fixed the bail at $5,000 in each case. Sheehan 
had no bondsman present, and was committed. 
Love’s sister appeared and offered bail for him. 
The magistrate told her that it was searcely worth 
‘while giving bail, as if he was released on bai! the 
officers would doubtless at once rearrest him 
on the requisition of Gov. Cornell, which 
had been lodged as a detainer against him. In that 
case bail could not be taken. The magistrate ex- 
hibited the requisition, and Love, who had hitherto 
appeared easy and confident, became crestfaélien 
nd unbappy. He was committed to prison, but 
efore being locked up in a cell he was permitted 
to have an interview with his wife and sister, two 
respectable looking females who had been in court 
all day, waiting for an opportunity tospeak to him. 
**Sheeny Mike”’ was also permitted to speak to his 
sister, who wasin court. Love is represented by 
ithe Police to be a desperate criminal, who would 
not hesitate at anything to accomplish his purpose, 
Should the prosecution fail in thisinstance to make 
‘out a case against him he will be turned over to 
the authorities of Massachusetts for trial for the 
robbery at the Suffolk County Bank. The wit- 
messes Bashford and Hornidge were committed to 
the House of Detention by Justice Smith, to insure 
their appearance at the examination.

HONORING A HERO. 


THE BENNETT MEDAL PRESENTED TO FIRE- 
MAN MICHAEL COMMERFORD. 


Fireman Michael Commerford, whose hero- 
ism in the rescue of imperiled lives in a tenement- 
house fire in January marked him as the most de- 
serving among several candidates for the Bennett 
meddl, yesterday received the reward for brave 
devotion to duty. He was presented with the gold 
medal in the afternoon, the ceremony taking 
place in the Union-square plaza, A great throng 
of people was crowded in the square, and 
the cottage in the park was reserved for invited 


guests. <A great throng of peoute crowded in the 
square, and the windows of the houses were filled 
with other spectators. Twelve companies of fire- 
men wheeled into Seventeenth-street with the 
Seventh Regiment band, preceaed by a cordon of 
Police on foot at the head of the ranks. A number 
of engines, gayly caparisoned, drawn by the fire 
horses, were ranged between the ranks of the fire- 
men, who were all in falluniform. The men and en- 
gines formed in the square, opposite the plaza, 
where Capt. Williams and his aides were on guard 
and then Assistant Chief Charles Shay marched 
out and saluted gentlemen who stood apart 
from the great crowd in front of the 
cottage. These gentlemen were Fire Com- 
missioners Gorman, Van Cott, Purroy, and the 
Hon. Charles A. Dana. President Gorman re- 
turned the commander's salute, and then, taking 
Mr. Dana's arm, the Commissioners, led by the As- 
sistant Chief, passed down the lines and inspected 
the brigade, the band playing a stirring air in the 
meantime. The inspection over, the officials re- 
turned to the plaza, a command to march was 
shouted by the leader of the departnient, and then 
the several companies of men, wheeling into the 
square, marched out and met in three solid ranks. 
Then they faced ‘about, and, amid cheers for the 
grace and precision of the evolution, saluted the 
Commissioners, President Gorman then stepped 
forward, and read a list of the honor 
men who had in _ previous years received 
the Bennett decoration. There was a pause, 
and then the name “Michael Commerford” 
was called aloud, and as a tall, fine-looking man 
of very unassuming manners stepped out from the 
rear rank in response there was a spontaneous 
and hearty outburst of cheers and a continued 
clapping of bands. He walked down slowly 
through the lines to where Mr. Dana stood bare- 
headed awaiting his coming. He saluted the Com- 
missioners, bowed to Mr. Dana, and stood mod- 
estly before the crowds while Mr. Dana, with elo- 
quent earnestness and much oratorical grace, ad- 
dressed him: 

MicnaEL ComMMERFORD: This great throng of citi- 
zens and this assemblage of the Fire Departmeart 
are gathered here in recognition of a certain pub- 
lic service rendered by you on the 4th day of Janu- 
ary last. To youitis not necessary to recall the 
nature of that service, butit issuitable that this 
audience should be told what it was. On that day 
the tenement-house standing in the rear of No. 35 
Madison-street was on fire, and in one of its upper 
rooms were three children of Margaret Egan. The 
room was filled with smoke, so that it was impos- 
sible to see and almost impossible to breathe in it. 
An attempt was made by one of your comrades to 
save these children, but the gallant fireman who 
undertook this effort was driven back by the 
stifing smoke and the insupportable heat. Then 
a ladder was procured and placed across over 
the alley which separated the house from the 
nearest building, so that one end was in the room 
and the other end inthe building opposite. This 
ladder was not strong enough to bear much 
weight, but by lying down upon it you were able 
to craw! along until your head and shoulders were 
inthe fated room. Stretching yourself out from 
this {ladder and extending forth your hands 
in the darkness, you first found Willlam Egan, a boy 
of 6 years, already insensible, and passed him out 
over the ladder, so that he was recovered and 
brought away in safety. Then, venturingin again, 
you were enabled to lay hold of John Egan, 
a boy of 3 years, likewise  insensible, 
whom youalso reseued. For this herofe and hu- 
mane deed I am directed to present to you 
this medal. Itis a most beautiful and honorable 
token, and you and your friends, and your children, 
and your children’s children may well be proud of 
it. lt shows that at a critical moment, when the 
highest courage was called for—the courage to risk 
your own life for the sake of others—you per- 
formed that supreme duty with coolness, perse- 
verance, and success, It isa great thing when a 
man possesses the moral energy and the power 
to seize upon such an opportunity. It isa great 
thing, not merely for the hero himself, but for 
his friends, for the community, for the whole 
people who can gather inspiration and support 
from such actions. It is proper to say here that I 
take a peculiar pleasure in being for this purpose 
the organ of the authorities who confer this medal 
upon you. Itis derived from a foundation of the 
late James Gordon Bennett, one of the most re- 
markable and original journalists who have - 
peared in recent times. He was a man who, amid 
every temptation and every difficulty, knew above 
all things else how to maintain those pre- 
cious treasures of the mind, entire independ- 
ence of opinion and entire freedom of ut- 
terance. It adds to the value of this medal 
that it thus in some sort represents those great 

ualities. You are the fifteenth member of the 

ire Department to whom Mr. Bennett’s medal has 
been given. I congratulate you, Michael Commer- 
ford, upon the addition of your name to a list so 
noble and so certain to be long preserved In the 
memory of men; and I am sure that, whenever the 
occasion arises, there will always be found among 
the firemen of New-York men of heroism and of 
devotion who will emulate the lofty and affecting 
example set by you and by the other possessors of 
the Bennett medal. 

After the applause whioh greeted the speech 
ceased, Mr. Dana handed Commerford the honor 
medal given frem the Bennett fund. The medal 
is of gold, handsomely engraved, and bearing in a 
wreath this inseription: 

* Presented to Fireman Michael Commerford, In ap- 

reciation of meritorious performance of duty as a 

reman. T. Bailey Myers, James McLean, Robert 38. 
Hone, Trustees. Fire, Jan. 4, 1881.” 

Commerford’s lip quivered with emotion as he 
received the trinket. He pinned it upon his coat, 
said “Thank you” in asimple way, again salute 
the Commissioners, and then marched back to 
his place amid more cheers and applause. He 
was marked by athousand admiring eyes during 
the picturesque evolutions which followed, and as 
he marched past the plaza for the last time, a 
little woman ran out from among the cheering 
crowds and grasped him by the hand, and a little 
child with her cried out, gleefully, ‘*My papa!”

HAS SHE A RIGHT TO RUN TO STATEN ISL- 
AND WITH@UT A LICENSE ? 

The steam-boat Shadyside was run for sev- 
eral months for the carriage of passengers be- 
tween Pier No. 3 North River and Bath, Long Isl- 
and, and Tompkinsville, Staten Island. As the 
fare charged foratrip on her to or frem Staten 
Island was only 5 cents, a great many persons 


poseuainee her instead of the boats of the Staten 
sland Ferry Company, on which the fare is 10 
ceuts. Injury having thus been done to the ferry 
company, Corporation Counsel Whitney brought 
a suit in the name of the Mayor, &c., fora perma- 
nent injunction to restrain Charles A. Clegg and 
others, who managed the Shadyside, from main- 
taining a ferry without a license, A temporary 
injunction having been procured, a motion was 
made before Judge Haight, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, yesterday, for its continuance until the 
determination of the suit. Messrs. Andrews and 
Townsend, assistants to the Corporation Counsel, 
appeared for the motion. The former argued that, 
as the Mayor, &c., have exclusive control of the 
ferries frem and to this City, and as they have not 
licensed the defendants, the latter have no right to 
maintain a ferry between here and Staten Island. 

Mr. W. W. MacFarland replied that he did not 
dispute the exclusive right claimed for the City of 
New-York, but he insisted that the defendants 
were not maintaining a ferry. They were {merely 
running a rivate excursion boat under a 
license from the United States Government, and 
they stopped her at Staten Island at such intervals 
as pleased them. Persons residing on Staten Island, 
who had long been — toaferry monopoly, 
took advantage of this fact to travel on her. As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Andrews argued 
that the defendants did maintain a ferry, as their 
boat made regular trips to and from Staten Island, 
ana that they thus invaded the rights of the City 
of New-York because they had not received a ferry 
license. He suggested that if persons pedis | on 
Staten Island are dissatisfied with the present ferry 
companies they should apply to the City of New- 
York for leave to operate a ferry. Judge Haight re- 
served his decision.

GEN. CURTIS SENTENCED 


HIS CONVICTION SUSTAINED BY 
THE CIRCUIT COURT. 
THE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE ACT MAIN- 
TAINED—AN ARREST OF JUDGMENT AND 
A NEW . TRIAL . DENIED—TEXT OF THE 
OPINION—AN APPEAL TO BE- TAKEN. 
Gen. Newton M. Curtis, a Special Agent of 
the Treasury Department in the New-York Cus- 
tom-house, was convicted recently of receiving 
money paid to him as essessments by Federal em- 
ployes, and to be used for political purposes. His 
counsel, ex-United States Attorney-General Smith, 
moved, before the United States Circuit Court, in 
which the conviction was had, for an arrest of 
judgment and a new trial. The motion was argued 
several weeks ago before Judges Wallace, Bene- 
dict, and Brown. Yesterday, in the criminal 
branch of the United States Circuit Court, Gen. 
Curtis appeared to hear the result of the motion. 
Judge Benedict alone was on the bench, and when 
he was informed that the defendant and his coun- 
sel and United States Attorney Woodford were 
present, he announced that the three Judges were 
unanimous in the opinion that the statute on 
which the prosecution was bused was valid and 


constitutional. On the. other points raised, also, 
they were adverse to the accused, and the motion 
forastay and for anew trial was, therefore, de- 
nied.’ The grounds of the decision, Judge Bene- 
dict said, are stated in the opinion which had been 
written by Judge Wailace, and Which is as follows: 

“While we have not overlooked the several rulings 
upon the trial which are impinged by the defend- 
aot, our principal attention has been directed to 
the point most strenuously pressed upon the argu- 
ment relating to the constitutionality of the act-of 
March 15, 1876, upon which the indictment pro- 
ceeds. The act prohibits ‘all executive officers or 
employes of the United States not appointed by 
the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate,’ from ‘requesting, giving, or receiving 
from any other officer or employe of the Govern- 
ment any money or property, or other thing of 
value, tor political purnoses,’ We cannot profess 
to be ignorant that this law was enacted in order 
to interdict practices which had become a topic of 
extended animadversions. But, although it may 
have been aimed at the suppression of the practice 
which has prevailed among party organi- 
zations of soliciting contributions for party 
purposes from their office-holding members, 
or exacting them by a moral coercion, 
and although its provisions may be well ealeu- 
latea to effect this yee it does not follow that it 
can be sustained as a legitimate means to that end. 
No person can be indicted under it for any other 
act than the one precisely designated. Whatever 
may have been the attendant circumstances, and 
however they may have qualified the moral com- 
plexion of the transaction, the.person indicted can 
only be tried for doing the thing which the statute 
prohibits, and unless this of itself, isolated from 
all its concomitants, can be completely made a 
crime by Congress, the statute is nugatory. It is 
insisted for the defendant thatit is nut within the 
constitutional power of Congress to make the giv- 
ing or requesting or receiving of a voluntary con- 
tribution for political purposes by a subordinate 
Government official a criminal offense. Itis to 
be observed, however, that the prohibition ap- 
plies only “when there is concerted action 
between Officials in this behalf. The question, 
then, is whether it is competent for Congress to 
—- co-operation between officials in the rais- 
ng of funds for political purposes. Undoubtedly 
it is lavfful for Congress to prescribe all needful 
regulations for the discipline of Government offi- 
cials, and to declare what infractions of discipline 
shall be treated as criminal offenses. The power 
to prohibit acts of ofticers or employes which are 
incompatible with the proper discharge of their 
duties or which impair the efficiency or tend to de- 
moralize the public service is essential to promote 
the end and a of government, and this power 
resides in the legislative department of the Gov- 
ernment, 

“In exercising this power Congress must of 
necessity exercise its judgment and discretion in 
determining what acts are orare net of such a 

ernicious character and tendency. This legis- 
ative discretion embraces a large field, antl its 
boundaries cannot always be readily located. It is 
only when Congress has palpably transgressed the 
limits of its discretion that the judicial depart- 
ment will Intervene. Such a case might arise if 
Congress should attempt to prohibit one act of a 
nature pertaining so exclusively to the sphere 
of private conduct that it could not by 
any implication infringe upon official de- 
portment or official discipline. We are not 
able to say that the acts  pronibited 
by the present statute are of such a character. We 
cannot affirm that Congress transcended its discre- 
tion in prohibiting transactions between officials 
which create the relation of donor and donee and 
introduce party interests into the public service, 
nor that Congress erred in assuming that the influ- 
ences springing from this relation, and these inter- 
ests should be discouraged as liable to deflect the 
independence and impartiality which must rule 
official intercourse. Many instances may be fonnd 
in the laws of Congress where this legislative dis- 
cretion has been exercised. It suffices to refer to 
one contained_in the act of Feb. 1, 1870, which pro- 
hibits any officeror clerk inthe employ of the 
Government from making any giftto an official 
superior. It Is not necessary to maintain that the 
co-operation of officials in raising tands for politi- 
cal objects is essentially demoralizing to the pub- 
lic service or subversive of discipline, It is suffi- 
cient to justify the excreise of the legislative dis- 
cretion if the prohibited acts tend to introduce 
interests which disturb the just eauipoise of offi- 
cial relations. If it is suggested that f is the right 
and the duty of prety good citizen to ald in pro- 
moting such political objects as he deems to be 
wise and beneficial, and that Congress has no con- 
stitutional power to abridge that right, the an- 
swer is that no citizen is required to hold a publie 
office, and if be js unwilling to do 80 upon such con- 
ditions as are prescribed by that department of the 
Government which creates the office, fixes its 
tenure, and regulates its incidents, it is his duty to 
resign. In reaching the conclusion that the statute 
is not obnoxious to the objections which have been 
suggested, we have given force to the presumption 
in favor of its constitutionality whieh tt is the duty 
of the judiciary to apply to all legislative enact- 
ments. This presumption should ah in ail con- 
tlicts of interpretation and all doubtful implica- 
tions of constitutional pewer, so as, if possible, to 
sustain the validity of legislative action. We have 
examined the minor points raised upon the argu- 
ment and ——— in the brief of counsel relating 
to the rulings upon the trial, but do not deem It 
necessary to disenssthem. We think them to be 
without ment. The motion in arrest of judgment 
and for a new trial Is denied.” 

As soon as the reading of the opinion was fin- 
ished Gen. Woodford moved for sentence on the 
prisoner. Gen. Smith moved for a postponement 
of sentence, saying he desired to proeure a writ of 
habeas corpus to carry the case to the United 
States Supreme Court. Judge Benedict replied 
that the passing of sentence would not hinder the 

rocurement of a writ, and the prisoner was then 
yrought to the bar, and the Judge sentenced him 
to pay a fine of $500 on each of the two counts on 
which the conviction was had—making $1,000 tn 
all—and to stand committed until the fines are paid. 

Deputy Marshal Holmes then took Gen. Curtis 
into custody and went with him to the United 
State’s Marshal's office, ip the same building. Soon 
afterward, Gen. A. B. Smith was, by consent of Gen, 
Woodford, appointed a special Deputy United 
States Marshal, and Gen. Curtis, the client, was 

ut into the custody of Gen. Smith, his counsel. Be- 
ore this was done Gen. Smith had given proof to 
Gen. Woodford that he would apply to Chief-Jus- 
tice Waite, of the United States Supreme Court, 
not later than to-day, for a writ of habeas corpus, 
on which a review of the case may be had. Judge 
Waite Is at Lyme, Conn., his home, and may elther 
hear argument there on the writ, if granted. or 
may set it down to be heard in October before the 
full bench, at Washington.

FLIGHT OF A BROOKLYN CLERK ABTER 
STEALING HIS EMPLOYER'S MONEY. 

Mr. O. F. Hawley, Jr., the proprietor of a 
lumber-yard at Rodney-street and Kent-avenue, 
Brooklyn, on returning recently to that city after 
a brief absence found that Theodore 8. Uhl, his 
book-keeper and most trusted employe, had disap- 


peared mysteriously. An examination of Uhl’s 
ooks showed that he had stolen during the past 
six months about $2,000. His disappearance was 
kept quiet for some time in the hope that he would 
return, but a week having now elapsed since his 
flight all hope of his coming back without compul- 
sion has been given up. Uhl might have taken 
$50,000, it Is said, so ip lioltly was he trusted by 
his employer. The aulter hasa wife and two 
children. Investigation revealed the fact that for 
@ year or§;more Uhl has been betting on horse- 
races, aud making up his losses by theft, and wben 
he could no longer conceal the false entries made 
to hide his thefts: he left the City. Uhl isa native 
of Denmark and eloped from that country with a 
daughter of a wealthy man who had refused his 
consent to the young woman’s marriage. Mrs. Uhl, 
when she heard of her husband’s defaleation, 
said that she would go back to Denmark and seek 
forgiveness of her parents. Uhl is the third trusted 
clerk residing in Brooklyn who has shown, within 
a month, that his employer's confidence was mis- 
placed. In all three eases there is reason to believe 
that betting on horse-racing was the inciting cause 
to theft.

DEATH OF FANNY PARNELL. 


—_—_>-—___.. 
THE SISTER OF THE IRISH LEADER DIES IN 
BORDENTOWN. 


Miss Fanny Parnell, sister of Charles 
Stewart Parnell, died suddenly yesterday after- 
noon of paralysis of the heart at the family man- 
sion, in Bordertown, N. J. Miss Parnell was sub- 
ject to attacks from the heart, and would some- 
times be in an apparent trance. She was in 
her usual health up to yesterday morning, 
Miss Parnell was bora in Avondale, County Wick- 
low, Ireland, 28 years ago. She was the third 
daughter of John Henry Parnell, grandson of Sir 
John Parnell, the last Chancellor of the Irish Ex- 
ehequer, and Delia Tudor Stewart, daughter of 
Charles Stewart, familiarly known as “Old Iron- 


sides,’ and who was made an Admiral, retiring 
from the service with that rank during the Admin- 
istration of President Lincoln. On her mother’s 
side she was related to the Tudors of Boston, 
and from her father she _ inherited the 
blood of the Congletons and Howards ot 
Engiand. At an early age Miss Parnell 
developed an extraordinary taste for study. 
While but a child she ‘s said to have acquired an 
intimate knowledge of mathematics, mastered 
music, and learned drawing and painting in oil 
and water colors. Lateron she studied chemistry 
and astronomy, and before she had guitted her 
teens it is said she had attained the remarkable 
accomplishment of speaking and writing fluently 
in all the principal European na aye besides 
Latin and Greek. In latter years she contributed 
several spirited poems to magazines and periodi- 
cals on both sides of the Atlantic. Having 
traveled extensively in Europe. always mov- 
ing in a_ refined atmosphere, she had 
acquired a large store of information, which would 
be more highl¥ prized by philosophers and poets 
than by the gentler sex. Her interest in Irish 
affairs dates back of 1857, when the Fenian organi- 
zation sorely troubled the Government. She used 
to tell of an amusing incident which occurred 
about that time. The Parnell physician was 
suspected by the Police of being an active Fenian, 
and his movements wereclosely watched. He was 
in constant attendance on one of the family who 
was stricken down with cholera, but the Police 
were not aware of this. The drawn blinds in the 
windows of the sick-room and the constant 
visits of Dr. O’Reagan left no doubt ta the 
mind of a lynx-eyed detective that escaped Fenians 
were concealed in the Parnell mansion. A descent 
on the hoase was immediately ordered, but when 
the advance guards had reached the darkened 
room and learned that it contained a young Jady 
suffering from Asiatic cholera, they beat a hasty 
nd by no means dignified retreat. It is said that 

er influence more than anything else induced 

her eldest brother, John Howard Parnell, who up 
to that time had always been ranked with 
the Conservatives, to contest. on the Home 
Rule platform, the County of Wicklow with 
the son of Lord Fitzwilliam for parliamentary hon- 
ors. The deep interest she had taken in the course 
since pursued by ber brother Charles is sufficiently 
shown by the extent of her own work in organizing 
branches of the Ladies’ Land League in this coun- 
try. Besides her mother, Miss Parnell leaves three 
brothers and four sisters, Of the latter three are 
married—one to Mr, James Thomson, son of Mrs. 
Livingstone Thomson, of this City; one to Munro 
Dickinson, nephew of Sir Drury Dickinson, of Dub- 
lin, and the other to Lieut. Claude Paget, of the 
English Navy.

AN AMUSING BASE-BALL GAME.

THE COLORED ORIONS BADLY DEFEATED BY 
THE METROPOLITAN TEAM, 

The Orion nine, a Philadelphia organization 
composed of colored ball-players, were the oppo- 
nents of the Metropolitans in a game played on the 
Polo Grounds yesterday afternoon in the presence 
of about 1,500 persons. The colored men were a 


failure as ball-players, and presented a mirth-pro- 
voking spectacle, which was heartily enjoyed 
by the spectators. They did not seem to 
have the Jeast knowledge of the national 
game, and made some of the most simple 
and unlooked for errors. Their bad plays, 
which were ridiculous in the extreme, gave great 
amusement to the spectators. who cheered them 
continually. One of the most laughable features 
of the game was the bearing of the pitcher of the 
Orions, who acted with the air of a veteran. Be- 
fore delivering the ball he would calmly survey the 
field, and in every instance woold, in his opinion, 
find one of the fielders out of position. He would 
then raise his hand and in aclear voice call out to 
the player who was outof position: *' Lay in a few 
more feet fordis yere man."’ Assure as he cau- 
tioned the left fielder the batsman would knock 
the ball to the right field, which wasthe signal 
for an uproar by the spectators, who heartily 
applauded the pitcher for his display of eond 
judgment. From the first inning it was plain 
that the Orions were no match for the 
strong Metropolitan team, and it was appa- 
rent that the spectators had concluded to 
enjoy themselves, as they would applaud every 
misjudged piay or “muffed" ball, much to the 
disgust of the visiting colored gentlemen. The 
Orions did not succeed in scoring arun until the 
sixth inning, when the Metropolitans had genes 13 
to their credit. In the eighth and ninth innings 
the “ Mets’’ changed their positions, which gave 
the Philadelphians an opportunity to add 4 addi- 
tional runs to their credit, which swelled their to- 
tal to 5, and in the meantime the Metropolitans se- 
cured 6 more runs, which made their total 19. The 
following is a summary of the game:

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AN OBSTINATHE SECRETARY. 
ESSA 5 < 
REFUSING TO BE DISMISSED, AND ARRESTED 
FOR DISORDERLY CONDUCT, 

Robert M. G. Dodge, of No. 187 Cumber- 
land-street, Brooklyn, was arraigned in the Tombs 
Police Court, yesterday, charged, on complaint of 
George W. Alger, President of the Emporium and 
Franklin Fire Insurance Company, No. 237 Broad- 
way, with disorderly conduct, From the evidence 


of Mr. Alger it appeared that the de- 
fendant was employed as Secretary of the 
company. On Monday last, however, he 
was notified by the Executive Committee 
that his services would be no longer required. 
This decision of the committee had been given on 
account of general insubordination and in- 
solent conduct 'to customers on the part of Mr. 
Dodge. When tho latter was given this notifica- 
tion It was intended to allow him to remain in the 
situation until the close of the month. The de- 
fendant, however, wrote a letter with regard to 
the matter to Francis A. Palmer, President of the 
Broadway Bank, who is the President of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the company. This letter 
Mr. Palmer conceived to be soinsolent in tone 
that on receiving it yesterday morning he sent 
word to Mr. Alger to pay Mr. Dodge a month's sal- 
ary and peremptorily dismiss him from the office. 
Mr. Alger handed Mr. Dodge a check for the sal- 
ary and ordered him to ieave. This Mr. Dodge re- 
tused to do, and also declined to give up the key 
of the safe. As he persisted in refusing, an officer 
was calied In and ne was given into custody, In 
testifying in his own defense the defendant said 
that he had been acting as Secretary to the com- 
pany for the past three years. He had recently in- 
curred the enmity of Mr. Palmer owing to his having 
opposed certain loans which that gentleman wished 
to make from the company’s funds, and he had 
also opposed him In other matters which the de- 
fendant conceived to be contrary to the interests 
of the company. He was notified of his dismissal 
by the Executive Committee on Monday last. He 
refused to accept this dismissai, however, as he 
had been elected to the ofilce by the Board of Di- 
rectors, and the by-laws of the company gave the 
Executive Committee no power to dismiss any of 
the officers. It was on these grounds that he de- 
clined to leave or to give up the key of the safe when 
ordered to do so by Mr. Alger. Justice Gardner 
directed the defendant to give up the key to Mr. 
Alger, ana told him that he must not persist in re- 
maining on the premises when ordered to leave. 
His rights to retaining the position would have to 
be decided by civil process of law. He eould go to 
the office each day and offer his services, and if 
they were declined he must tnstantly leave, but 
this act on his part, inthe event of a civil suit for 
restoration to the office being decided in his favor, 
would be sufficient to entitle him to the emolu- 
ments of the office to as great a degree as if he had 
worked for the company during every day. The 
magistrate then dismissed the case.

TWO WOMEN AND A MAN SENTENCED TO 


IMPRISONMENT FOR FIVE YEARS, 

Two coarse-looking women of middle age, 
and a young man of 25, of good appearanee, stood 
at the bar of the General Sessions Court yester- 
day, having been called up for sentence by Assist- 
ant District Attorney O’Byrne. The names of the 
prisoners were William Allen, whose correct name 
is Maxwell; Margaret Burke, and Fanny Devine, 
and they had all three been convicted of highway 
robbery. On the trial the complainant, an Italian 


named Cyrus Lafricain, working in New-Jersey, 
testified that he came to the City to spend the 
Fourth of July, and visited a drinking den at No. 9 
James-street. After calling for some drinks he 
paid his bill and was about to leave the place, when 
Allen, who was bar-keeper, demanded 20 cents ad- 
ditional. The Italian refused to pay this amount, 
stating that he had fully discharged his indebted- 
ness, whereupon Allen, armed with a club, stepped 
from behind the bar, locked the door of the store, 
and put the key in his pocket. Then brandishing 
the olub over Lafricain’s head, and threatening to 
brain himif he made an outcry, Allen kept the 
Italian in a state of terror, while the two women— 
Devine and Burke—who had witnessed the entire 
transaction, relieved him of $20 18, all the money 
he bad. The Italian reported his loss to the Police 
and all three were arrested. The female prisoners 
swore positively that Allen was not the man who 
had takenthe money. The jury found all three 
guilty. Allen yesterday, with tears in his eyes, de- 
clared his innocence before God. It was a case of 
mistaken identity, he said, and his lawyer, by fall- 
ing to subpcena witnesses who could beyond a 
doubt prove an alibi, bad sacrificed him. 

Judge Cowing said that this was a matter which 
could very properly be presented to the Governor. 
He had no alternative, he said, but to pronounce 
sentence. His Honor then sentenced Allen to five 

years in State prison, and the women Devine and 
urke to a like term in the Penitentiary.

PREPARED FOR HIS DEATH’ ;

EVERYTHING READY FOR THE EXECUTION 
OF JAMES F. WALSH TO-DAY. 

All the preparations for the hanging of 
James F. Walsh, the murderer of Barbara Groen- 
thal, which will take place this morning in Ray- 
mond-Street Jail, Brooklyn, were yesterday com- 
pleted. Walsh spent a quiet day, and is apparent- 


ly resigned to his fate. Most of his time is occn- 
pied in prayer and conversation with his spiritual 
advisers. Some days ago he expressed a wish to 
have his photograph taken, in order that he might 
leave pictures to his mother and one or two 
of his friends. Sheriff Stegman gratified the 
whim, and Walsh was taken in three different 
attitudes. He shows a smiling face in his pictures, 
and the officials of the jail believe that he will die 
with firmness, aithough until within a week or so 
it was feared that he would have to {be carried 
to the gallows. That instrument of death 
was erected yesterday in the centre corridor 
of the jail under the supervision of Sheriff 
Stegman and Under Sheriff Hodgkinson. The 
Tombs supplies the gallows, and the hangman will 
be the same who has officiated at the official execu- 
tions in this City for a number of years. At 100’clock 
last night Walsh’s mother, sister, two brothers, 
eousin Aliee, and Mr. and Mrs. Boyle, friends of 
the family, were admitted to the jail to take a last 
farewell of the condemned man. Father Ga'la- 
gher, of the Church of the Assumption, was 
present during the interview, which laste 
nearly two hours. The parting was very painful, 
but alsh bore up admirably under the strain. 
Father Gallagher will remain with the condemned 
man during the night, and with the Rev. Father 
Donohue, of the Church of Our Lady of Mercy, will 
attend him at death. A requiem mass will be cele- 
brated in the jail at 6 o’clock this morning, after 
which Walsh will be taken to a cell within 200 feet 
of the gallows. The execution will take place a 
few minutes after 10 o’clock.
